With eight major constituent units, the 
NCERT, an autonomous organisation, was 
set up in 1961 to advise the Ministry oi 
Human Resource Development, Education 
Departments of States/UTs in formulation 
and implementation of their policies and 
major programmes in school education.

The National Council of Educational 
Research and Training (NCERT) was 
set up by the Government of India in 
1961 as an autonomous organisation 
registered under Societies Registration 
Act (Act XXI of 1860) to advise and 
assist the Ministry of Human Resource 
Development, Government of India 
and Departments of Education in 
States/ UTs in formulation and 
implementation of their policies and 
major programmes in the field of 
education, particularly for qualitative 
improvement of school education. For 
realisation of its objectives, the NCERT 
and its constituent units: 

® Undertake, aid, promote and 
coordinate research in areas related 
to school education; 

• Organise pre-service and in-service 
training of teachers; 

• Organise extension services for 
institutions that are engaged in 
educational research, training of 
teachers or have extension services 
to schools; 

• Develop and disseminate improved 
educational techniques, practices 
and innovations; 

® Collaborate, advise and assist 
State Education Departments, 
Universities and other educational 
institutions;

The Regional Institutes of Education 
(RIEs) located at Ajmer, Bhopal, 
Bhubaneswar and Mysore cater to 
educational needs (pre-service and 
in-service education) of teachers in 
the States and UTs under their 
jurisdiction. To a limited extent, pre¬ 
service professional training to prepare 
school teachers for teaching Science 
and Mathematics and teacher 
educators of Elementary Teacher 
Training Institutions is also offered by 
the RIEs. They act as Regional 
Resource Institutions for school 
education and teacher education, 
extend required assistance in 
implementing the policies of the 
States/UTs and assist in implemen¬ 
tation, monitoring and evaluation of 
the Centrally Sponsored Schemes. The 
RIE, Ajmer looks after teacher 
education and other educational 
requirements of the States of Delhi, 
Haryana, Himachal Pradesh, Jammu 
and Kashmir, Punjab, Rajasthan, Uttar 
Pradesh, Uttaranchal and the UT of 
Chandigarh, The RIE, Bhopal has 
within its pale the States of 
Chhattisgarh, Goa, Gujarat, Madhya 
Pradesh, Maharashtra and UTs of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli and Daman 
and Diu. The States of Arunachal 
Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, Jharkhand, 
Manipur, Meghalya, Mizoram, 
Nagaland, Orissa, Sikkim, Tripura, 
West Bengal and the UT of Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands are covered by the 
RIE, Bhubaneswar. The States of 
Andhra Pradesh, Karnataka, Kerala 
and Tamil Nadu and UTs of 
Pondicherry and Lakshadweep are 
covered by the RIE, Mysore. A 
Demonstration Multipurpose (DM) 
School is attached to each. RIE as a 
laboratory for trying out innovative 
practices in school education and 


teacher education. These are also used 
for practical training of the teacher 
trainees of the Institute. 

A new RIE (NE-RIE) has been set 
up at Shillong. When it becomes 
fully operational, it would cater to 
the educational needs of North- 
Eastern States i.e., Assam, Arunachal 
Pradesh, Meghalaya, Mizoram, Manipur, 
Nagaland, Sikkim and Tripura. 

Organisational Structure 

The Union Minister of Human Resource 
Development is the President ( ex-officio ) 
of the General Body of the NCERT. The 
members of the General Body include 
the Education Ministers of all States 
and Union Territories. Other members

teachers). The Secretary, NCERT is the 
Convener of the General Body of the 
NCERT.

Activities and Achievements 

Ever since its inception, the NCERT 
has acted as an organisation devoted 
to research, development, training 
and extension activities. Several 
generations of textbooks on science 
and social studies have been produced 
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in collaboration with eminent authors 
and reputed organisations. The NCERT 
also developed equipment for 
science experimentation. Teachers 
have been encouraged to try out these 
materials and experiment with 
various methods of instructions. 
Evaluation of students' learning 
outcome and curriculum development 
for teacher education have been 
important areas of activities during the 
first ten years. 

The significant activities which 
have made the NCERT popular in the 
State/UTs include: preparation of 
several generations of textbooks and 
instructional materials for children, 
innovative Pre-service Teacher 
Education courses like 4-yr.

The NCERT played a significant role 
by providing survey, research and 
development inputs in the formulation 
of the National Policy of Education, 
Programme of Action (NPE, POA 
1986/92). As a follow up of NPE and 
POA, the NCERT brought out the 
“National Curriculum for Elementary 
and Secondary Education: A 
Framework 1988” and subsequently 
the guidelines and syllabi for all stages 
of school education. 

The NCERT also played a 
significant role in capacity building of 
SCERTs, DIETs, SIETs, etc. and 
popularisation and improvement of 
science education, population 
education, environmental education, 
non-formal education, education of 
disadvantaged groups etc. 

In order to establish meaningful 
linkages and partnerships with the 
states, the NCERT has provided its 
academic inputs in several central 
sector projects/ schemes such as 
Vocationalisation of Secondary 
Education, Non-Formal Education 
Programmes for children of 6-14 years 
age group, Educational Technology, 
Special Orientation Programme for 
School Teachers (SOPT), Sarva 
Shiksha Abhiyan (SSA), Programmes 
of Mass Orientation of School Teachers 
(P-MOST), Scheme of Improvement of 
Science Education in Schools, 
Environmental Orientation of School 
Education, Computer Literacy and 
Studies in Schools (CLASS), Operation 
Blackboard (OB) Scheme, Scheme for 
Integrated Education of the Disabled 
and Promotion of Yoga in Schools etc. 

The NCERT undertook a number of 
significant projects funded by 
International Agencies which provided 
basic data for formulation of policies, 
plans and programmes of education.

for Inspection and Supervision in 
Secondary Schools, Wastage and 
Stagnation in Primary and Middle 
Schools, Survey of Achievement in 
Mathematics at three levels of School 
Education, Identification of Talent in 
Elementary and Secondary Schools, 
Curriculum and Methods of Teaching 
Mathematics in Secondary Schools.

Planning and Processing of 
Programmes 

The programmes of the NCERT are 
formulated keeping in view the broader 
perspectives of the National Policy on 
Education (NPE) and the educational 
needs of the states requiring the NCERTs 
input, among other things. The 
educational needs of the states are 
identified mainly through the mechanism 
of the State Coordination Committees 
(SCCs) which provide a forum for 
interaction among the NCERT faculty and 
senior functionaries of the State 
Education Departments. The State 
Education Secretary is the Chairperson 
of the SCC and the Principal of the 
concerned Regional Institute of Education 
(RIE) is the Member-Convener. 

The identified educational needs of 
the States are further considered by 
the RIEs in their Managing Committees 
(MCs). Inputs for such needs of the 
states are provided by the RIEs. The 
educational needs of the states 
requiring inputs from other 
constituents of the NCERT are taken 
up by the latter. The academic 
programmes of the Departments of the 
NIE are processed through the 
Advisory Boards of the individual 
Departments (DABs) and thereafter by 
the Academic Committee (AC) of the 
NIE. Programmes of the CIET to 
provide media support to the school 
education are processed through the 
Institute's Advisory Board (IAB). 

Similarly, the programmes of the 
PSSCIVE are processed through its 
Institute's Advisory Board (IAB). 
Research programmes proposed by 
the constituents of the NCERT and 
other Institutions/Organisations are 
considered by the Educational 
Research ancl Innovations Committee 
(ERIC). ERIC promotes and sponsors 
research in various areas of school 


education and teacher education. 
Programmes approved by the 
Academic Committee, the Institutes’ 
Advisory Boards, the Managing 
Committees of the RIEs and the 
Educational Research and Innovations 
Committee are further scrutinised by 
a Sub-committee of the Programme 
Advisory Committee (PAC) before they 
are placed for the final approval of PAC. 

The programmes processed by 
various programme processing 
committees are finally considered by 
the Programme Advisory Committee 
(PAC). The PAC reports to the Executive 
Committee of the NCERT the overall 
directions in which research, training, 
extension and other programmes 
would be channelised to best serve the 
interest of school education in the 
country. The PAC also considers the 
progr-ammes that are received by 
the NCERT from international 
organisations through MHRD. 

Monitoring of Programme 
Implementation 

The Head of each Constituent/ 
Department of the NCERT is mainly 
responsible for monitoring of 
implementation of its programmes. The 
progress of implementation of the 
programmes of the Constituents/ 
Departments of the NCERT is further 
reviewed by the Joint Director (C) and 
the Director. The entire process ol 
planning, implementation, monitoring 
and evaluation of programmes oJ 
various Constituents of the NCERT is 
a collaborative or joint venture of the 
NCERT and the States.

In the area of Elementary Education, 
NCERT deals with three focal areas 
namely, Early Childhood Care and 
Education (ECCE), Non-formal 
Education renamed as Education 
Guarantee Scheme and Alternative 
and Innovative Education (EGS&AIE) 
and Elementary Education (formal). 
Studies undertaken include: Case 
Studies of Innovations in Early 
Childhood Care and Education; 




Evaluation of NCERT Instructional 
materials at primary stage; Study on 
the Role and Functions of Sub-District 
Functionaries in Promoting Quality of 
Education at the Upper Primary Stage; 
Study of Consultation Mechanisms for 
School Education in Rajasthan; Case 
Studies of Gurukunj Ashram with 
Reference to Effectiveness of the 
Programme in Facilitating National 
Awakening and National Integration; 
An Exploratory Study of Learning and 
Developmental Needs of Less Privileged 
Children; and Study on the Role of 
Community in the context of UEE. 
Forty-nine Project Proposals under the 
Centrally Sponsored Scheme for 
Assistance of Experimental and 
Innovative Programme for Education 
at the Elementary Stage including 
EGS&AIE were also screened 
and assessed. 

The development work include: 
Theory and Practices in ECCE: A 
Curriculum Guide for Pre-School 
Education; Trainer’s Handbook in 


ECCE; National Documentation Unit: 
Resource Centre in Elementary 
Education; Instructional Materials for 
Class V: Training Manual for

Organisation of activities for Art of

A 
programme was conducted to promote 
Experiential Value Education 
among children at elementary stage. 
State level Key Resource Persons/ 
Teachers were also trained in 
content enrichment and methodology 
of teaching of various school 
subjects such as English, Science, 
Mathematics, Environmental Studies, 
Urdu and AHPL. Dissemination of 
ECCE kit to government and non¬ 
government organisation continued 
during the year. 

A document titled ‘Modules on 
Quality Dimensions of Elementary 
Education under SSA’ was also 
published considering ten modules on 
(i) Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan (SSA): An 
Overview, (it) Understanding Quality of 
Elementary Education, (iii) Planning for 
Quality Elementary Education, 

(iv) Learning Environment, 

(v) Curriculum and Teaching Learning 
Material, (vi) Classroom Processes, 
(vii) Teacher Development and Quality 
Elementary Education, (vili) Monitoring 
Supervision and Evaluation, 
(ix) Research Activities for Quality 
Improvement, and (x) Community 
Involvement and Management of 
Quality Education. 

Education of SC/ST and Minorities 

To ensure development of cohesive 
society and achieve national targets of 
Education for All, NCERT continues to 
cater to specific educational needs 
of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other socially and 
economically disadvantaged groups 
through research development and 
training programmes, NCERT studied 


Approaches and Strategies for 
Educating Children from Socially 
Disadvantaged Groups and Surveyed 
Problems related to Education of 
Scheduled Caste Children in H.P. and 
Strategies for their Solutions. The 
materials developed included; Policy 
perspectives on education of minorities 
in India — A status document; Video 
cassettes on joyful-learning activities 
in EVS for primary school children in 
tribal dominated Areas; and 
Instructional materials in motivational 
strategies to check dropout among 
tribal girls. 

Orientation/training programmes 
conducted include: Training for TH/ 
DIET faculty on monitoring of learning 
achievement in tribal schools of 
Andhra Pradesh; State KRPs in 
effective transaction of curriculum to 
socially disadvantaged groups of N-E 
States; Teachers of tribal primary 
schools of Orissa; and PGTs of tribal 
schools sponsored by Tribal Welfare 
Department of Madhya Pradesh. Two 
national seminars namely tribal 
pedagogy and education of minorities 
were organised to focus on issues 
related with pedagogy of tribal 
education and sharing of successful 
strategies and experiences of 
researchers and educationists on 
education of minorities, respectively. 

Education of Children with 
Special Needs 

To achieve the national target of 
Education for All, the NCERT is working 
towards strengthening of inclusive 
education to provide quality and need- 
based education to children with special 
needs. The studies undertaken include: 
(i) Emerging shape of inclusive 
classrooms at pre-primary and primary 
level — A study, (ii) Emerging shape of 
inclusive classrooms at upper primary 



level — A study, (iii) Strengthening of 
teacher education curriculum of DIETs 
from the perspective of children 
with special educational needs, 

(iv) Effectiveness of innovative teaching- 
strategies for promoting inclusive 
schooling — An evaluative study, and 

(v) A study of programmes and practices 
for education of children with special 
educational needs in different states. A 
handbook highlighting the different 
modalities of developing Parent Teacher 
Association for promoting inclusive 
education is being developed. 

For capacity building training/ 
orientation programmes were 
organised for key resource persons/ 
teacher educators/teachers/DIET 
faculty etc. on methodology of teaching 
children with special educational 
needs in inclusive schools, teaching 
strategies for hearing impaired, and 
Braille display terminals. 

Education of the Girl Child 

Education of girls and women’s 
empowerment is one of the major 


f 


areas of concern to the NCERT as it 
is seen as central to social, political, 
and economic development of the 
nation. The NCERT conducted studies 
on career aspirations for girls in 
urban and rural societies vis-a-vis 
vocational education; Perceptions of 
women teachers working in rural 
areas on problems confronting them; 
Women entrepreneurs engaged in 
cottage industries; and Causes of poor 
participation and achievement of girl 
candidates of Uttar Pradesh at 
National Talent Search Examination. 
The development activities included 
documentation and analysis of 
reports of significant commissions 
and committees and policy 
perspectives on women’s education in 
India. Modules for trainer’s training 
through distance mode for teachers 
as positive interventionists in girls’ 
education and gender issues; 
Modules for guidance and counselling 
of girl students through distance 
mode; Reflections of eminent Indian 
thinkers about women; Intervention 
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drive for confidence and capacity 
building among girl students and 
building a National Network for Girl’s 
Education, Capacity Building, and 
Women’s Empowerment. A volume on 
' Women contributors to spirituality in 
Ancient India' has been planned under 
Women of India’ series. Instructional 
materials were developed and tried out 
as motivational strategies to check the 
dropout among tribal girl students of 
Rajasthan, Himachal Pradesh and 
Uttaranchal at upper primary level. The 
Thirteenth Training Course on 
Methodology of Women's Education 
and Development was organised to 
prepare Key Resource Persons to act 
as trainers and interventionists in 
promoting girl’s education. National 
Consultation on Emerging Dimens-ions 
of Women’s Empowerment was 
organised to provide a platform for 
experts and resource persons to 
discuss and deliberate on the concept 
of women’s empowerment. 

Education in Science and 
Mathematics 

In order to strengthen Science and 
Mathematics in Schools, the NCERT 
experiments with teaching-learning 
strategies, develops instructional 
material, trains teachers and teacher 
educators to bridge the gap between the 
frontiers of Science, Technology and 
Mathematics and the School Community. 
The researches conducted include; An 
investigation into the development of 
science knowledge and procedures; 
Designing and development of some 
experiments at Higher Secondary Stage 
in the subject of Chemistry; A study of 
the efficacy and appropriateness of the 
activities of science textbooks in the 
light of skills and abilities of students 
of Class VI; Redesigning of volumetric 
chemistry experiments at higher 


secondary level in view of microscaling; 
and evaluation (both Rational and 
Empirical) of textbooks in Science and 
Technology, Mathematics, Physics, 
Chemistry and Biology. 

The developmental activities 
undertaken Include: Textbooks in 
Science and Mathematics for Class VIII; 
Laboratory Manuals in Physics, 
Chemistry and Biology for Classes XI 
and XII; New Science and Technology 
kit; Digital programmes and software 
for real Time Measurement; Virtual 
Laboratory (VL) Module; Multimedia 
package in chemistry—Class XI; books 
on Bhojpatra se Adhunik Kagaz Tak ; 
Water Harvesting, and Daton Ka 
Swasthya under Reading to Learn 
Series; Innovative Methodologies for 
transaction of concepts in Biology and 
Physics at Higher Secondary level; 
Training Package on Teaching of 
Hardspots in Science at Secondary 
level; and School Science — a Quarterly 
Journal on Science and Mathematics. 

The NCERT organised several 
training programmes for Key Resource 
Persons/Teacher Educators on 
methodology of teaching and teaching 
of hard spots of different Science and 
Mathematics subjects at different levels 
as per needs of the States. On the job 
apprenticeship training for 45 days was 
imparted to one candidate sponsored 
by MBM Engineering College, Jodhpur. 
A 15-day training was provided to 62 
candidates sponsored by ITI, 
Khichripur and ITI, Pusa, New Delhi. 
Forty-six students of ITI, Malviya Nagar 
were given a one-day familiarisation 
training. Nine 'Apprentices' were 
trained in different trades. 

The 30th Jawaharlal Nehru 
National Science Exhibition for 
Children (JNNSEC) was organised, 
from 17 to 22 November 2003 at 
Dehradun on the theme 'Science,

In the area of Social Sciences and 
Humanities, preparation of textbooks 
and teacher training materials 
following NCFSE-2000, and evaluation 
of NCERT textbooks continued to be 
the major thrust areas. 

During 2003-04, all textbooks in 
languages and social science for Class 
VIII were brought out. In addition, 
Urdu textbooks for Classes IV and V, 
Hindi (Second Language) textbook for 
Class IX, workbooks in Urdu for 
Classes I and II; in Hindi and English 
for Class VTII; supplementary readers 
in Hindi for Classes VI, IX (Second 
Language) and XII (Elective), in English 
for Class VIII, and in Urdu for classes 
VI-XI; and one Hindi grammar book 
for Classes IX-X (B Course) were also 
developed. A Teachers' Handbook in 
Art Education for Class VI has also 
been brought out. A textbook on 
computerised Accountancy for Class 
XI (optional course), a book of practical 
problems in Accountancy for the 
higher secondary stage, and 
handbooks for art teachers of the 
upper primary stage (VII-VIII) and 
Classes (IX-X) have been prepared and 
are to be brought out during next 
financial year. 

Two volumes of the Source Book of 
Scientific Thoughts in Sanskrit 
Literature titled Medical Science in 
Sanskrit and Agricultural Science in 
Sanskrit have been finalised. A history 
of Urdu literature titled Urdu Adab Id 
Tareekh , for higher secondary stage 
has also been developed. Development 
of teacher-training material was 
initiated in a systematic manner. 
Training packages for teachers of Social 
Science (upper primary and secondary 
stages), and Sanskrit (higher secondary 
stage) are under preparation. Training 


package on methodology of teaching of 
Economics at higher secondary level 
was developed. 

The material developed under 
National Sanskrit Project include; two 
reference books titled Pathan Kaushal 
Bodhanam and S amanya Dosha 
Viveechanam, draft Model Sanskrit 
Book-I, design of two reference books 
namely Bal Katha Shikshanam and 
Sanskrit Shikshaka, 12 modules on 
Sanskrit teachers training aspects, 
draft National Seminar Souvenir, 
Transcription work of Grammar 
Training programme, Manuscript of 
Teachers handbook, twenlyone days 
Crash Course, content briefs on 
Sanskrit Grammar, Sambhashana 
Shikshan and teaching methodology 
for classroom training and Video 
Production Scheme. 

Training programmes were 
organised for Key Resource Persons in 
methodology of teaching Sanskrit, 
Hindi, Hindi Grammar, English, and 
Social Sciences. Teacher Educators 
from LASE and CTEs of western region 
were oriented in new trends in language 
teaching. Two National Seminars on ‘A 
Fresh Look at History’ and ‘Sanskrit 
Education; Status and Strategies' 
were organised. Under the National 
Sanskrit Project, training/orientation 
programmes were organised for 
Sanskrit teachers of Goa. Sanskrit 
Pandits of Andhra Pradesh; Sanskrit 
teachers of SCERT, Karnataka; and in 
teaching of Sanskrit Grammar. 

Environmental Education 

To respond to the Judgement of the 
Hon’ble Supreme Court of India 
directing the NCERT to prepare model 
syllabus of Environmental Education 
(EE) for all stages of school education, 
an Environmental Education Group 
(EEG) was constituted in NCERT. A 



strategy was chalked out. The syllabus 
and textbooks of the NCERT and the 
states of Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, 
Karnataka and Rajasthan were 
reviewed from the point of view of 
Environmental Education in the 
country. The entire input received 
was critically analysed to draft the 
syllabus of EE. A two-day National 
Consultation Meeting of eminent 
experts, environmentalists, edu¬ 
cationists, teachers, etc. was organised 
to discuss the draft syllabus. With a 
view to proposing an effective 
implementation strategy, a second 
National Consultation Meeting was 
organised for one day involving 
Directors of SCERTs and chairpersons 
of Central and State Boards of School 
Education. The recommendations of 
this group were further utilised to 
improve and finalise the syllabus. 

National Population Education 
Project 

The National Population Education 
Project (NPEP) is being implemented as 
Government of India Project during 
Tenth Five Year Plan. It aims 
at facilitating and promoting 
integration of emerging population and 
development concerns in the syllabi, 
textbooks and other aspects of school 
education. During 2003-04 a Project 
status survey (1980-2002) was 
conducted. The Survey Report not only 
presents the status of the Project but 
also highlights major success stories. 
The Project activities including 
research, development, training, 
advocacy, co-curricular, monitoring 
and coordination were conducted in 
close collaboration with concerned 
agencies in 30 Sates/UTs and also 
national institutions working in the 
areas of school education and teacher 
education. Studies on Impact of 


Adolescence Education on Adolescent 
Reproductive Behaviour; Awareness 
and Attitude of Students from DM 
School, Mysore on Adolescence 
Education were also carried out. 

The developmental activities 
included; Training material on 
skill Development in Adolescence 
Education, Training Package on 
‘Skill Development in Adolescence 
Education'; Report on Annual Project 
Progress Review; Population Education 
Bulletin (2 issues); and Report on 
project status survey (1980-2002). 

Two National Training Programmes 
were organised on (i) HIV AIDS Education 
for teacher educators of Andhra Pradesh 
and (ii) Reconceptualised issues of 
Population Education for SCERT and 
DIET faculty of Uttar Pradesh. 

Technical support was provided 
to all the states/UTs in the 
implementation of various activities on 
important events like World Population 
Day, World AIDS Day, Population 
Education Week, Women Education 
Day, Long Distance Run Co-Curricular 
activities/Competitions, Special 
Lectures etc. A number of tasks were 
performed for effective monitoring and 
coordinating with National and 
International agencies. 
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Examination Reforms 


Examinations being most vital part of 
educational process, the NCERT 
undertook several research, 
development, training and extension 
programmes related to educational 
evaluation and provided academic and 
technical support to both educational 
and examining agencies in the 
States/UTs. A follow-up study of 
implementation of School-based 
Assessment Scheme (2003-04) Phase I 
has been initiated. In its first phase a 
handbook titled What Primary

Achievement Survey at the End of 
Class V; Achievement Survey at the 
End of Upper Primary Stage; Baseline 
Achievement Survey at the End of 
Class III; Factor influencing 
Effectiveness of Secondary Schools of 
Delhi and Evaluation Practices at all 
stages of School Education across 
the states.

ideal papersetting for teachers 
educators and perspective Paper- 
setters of Orissa; on Continuous 
Comprehensive Evaluation for KRPs 
from the states of J&K, Rajasthan, 
Himachal Pradesh and UT of 
Chandigarh; on educational evaluation 
including CCE, Grading etc. for tribal 
teachers of tribal schools of 
Chhattisgarh; on Evaluation 
techniques in Science at +2 Level of 
Punjab, in school based evaluation for 
KRPs of Western Region; and in using 
marking scheme appropriately for 


Head Examiners of the Haiyana Board 
of Education. A five-day workshop was 
organised on error analysis of pupils 
in the Board Examination for 55 key 
persons of Manipur Board of 
Secondary Education. A two-day 
Conference of Chairpersons of Board 
of School Education was organised and 
discussions were held on National 
Examination Reform Framework, 
Introduction of Grading System in 
Schools and Implementation of 
continuous and comprehensive 
evaluation scheme. 

Educational Psychology 

Qualitative improvement in school 
education through the application of 
the disciplines of Educational 
Psychology, Guidance and Counselling 
is one of the major concerns of the 
NCERT. The NCERT conducted 
rational and empirical evaluation of its 
Psychology textbooks for Classes XI 
and XII entitled Introduction to 
Psychology Part I and Part II through 
external experts and teachers using 
the Books. The Post-Graduate Diploma 
Course in Guidance and Counselling 
(PGDGC) continued to be organised in 
Regional Institutes of Education at 
Ajmer, Bhopal, Bhubaneswar and 
Mysore. A Memorandum of Agreement 
(MoA) has been signed between NCERT 
and Commonwealth of Learning (CoL) 
Vancouver, Canada to launch an 
online/distance mode International 
Post-Graduate Diploma Course in 
Guidance and Counselling to train in- 
service teachers/teacher educators 
from countries in South-East Asia and 
Africa. A three-day National Seminar 
on Psychology in the Indian Traditions: 
Conceptual and Methodological Issue 
for Indian Schools was organised 
during 22-24 December 2003 at New 
Delhi. Academic support was provided 



to Navodaya Vidyalaya Samiti in its 
two-days workshop for the teachers on 
Maladjustment of Students at 
Residential Schools. The National 
Library of Educational and 
Psychological Tests (NLEPT) continued 
to serve as resource centre for 
educational and psychological tests to 
researchers with new added 
psychological tests, and revision of 
Indian tests. The Guidance and 
Counselling Laboratory has been 
continuously updated and enriched by 
procuring and developing materials in 
the area. 

Value Education 

The National Resource Centre for 
Value Education (NRCVE) continued 
to develop and Implement plans, 
programmes and activities for value 
orientation of school education, 
develop educational materials and 
other aids and serve as a treasure 
house-cum-reference library of 
books, journals, training packages, 
audio and video materials related to 
value education. The collection 
includes over 3,500 books etc. A 
brochure entitled ‘Promoting 
Research and Innovations in Value 
Education,’ highlighting research 
themes was considered source for 
research proposals. Subsequently, 
eight research proposals were 
approved for funding. Case studies 
of four NGOs — Bhartiya Vidya 
Bhawan, Sankalp, Auroville Ashram 
and Interfaith were undertaken on 
the request of MHRD. Monographs 
were prepared on: values of science 
and scientific temper; integration of 
values in teaching of social sciences 
and languages; values in the context 
of inclusive school and values of 
integrated personality; a training 
design included Integration of Values 


in Pre-service Teacher Education 
programmes at secondary level and 
on Yoga for school teachers. 
Strategies for the integration of 
values with teaching of Science and 
Technology, Value Based Plays and 
Data Base in Value Education were 
also developed. 

The January 2003 issue of 
Journal of Value Education (Vol. 3, 
Number 1) and special issue on 
‘Environmental Values’ July 2003 
issue (Vol. 3, Number 2) were 
released. Extension lectures were 
organised on (i) Indian Pedagogy 
delivered by Prof. Kireet Joshi, 
Chairman, Indian Council of 
Philosophical Research New Delhi, 
(ii) Spirituality and India: A 
Potentially Spiritual Super Power by 
Maulana Wahiduddin Khan, an 
eminent spiritual scholar, and 
(ili) Environmental Concerns in 
School Education by Prof. R.H. Dave, 
an eminent educationists and Former 
Director, International Institute of 
Education, Humberg, Germany. 
Under the MHRD scheme of 





strengthening culture and values in 
education, the NCERT has evaluated 
the value education programmes 
implemented by eighteen NGO’s with 
grants received from MHRD. PGTs of 
Navodaya Vidyalayas and Lecturers 
of tribal school of M.P. and 
Chhattisgarh have been oriented on 
value based education. Training 
Programmes on Value Education 
were organised for educational 
personnel of Uttar Pradesh, 



Uttaranchal, Himachal Pradesh and 
Punjab at Primary and secondary 
levels. Two Orientation camps ‘"were 
organised for Key functionaries pf 
Vocational Education Programnie 
(VEP) on Value Education through 
Vocational Education. \ 
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Computer Education 

Integration of Information and 
Communication Technology (ICT) into 
the Schooling process, development of 
suitable instructional materials for its 
use and capacity building of Key 
Resource Persons in the states are 
major concerns of the NCERT in the. 
area of Computer Education. 
Multimedia software on 'Milestones in 
Genetics’ brought out on CD for 
students of Biology at +2 stage as well 
as to ordinary readers. Five other 
multimedia learning materials brought 
out include Wave Optics, Ray Optics, 
Photosynthesis, Hierarchy of Biological 
Diversity and Organisation and 
Chemical Bonding and Molecular 
Structure, These are Beta versions of 
five pieces of interactive courseware on 
CDs meant for secondary and higher 
secondary students and teachers. 
Locus, a multimedia programme on 
Mathematics for Secondary Schools is 
in the process of finalisation. 

Five orientation programmes of 12 
days each, were organised at National 
Centre for Computer Education, 
NCERT, New Delhi for teacher 
educators from different states 
including one exclusively for SC/ST 
teacher educators. One more similar 
orientation programme was organised 
at St. Anthony's College Shillong, 
Meghalaya for teacher educators from 
North-eastern states. The participants 
were introduced to computer 
hardware, software and peripherals. A 
training programme in computer 
basics was also organised for the 
principals/Vice Principals of DIETS 
and lecturers of IASE for the state 
of Rajasthan. Two students from 
L.N. Mishra Institute of Economic 
Development and Social Change, Patna 
were provided guidance. The projects 
on Computer Based Learning (CBL). 


Besides, a number of training 
programmes have been conducted for 
the NCERT faculty and administrative 
staff of NIE aimed at capacity building 
within the organisation. NCERT’s 
bilingual web site is regularly being 
monitored and updated. 

Educational Technology 

Educational Technology constitutes 
one of the important areas of NCERT’s 
activities involving utilisation of mass 
media for improving access, promoting 
equity and quality of school education. 
CIET, a constituent unit of NCERT, 
continued to feed telecast and 
broadcast services titled Tarang' from 
DD-National Channel, dedicated 
cable channel ‘Gyan Darshan’ and FM 
Radio network ‘Gyan Vani’. It also 
coordinates transmission of ETV 
programmes for School Sector in 
collaboration with NIOS and SIETs of 
U.P., Bihar and Maharashtra. CIET 
also provides academic and technical 
guidance to all the seven SIETs and 
coordinate their activities. During the 
year under report, several scripts were 
designed and 114 Educational TV 
programmes produced, including a 
number of series/programmes on 
some aspects of science and 
Mathematics (in Hindi), Value 
Education, Environmental Education, 
Grading, Semesterisation, National 
Talent Search Scheme, Hindi 
Literature, Art of Healthy and 
Productive Living (AHPL) for different 
level of school education. 

One hundred fifty-nine audio 
programmes were produced under the 
series — Umang, Bal Geet, Katha Geet, 
Modem English, Class VI and Learning 
English, Parambhik Kahaniyan, and 
Bhuroopi Gandhi, for teachers a series 
of programmes were on National 
Curriculum Framework-2000. Audio 


programmes were also produced in 
Geography for higher secondary 
classes, Hindi, Sahitya Ka Itihas — 
Bhakti Kal, and on Value Education 
for Parents and Teachers. A training 
handbook on educational technology 
was developed and finalised. Updation 
and printing of Catalogue of Audio 
programmes and its distribution; 
Updation and maintenance of 
archival material in the Central Film 
Library; meetings of Central Preview 
Committee; Video coverage of JNNSEC, 
and development of graphic 
animations for enriching ETV 
productions have continued. 

The orientation and training 
programmes organised included 
training in multimedia script writing for 
SIETs and NCERT faculty; Educational 
Media script writing and programme 
Production for North-Eastern states; 
Audio-Video Digital Archiving and 
associated equipment for SIE and 
CIET faculty. Orientation Course in 
Educational Technology was organised 
for Teacher Educators of North-Eastern 
States and on new Digital Sound Studio 
Equipment on latest Non-linear Editing 
Equipment for production and 
technical staff of CIET. The media 
research and evaluation studies 
undertaken included (i) Monitoring and 
evaluation of viewer’s responses, 

(ii) Impact study of scheme of 
Educational Technology, and 

(iii) Studies on effectiveness of 
Educational Video programmes. 

Vocational Education 

In the area of Vocational Education 
Pandit Sunderlal Sharma Central 
Institute of Vocational Education 
(PSSCIVE), a constituent of NCERT, is 
an apex research and development 
institution and also centre of 
UNESCO's international project 


on Technical and Vocational 
Education (UNEVOC) in India. The 
research studies conducted include: 
Development of Vocational Education 
Programme for the State of Nagaland; 
Case Studies of NGOs, and 
Occupational and Manpower Need 
Assessment Survey. Development and 
Revision of Vocational Curricula 
included: Low Vision Technician 
Course; Medicinal and Aromatic 
Plants; Repair, Maintenance, 
Rewinding and Installation of Electric 
Motor; Operation Theatre Technician 
Course; Commercial Garment 
Designing and Making; Import-Export 
Practices and Documentation; 
Marketing, Transport; Horticulture; 
Insurance;, Inland Fisheries; Radio 
Journalism; Plant Protection; Pre- 
School and Creche Management; 
Travel and Tourism Management; 
Basic Financial Services; Agribusiness; 
Hospital Waste Management; Taxation 
Practices; Interior Design. Moreover 
instructional materials and modules 
during the year include: Mechanical 
Engineering Technology, Information 
Communication Technology for 
General Foundation Course, 
Agricultural Engineering Technology, 
Rural Marketing, Production of 
Essential Oils, and Core Curriculum of 
Commerce, Bakery and Confectionery 
and Food Preservation and Processing, 
Paper Bag Making, Module on 
Integration of Value Issues to Teacher 
Training in Vocational Education, Web 
Page Development Tool - HTML, 
Agricultural Engineering, Plaster of 
Paris Sculpture, Pre-vocational 
modules in Bakery and Confectionery 
and Food Preservation and Processing, 
a module on integration of value issues 
in Vocational Education. Fifteen 
training programmes were conducted 
in different aspects of Vocational 
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Education covering 334 vocational 
teachers. Besides, sixteen orientation 
programmes were organised for key 
functionaries of North-Eastern States, 
J&K State, Andhra Pradesh, Tamil 
Nadu, Karnataka, Goa, Madhya 
Pradesh, and NGOs in tribal areas of 
Chhattisgarh, etc. 

For promotion of Vocational 
Education in the Country, NCERT 
continues the scheme of awards given 
(one for each state) for Best Achiever 
Award; Second Best Achiever Award; 
Best Vocational Teacher Award; Best 
Institution Award and Best School- 
Industry Linkage Award. Four 
issues of Quarterly Bulletin of Vocational 
Education and one issue of bi-annual 
Indian Journal of Vocational Education 
were published. Consultancy was 
provided to the States /UTs and 
voluntary organisations on various 
aspects ofV ocational Education through 
visits and discussions. 

Teacher Education 

Teacher Education is the most crucial 
input in the field of school education. 
NCERT, therefore, addresses itself 
to the task of formulation and 
organisation of teacher education 
programmes, both at pre-service and 
in-service level. Studies undertaken 
include; (i) Profile of Heads of 
Elementary Teacher Education 
Institutions, (ii) Professional Support 
System and Classroom Performance of 
Para Teachers, (iii) Appraisal of the 
functioning and performance of IASEs, 
(iv) Evaluation of In-service Teacher 
Training Programmes of SCERT, 
Orissa, (v) Analysis of B.Ed, curriculum 
at Secondary Level of Eastern Region, 
and (vi) Comparative Analysis of 2-year 
B.Ed. of RIE, Ajmer with one year B.Ed. 
of MDS University, Ajmer. These are 
at different stages of completions. 


NCERT developed a Curriculum 
Framework for Teacher Education- 
2004 to focus on new concerns of 
teacher education at different stages; 
a Handbook for Teachers of Secondary 
Stage on Constructivism Approaches 
to Teaching and Learning; Self- 
Learning Materials for Elementary 
Teacher Educators, Secondary Teacher 
Educators, and for Teachers of 
Secondary Stage on Teaching of 
Science and Technology; Instructional 
Materials on School Management for 
newly recruited Headmaster of West 
Bengal. The Teacher Education 
Curriculum for Junior Basic Training 
(JBT) courses of A&N Islands was 
analysed and restructured as per 
guidelines of NCTE and NCFSE-2000. 
Several training packages were 
also developed for KRPs /Teacher 
Educators. 

One of the major concerns of 
NCERT is the development and 
operationalisation of innovative pre¬ 
service teacher education courses, 
NCERT runs 4-Year Integrated B.Sc. 
B.Ed/B.Sc. Ed. Course, 2-year B.Ed. 
(Secondary) Course in Science and 
Humanities, 1-Year M.Ed. course in 
Elementary Education and 1-Year Post 
Graduate Diploma in Guidance and 
Counselling in its four Regional 
Institutes of Education at Ajmer, 
Bhopal, Bhubaneswar and Mysore, 
Demonstration Schools are an 
integral part of RIEs in order to 
provide practical experience to 
prospective teachers and serve as 
laboratory for new practices and 
experiences designed by the NCERT 
(See Chapter 13). 

A number of in-service training/ 
orientation/professional development 
programmes were organised for 
Principals and faculty of SCERTs/ 
DIETs/ CTEs/IASEs/ Key Resource 



Persons/ Teacher Educators, etc. in 
areas like Contextual Adaptation and 
use of Self-Learning Materials; School 
Based In-service Education for 
Teachers (SBINSET): Organisation, 
Evaluation and Development of 
Training Methodology; Content 
Methodology and Supervision of 
Student Teaching for Cooperating 
Teachers; Aids Education; 
Organisation of Guidance Activities in 
Secondary Schools; Supervisory Skills 
for Heads of Schools; Teaching 
Learning strategies at primary 
level; Evaluation Techniques in 
Science; Continuous Comprehensive 
Evaluation; Methodology of teaching 
children with Special Needs in 
Inclusive Schools, Multigrade Teaching 
Learning at Primary Level; 
Reconceptualised Issues of Population 
Education; Evaluation in Fine Arts 
subjects etc. A large number of Key 
Resource Persons/Master Trainers / 
Teachers were also trained in content 
enrichment and methodology of 
teaching of various school subjects at 
different stages of school education. 

Under the scheme of Innovations 
in Teacher Education and School 
Education — All India Competition 
papers are invited from the teachers 
and teacher educators. During 
2003-04, forty-two school teachers and 
five teacher educators were awarded 
certificate of merit and cash award for 
their innovations in a National Seminar 
held at New Delhi. 

Conference, were organised for 
Teachers and Headmasters of 
Cooperating Schools in connection with 
internship in Teaching for two-Year 
B.Ed. and four year B.Sc. B.Ed. courses. 

National Talent Search 

The National Talent Search (NTS) scheme 
aims to identify brilliant students at the 


end of Class X and give them financial 
assistance towards getting good 
education so that their talent may 
develop further. One thousand 
scholarships were awarded which 
includes 150 scholarships for SC and 75 
for ST candidates. The selection for the 
awardee was done in two stages. The first 
stage selection was done by the states 
and Union Territories through a written 
examination. The second stage selection 
was done by NCERT through written 
examination and an interview. During 
2003-04, a total of 44,477 awardees 
pursuing different courses were 
given scholarship. The causes 
of poor participation and low 
achievement of girl candidates in Uttar 
Pradesh in NTS Examination were 
studied. Besides, an Appraisal of NTS 
Tests 2003 was undertaken. A one-day 
nurturance programme of 74 NTS 
awardees with two eminent scientists 
Prof. Yashpal and Dr. R.A. Mashelkax 
and five-day nurturance programme for 
58 NTS awardees at Homi Bhabha 
Centre for Science Education were 
also organised. 

Promotion of Educational Research 
and Innovation 

NCERT acts as a catalyst to promote 
and support educational research in 
priority areas of school and teacher 
education. Educational Research and 
Innovations Committee (ERIC), a 
standing committee of the NCERT is 
responsible for funding research 
proposals and provides subsidy for 
publishing Ph.D Thesis. 

During the year, 14 research 
projects funded by ERIC were 
completed and 44 were in progress. 
Dissemination of information about 
research projects is being done 
through the publication of periodicals. 
Indian Journal of Education (Quarterly 
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in English), Bhartiya Adhunik Shilcsha 
(Quarterly in Hindi), Indian 
Educational Abstracts (Half-yearly in 
English) and Indian Educational 
Review (Half yearly referred Journal in 
English) were published. Work 
related to bringing out trends of 
educational research in the form of 
Sixth Survey of Educational Research 
is in progress. 

In the area of capacity 
building, NCERT organised Research 
Methodology courses for 30 teacher 
educators from various DIETs and 
MSCERT of Maharastra and for 21 
teacher educators of Elementary 
Teachers Training institutions of 
West Bengal. A five-day workshop 
was organised on Action Research 
for primary school teachers in 
collaboration with All India Primary 
Teacher Federation (AIPTF), New Delhi. 
NCERT also guided Action Research 
initiative of Karnataka State Secondary 
Teachers in collaboration with KSSTA. 
Multicentric studies were launched on 
Teacher Preparation in the Changing 
Context’ and ‘Decentralisation of 
Elementary Education' in collaboration 
with various universities and research 
institutions. At present 13 studies 
are being conducted in teacher 
preparation and 6 in decentralisation 
of elementary education. Two tive-day 
workshops on each were organised to 
develop common tools for collection of 
data in these studies. Data are being 
collected by the Principal investigators. 
A criteria was developed to assess the 
quality of M.Phil and Ph.D. research 
work. Management information system 
for completed programmes of NCERT 
is being carried out. 

The project entitled ‘State Studies 
in School Education: Status, Issues 
and Future Perspectives’ carried out 
through SCERTs /SIEs progressed 


further with the completion of status 
studies in 17 states out of which report 
of Uttar Pradesh has been published. 
VII All India School Education Survey 
(AISES) was launched with the date of 
reference as 30 September 2002. The 
Survey is being jointly conducted by 
NCERT, National Informatics Centre 
(NIC) and all the thirty five States/UTs. 
The data have been collected from all 
the 35 states/UTs except part of data 
from few districts in the states of 
Bihar, J&K and Orissa. The data of 
provisional/Flash statistics have been 
tabulated in 26 states/UTs. Further 
the data entry of main schedules of the 
Survey has been completed in 
7 States/UTs. For Post-Enumeration 
Survey (PES) a separate questionnaires 
alongwith Guidelines were prepared 
and data is being recollected to check 
authenticity. Training for collection 
and scrutiny of PES data have been 
imparted in 20 States/UTs. 

International Cooperation 

The NCERT continued working as a 
major agency for implementing the 
bilateral Cultural/Educational 
Exchange Programmes (C/EEPs) in the 
field of school education and teacher 
education. The educational reports, 
material documents etc. in the area of 
school education received under 
CEEPs are displayed in the 
International Education Resorirce 
Centre located in the Division 
of Library, Documentation and 
Information (DLDI). Several members 
of the NCERT faculty were deputed to 
attend various programmes in other 
countries under educational exchange 
or sponsored by International 
Agencies. The NCERT faculty 
interacted with the delegates/ 
educationists and teachers who visited 
NCERT from several countries. Under 



UNESCO sponsored research study of 
Successful School Management, 
NCERT took up the case study of three 
Jawahar Navodaya Vidyalaya 
located at Gadchiroli, Kolhapur and 
Ernakulum. A 12-day Management 
Development workshop in emerging 
trends and issues in school education 
and teacher education was organised 
for teacher educators from various 
countries of Africa and India from 16 
to 27 Februaiy 2004. International 
Conference on Curriculum related 
Issues for Quality of School Education 
was organised from 23 to 25 February 
2004 at New Delhi. The participants 
hailed from Africa and Asia and 
International agencies like the CoL, 
International Bureau of Education. A 
Memorandum of Agreement (MoA) has 
been signed between NCERT and 
CoL to launch an International 
Post-Graduate Diploma Course in 
Guidance and Counselling through 
distance/online mode. A six member 
delegations of Nigerian Educational 
personnel visited NCERT on a study 
tour sponsored by CoL regarding 
collaboration between NCERT and 
Teacher Educational Institutes of 
Nigeria, for an International Diploma 
Course in Guidance and Counselling 
through distance/online mode. 

Library and Documentation 

The Division of Library, Documentation 
and Information (DLDI) at the NCERT 
headquarters continued supporting 
research and development activities of 
various constituent units of the NCERT 
at the NIE Campus, New Delhi. Other 
constituents of the NCERT are also 
maintaining libraries at their 
campuses. Over the years, a rich 
collection of books and periodicals in 
the field of education and allied 
disciplines has been created for use of 


scholars, teacher educators, teachers 
and students, etc. The Library remains 
open even on Saturdays and Sundays. 
The Net holdings involving Books and 
Journals as on March 31, 2004 were 
1,36,274. NCERT is implementing the 
plan for automation, collection, library 
service development, staff 
development, management and 
transfening the NCERT Library System 
to a National Resource Centre of 
Education through networking with 
Libraries/ Resource Centres in selected 
educational research and training 
institutes. The second phase of 
computerisation is in progress. Ninety 
per cent of books have been retro 
converted and all new books are being 
entered directly in the database. 
Holding of Journals compiled. Journal 
Articles database is in progress, SDI 
and CAS services are being provided 
from DLDI database, Delnet and 
Internet. 
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Promoting the Use of Hindi 

In order to promote the progressive use 
of Hindi in day-to-day work in the 
constituents of the NCERT, several 
steps have been taken. Hindi 
workshops were organised for Lower 
Division Clerks, Upper Division Clerks, 
and Assistants. The meeting of the 
Official Language Implementation 
Committee of the NCERT was held to 
take stock of the progress of 
implementation of the Official 
Language in the work of the 
constituents of the NCERT. A ‘Hindi 
Fortnight’ was organised from 12 to 26 
September 2003. During this period 
Hindi Noting/ Drafting, Hindi Essay 
Writing, Hindi Translation, Hindi 
Poetry, Hindi Writing (Clerk to Section 
Officer Level and Hindi Writing (for 
Group D) were organised. PSSCIVE, 
CIET and RIEs also observed Hindi 
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Week/ Fortnight and organised several 
competitions and programmes for the 
promotion of Hindi and distributed 
awards to winners. The Hindi Cell 
continued providing assistance in 
translating administrative documents 
of the NCERT and also typing/ 
stenography facilities, wherever 
needed. Position of implementation of 
Official Language was monitored 
through inspection of Department of 
Science and Mathematics, Department 
of Elementary Education, Central 
Institutes of Educational Technology, 
E-l Section, E-1V Section and SC/ST 
Cell. Training in Hindi typing on 
computer has been provided for 24 
employees of NCERT. 

Programme, Planning, Monitoring 
and Evaluation 

Heads of departments/constituents of 
the NCERT continued monitoring the 
implementation of the programmes 
undertaken by their faculty. The 
programmes of constituents were 
also reviewed by the Director/ 
Joint Director, through Planning 
Programming, Monitoring and 
Evaluation Division of NCERT. The 
entire process of planning and 
implementation of programmes of 
various constituents of the NCERT 
continued to be a collaborative venture 
of the NCERT and the states. The 
programmes of NIE Departments were 
processed by their Departmental 
Advisory Boards [DABs) and 
Academic Committee (AC) of NIE, the 
programmes of CIET and PSSCIVE by 
their Institute Advisory Boards (IABs) 
and the programmes of RIEs by their 
Managing Committees (MCs), before 
being considered by Programme 
Advisory Committee (PAC) of the 
NCERT, which finally recommended 
to the Executive Committee for 


approval. NCERT continued submitting 
periodical reports and returns about 
the progress of programmes and 
activities to the MHRD. 

Publications 

The NCERT continued with the 
publication of school textbooks, 
workbooks, supplementary readers, 
teacher guides, exemplar instructional 
material in vocational education, 
research reports/monographs 
and educational journals. During the 
year under report 293 publications 
were brought out. The number of 
issues of journals brought out are as 
follows:

Welfare Activities 

During the year under report 50 
residential quarters of different 
categories (Type I to V) were allotted to 
the staff. The LIC’s Group Saving 
Linked Insurance (GSLI) Scheme 
continued for the NCERT employees. 
Thirty-seven members have been 
granted higher category and 57 new 
entrants provided coverage under the 
Scheme on its Annual Renewal date 
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i.e., 20.01.2004. One hundred thirty- 
four cases of maturity/withdrawal and 
ten cases of death claims have been 
referred to Corporation for final 
settlement. Except few, the payment 
of all the claims have been received 
from the LIC and released to Ex.

NCERT undertakes various activities and 
programmes within the broad framework 
of Universalisation of Elementary Education 
(UEE) with major focus on curriculum 
development, research, training and 
extension. The focal areas are, Early 
Childhood Care and Education (ECCE), 
Non-formal Education (NFE) renamed as 
Education Guarantee Scheme and 
Alternative and Innovative Education 
(EGS&A1E) and Elementary Education. 



Elementary Education 

The NCERT is a nodal organisation to 
advise the Government of India at the 
national level on policies and 
programmes pertaining to elementary 
education in formal and non-formal 
sectors. It undertakes various activities 
and programmes within the broad 
framework of Universalisation of 
Elementaiy Education (UEE) with major 
focus on curriculum development, 
research, training and extension. In 
pursuance of these major goals, the 
NCERT deals with the focal areas 
namely, Early Childhood Care and 
Education (ECCE), Non-formal 
Education (NFE) renamed as Education 
Guarantee Scheme and Alternative 
and Innovative Education (EGS&AIE) 
and Elementary Education. In addition 
to these, the NCERT also acts as the 
nodal agency for the implementation 
of Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan (SSA), the 
national programme for universalisation 
of elementary education. 

RESEARCH 

Case Studies of Innovations in Early 
Childhood Care and Education 

Three case studies were undertaken 
in the area of Early Childhood Care 
and Education to document and 
disseminate the good practices to 
other regions/areas for bringing out 
innovations in the area of ECCE for 
meeting the developmental and 
learning needs of young children. The 
case studies were carried out after 
identifying three NGOs namely, Bal 
Niketan Sangh, Indore; Balshala Model 
of DPEP, Lucknow; Bodh Shiksha 
Samiti, Jaipur. The elements of 
innovations in the selected institutions 
were assessed on the basis of a set of 
parameters consisting of curriculum, 
classroom organisation, teacher 


training, monitoring and evaluation, 
children’s assessment techniques, 
community participation and pattern of 
finance. Tire report of the same has been 
prepared and disseminated to the States. 

Evaluation of NCERT Instructional 
Materials for Primary Stage 

The new instructional material meant 
for the primary stage of education 
based on the new National Curriculum 
Framework for School Education-2000 
are being evaluated as part of a mega 
programme of the NCERT. Tools were 
developed, both for rational and 
empirical evaluation. Under rational 
evaluation, each book was evaluated 
by two experts independently and a 
revised manuscript based on their 
reports was prepared for bringing out 
the reprints of the books developed for 
use in the academic year 2004-05. 
Each book was also evaluated by 50 
teachers in 50 schools located in 
various parts of the country under 
the empirical evaluation. The data 
collected has been analysed. The report 
(subject-wise) of rational evaluation 
has been brought out. 

Study on the Role and Functions of 
Sub-District Functionaries In 
Promoting Quality of Education at 
the Upper Primary Stage 

This study was earned out with the 
objective of assessing the perception of 
teachers and sub-district functionaries 
(SDFs) about the quality education and 
the factors contributing to achieving 
quality improvement at the upper 
primary stage of education. The present 
and future roles and functions of SDFs 
in improving the quality at upper 
primary stage under SSA was also 
assessed. Data was collected from five 
districts namely, Osmanabad, 
Vishakhapatnam, Gaya, Alwar and 
Jaintia Hills, each selected from five 



different States. The final sample of the 
study comprised of 18 blocks/ 
mandals, 34 block functionaries, 63 
cluster resource centres, 63 cluster 
staff, 160 upper primary schools/ 
sections and 461 upper primary 
teachers including head teachers/ 
incharge HMs. The major findings of 
the study indicate — lack of clarity 
regarding the goals of SSA and 
divergent views about quality. Factors 
such as infrastructural facilities, 
capacity building and onsite school 
based support emerge as important in 
improving quality. Major problems 
indicated were - lack of infrastructural 
facilities, Teaching-Learning Material 
(TLM) and lack of subject teachers, 
irregular attendance of children, lack 
of training, low levels of subject mastery 
and non-cooperation of parents. The 
role of in-service training was found to 
be crucial in addressing the issues 
related to quality of education at upper 
primary stage. In this regard, the role 
of district and sub-district level 
institutions was viewed to be of great 
significance. Recommendations in 
terms of action points to be taken by 
functionaries at different levels have 
been highlighted. The report of the 
study has been prepared in xeroxed 
form. 

Study on the Role of Community in 
the Context of UEE 

In order to identify the themes for the 
National meet on the Role of 
Community in the context of 
Univprsalisation of Elementary 
Education, it was proposed to 
document some practices of community 
participation in different institutions. 
Accordingly, documentation of 
community participation practices was 
carried out in nine institutions across 
the country. The names of the 
institutions are: Banwasi Seva Ashram, 


U.P, M.V. Foundation (Hyderabad), 
Ramakrishna Mission (Cherrapunjee), 
Samanvaya Ashram, Bihar, Vigyan 
Ashram (Pabal), Montfort Home, 
Shillong, G.B.T.C. College, Veddchhi, 
Friends of Tribal Society, Gumla and 
Shri Vadilal S. Gandhi Charitable Trust, 
Kapadwanj Taluka, District Kheda. The 
study broadly indicates that the process 
of involving the community varies 
across organisations. The nature of 
involvement keeps evolving overtime. 
The final draft of the document on the 
role of the community in the context of 
UEE has been prepared. 

Study of ‘Consultation Mechanism 
for School Education in Rajasthan' 

Keeping in view the importance of 
consultation for success of any policy 
and initiative, a need was felt to study 
the existing pattern of consultation 
that takes place between state level 
agencies, resource institutions, 
departments and their stakeholders. 
A study of consultation mechanisms 
in five states namely, Karnataka, 
Maharashtra, Mizoram, Rajasthan 
and West Bengal was undertaken by 
the NCERT. The report of the study of 
consultation mechanisms in 
Raj asthan State has been brought out. 

Case Studies of Gurukunj Ashram 
with Reference to Effectiveness of 
the Programme in Facilitating 
National Awakening and National 
Integration 

This study was conducted in three 
schools namely, Shri Gurudeva Vidya 
Mandir, Gurukunj, Maharashtra, 
Rashtrasant Tukdoji’s Ashram School, 
Shendola, Khurd and Rashtrasant 
Tukdoji Ashram School, Bhokarburdi. 
The study aimed at assessing the 
effectiveness of school programmes in 
inculcating human, spiritual and 
national values and related strategies. 




materials and practices used to realise 
the objectives, The study indicates that 
the Gurukunj Ashram schools respect 
equality of all the faiths/religions and 
inculcates the spirit of secularism 
embodied in the Constitution of India. 
It was suggested that values of 
discipline, honesty, punctuality, 
dignity of honour and those promoting 
national integration practices in these 
schools need to be adopted and 
focused in other schools. The report is 
ready. 

An Exploratory Study of Learning 
and Developmental Needs of Less 
Privileged Children 

The study was conducted to identify 
needs of children from different states 
who had come together in the Bal 
Sangam from 9 to 15 November, 2002. 
It covered 15 NGOs working in the 
area of education for street and 
working children. Fifty children along 
with 15 teachers and 15 programme 
coordinators were interviewed. The 
objectives of the study were : (i) to find 
out the type of activities and 
programmes being implemented to 
impart education to street and 
working children, (ii) to identify and 
assess the appropriateness of 
activities for children, and (iii) to 
assess the nature of skill development 
provided to the children. It was found 
that the programme mainly focuses on 
mainstreaming children and teaching 
of 3Rs. One of the features of the 
programme for the children was basic 
computer literacy. All children wanted 
vocational skills which would support 
them and their families. It was noted 
that all children wanted to be either 
teachers or policemen or doctors 
or even IAS officers. The report of the 
study is ready. 


Assessment of Project Proposals 
under the Centrally Sponsored 
Scheme for Assistance of Experi¬ 
mental and Innovative Programme 
for Education at the Elementary 
Stage including EGS & AIE 

Nearly 49 project proposals received 
from the MHRD under the scheme were 
screened and assessed by a committee 
constituted for the purpose. Field visits 
were also conducted in certain cases 
before sending the recommendations to 
the MHRD. Under this programme, a 
National workshop on sharing 
experiences of NGOs was organised 
from 29 to 31 March, 2004 at Kolkata. 
Five groups were formed to chalk out 
strategies for promoting innovativeness 
and disseminating them. These groups 
were — (i) Disability, (ii) Community 
mobilisation, (iii) Mainstreaming, 

(iv) Strategies for urban child, and 

(v) SC/ST children. A report of the 
Seminar has been prepared. 

DEVELOPMENT 

Theory and Practices in ECCE: A 
Curriculum Guide for Pre-School 
Education 

A book on Pre-school education is 
being prepared for functionaries in 
the area of ECCE. Twelve chapters 
have been identified. These include : 
Introduction; The Indian child; 
Understanding young children; The 
ECE programme; Early initiatives in 
ECE, Concepts, goals and objectives 
of ECE Programme, Minimum 
specifications for ECE Programme, 
Monitoring and evaluation; Develop¬ 
mental assessment of children; 
Role of parents and community; 
Linkages between Pre-Primary and 
Primary; and Pioneers in Pre-School 
Education. The first draft of all the 
chapters have been prepared and 



reviewed. The final draft of 
manuscript is under preparation. 

Trainers’ Handbook in ECCE 

A handbook for trainers in the area of 
ECCE was developed and finalised in 
two review workshops. The Handbook 
addresses the needs of trainers in 
planning and conducting training 
in ECCE and lays emphasis on 
discus sion-cum-demonstration, 
hands-on-experiences, internship in 
anganwadis or pre-school centres, 
simulations and use of modern 
technologies and planning activities 
based on the needs of children in 
areas of cognitive, social, personal, 
emotional, language, physical and 
motor development. The handbook 
also focuses on play way, activity 
based and joyful learning approaches 
at pre-primary and early primary 
stage. The manuscript is ready 
for publication. 

Development of National 
Documentation Unit: Resource 
Centre in Elementary Education 

Resource material and other support 
material in the area of ECCE and 
elementary education related to 
curricular areas, instructional 
material, research, etc. have been 
collected and compiled. Scientific 
classification of titles collected 
have been completed for both print 
and non-print materials. Identification 
of keywords and allotment of accession 
number to each document is being 
done. Out of 5,000 documents 
collected so far, scientific classification 
of all and assigning accession number 
to 3,500 titles have been accomplished. 
The database has been created using 
LIBSYS software. The development of 
resource centre is an on-going 
programme. 


Instructional Materials for Primary 
Classes 

The textbooks/workbooks developed 
and finalised in workshops and 
printed include— the revised versions 
of Bal Bharati Bhag V and Abhyas 
Pustika Bal Bharati Bhag V; Learning 
English Textbook Class V and Learning 
English Workbook Class V; Textbook- 
Cum-Activity Book in Environmental 
Studies for Class V titled ‘Lets Look 
Around and Learn' and ‘Delchain 
Karein aur Seekhain’\ and Hindi and 
English versions of Mathematics 
Textbooks titled ‘Aao Ganit Seekhain 
Class V" and ‘ Lets Learn Mathematics 
Class V. 



Training Manual for Instructors/ 
Educational Volunteers (EVs) 

A training manual for instructors/ 
educational volunteers of Education 
Guarantee Scheme and Alternative 
and Innovative Education 
(EGS&AIE) at Primary Stage was 
developed and finalised in four 
workshops organised from 19 to 25 
May, 2003, 13 to 18 October, 2003, 
15 to 19 December, 2003 and 8 to 
12 March, 2004. The manuscript is 
ready for printing. 

Training Package on New Concerns 
of Teaching Learning of Mathematics 
at Upper Primary Level and Training 
of KRPs of Himachal Pradesh and 
Uttaranchal 

The National Curriculum Framework 
2000 emphasised the importance of 
thinking, reasoning and analysis in 
the teaching of mathematics. Keeping 
this in view, a training package has 
been prepared which will help the 
child in undergoing these mental 
processes starting from 'seeing the 
relationship’ to ‘analysis'. The 
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training package consists of three 
sections: 

Section I Problem solving methods in 
mathematics 

Section II Competence based teaching 
of Mathematics through 
activities 

Section III Instructional aids in 
Mathematics, 

Training has been provided to Key 
Resource Persons (KRPs) through 
selected topics and activities covering 
the entire spectrum of mathematics at 
upper primary level, highlighting the 
processes and skills of mathematics. 
Special emphasis was laid on how 
problem solving skills and competency 
based teaching promote divergent 
thinking and make the teaching of 
mathematics interesting and effective. 

Exemplar Teacher Training Materials 
on Activity Based Teaching Learning 
at Primary Level and Training of 
KRPs of the State of Uttaranchal and 
UT of Chandigarh 

The training package ‘Samadhan’ 
developed by Uttaranchal was modified 
and enriched in a workshop. Modules 
related to Hindi, Mathematics and 
Environmental Studies 
(Science and Social Science) 
were modified in terms of 
their language and 

presentation of content. 

Number of Evaluation 
questions were also 
increased. The modified 
package was used in a 
teacher-training programme 
organised at Chandigarh 
from 9 to 13 Feb., 2004. 

Instructional Materials in 
Motivational Strategies 

To check the dropout among 
tribal girl students at upper 


primary level for the states of 
Rajasthan, Himachal Pradesh and 
Uttaranchal, instructional materials in 
motivational strategies were developed 
and tried out, 

Inspite of the provision of various 
incentives and availability of school 
education facilities for tribal 
communities, school education has not 
succeeded in attracting tribal society. 
Attempts have also been made to 
identify the causes of leaving schools 
at upper primary level by girls in a 
tribal region and ways to solve the 
problem. Special emphasis has been 
made on making teaching interesting 
and activity based. 

TRAINING AND EXTENSION 

Orientation of the State Level Key 
Functionaries in the area of ECCE 

Two orientation programmes for the 
key functionaries of States were 
organised in the area of ECCE. The first 
programme was organised at 
Changlang from 16 to 23 September, 
2003 in collaboration with SIE, 
Changlang, Axunachal Pradesh, There 
were 22 participants from four North 
Eastern States, i.e,, Arunachal

Pradesh, Nagaland, Assam and 
Mizoram. Two Ministers of the 
Government of Arunachal Pradesh 
graced the occasion during Inaugural 
Session. The Hon’ble Minister of 
Cooperation and Library, Shri 
Thanghap Taiju, inaugurated the 
programme and Shri P.K, Himhun, 
Hon’ble Minister of Mines, Govt, of 
Arunachal Pradesh was the guest of 
honour during inaugural session. The 
second programme was organised at 
New Delhi from 3 to 16 February, 2004. 
There were 22 participants from the 
States of Uttar Pradesh, Chhattisgarh, 
Kerala, Tripura, Punjab, Daman & Diu, 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands, 
Chandigarh and Jammu & Kashmir. 
Both the above training programmes 
were organised to build the capacity 
of the States and prepare a cadre of 
resource persons in the area of ECCE. 

Orientation of DIET Faculty of 
Punjab State on Teaching Learning 
Strategies 

To create adequate mastery over the 
basic tools of learning, develop child’s 
personality, prepare children for good 
citizenship and inculcate in them a 
sense of dignity of Labour at primary 
level, a teacher has to be necessarily 
empowered with skills and 
competencies, necessary for 
developing cognitive, affective and 
psychomotor domains. If teachers 
acquire essential skills, they will be 
empowered to perform multiple tasks 
in the classroom. Hence, 29 members 
of DIET faculty of Punjab State have 
been oriented on teaching learning 
strategies at primary level covering 
topics like child-centered approach, 
learner’s characteristics, and action 
research from 10 to 14 November, 
2003 at Mohali (Punjab). Participants 
were asked to prepare projects on 
it. Different strategies to teach

Environmental Studies (EVS), English 
and Mathematics were also discussed, 
Different techniques of evaluation 
in EVS and in using a dictionary 
created maximum interest among 
participants. 



Training of DIET Faculty on 
Multigrade Teaching Learning 

The programme was organised from 6 
to 10 November, 2003 atSCERT, Solan 
using participative and interactive 
modalities. Presentation-cum-discussion 
through workshop mode involving 
group work was adopted to achieve the 
objectives. Subjects and topics 
discussed during the five days training 
include Language aspects (Hindi and 
English) covering alphabets, knowledge 
of weekdays, knowledge of the 
months of the year, names of fruits 
and vegetables, colours of national 
flag, reading of time in the clocks 
and matching cards, etc and 
Environmental Studies. 

Training Programmes for Key 
Resource Persons/Teacher Educators 

• With the request from the Govt, 
of West Bengal, a training 
programme in Skills and 
Strategies for Effective Teaching 
of Science for Teacher educators 
at elementary level was organised 
from 9 to 13 February, 2004 at 
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RIE, Bhubaneswar. Training on 
skills and competencies of 
teaching science was imparted on 
the basis of training materials 
developed at RIE, Bhubaneswar 
by the experts. 

® A five-day training programme 
from 17 to 21 November, 2003 was 
organised at the State Institute of 
Education, Gangtok and thirty- 
three Key Resource Persons were 
trained on the use of different 
teaching-learning strategies in 
Mathematics at the elementary 
level, so as to promote growth and 
development of logical thinking 
among students, 

• To make teaching of Environmental 
Studies effective and learning 
joyful, a training programme was 
organised at NERIE, Shillong 
from 1 to 5 September, 2003 with 
37 resource persons. Besides 
training on different approaches 
to teach Environmental Studies 
at primary stage, the resource 
persons were also made aware 
of using local resources in 
classroom transaction. 

• The Training of KRPs in Content- 
cum-Methodology of Teaching 
Urdu at Upper Primary Level for 
the States of Rajasthan and J&K 
programme was organised from 13 
to 17 October, 2003 at Ajmer, 
specially for the teachers who 
teach Urdu at elementary stage 
and do not have proper skills for 
qualitative teaching of Urdu 
language. Ten KRPs participated 
in the programme. The main 
objective of the training programme 
was to develop the ability to teach 
language skills effectively. 

The discussions and deliberations 
made in this programme will help 
KRPs substantially in formulating 


and organising the training 
programmes for the field teachers 
of the states, 

. Asa request programme from the 
Govt, of Orissa, through a five- 
day training programme from 8 
to 12 March, 2004, 18 Key 
Resource Persons were trained at 
RIE, Bhubaneswar on content 
and methodology of teaching 
English with emphasis on 
activity-based teaching at 
elementary level. 

Realising the importance of 
teaching English at Upper Primary 
Stage, as a component of 3- 
language formula, a five-day 
training programme from 15 to 19 
December, 2003 was organised at 
SCERT, Assam, Guwahati and 
eighteen KRPs were trained on 
different methods and techniques 
of teaching English. 

• Twenty-three teacher educators 
were trained in content-cum- 
methodology of teaching English at 
elementary level for the state of 
Punjab, J&K and UT of Chandigarh 
from 15 to 19 December, 2003 at 
Ajmer with special emphasis on 
LSRW skills. The participants were 
also helped in preparing additional 
material, keeping in view their 
syllabus and textbooks. 

• Training of teacher educators in 
content-cum-methodology of 
teaching English at primary level 
for the states of Haryana and 
Rajasthan was organised from 8 
to 12 December, 2003 at Ajmer. 
The training equipped the learners 
with basic communication skills 
through activity method. Efforts 
were made to enrich KRPs 
knowledge of English grammar, 
spoken English and written 
expression. Twenty-three teacher 


educators participated in the 
programme. 

® Twenty-eight Key Resource 
Persons methodology of teaching 
English at Upper Primary level 
with reference to newly developed 
textbooks/poetry teaching from 5 
to 9 January, 2004 at Ajmer. The 
programme aimed to enable 
teachers to teach poetry in such a 
way that students are able to 
appreciate it; update teachers' 
knowledge of English grammar 
and phonetics; and acquaint them 
with recent methods of teaching. 

® In order to strengthen and 
improve Health and Physical 
education in elementary schools 
of North-Eastern states, a five-day 
training programme was organised 
from 22 to 26 March, 2004 at 
NERIE, Shillong for 21 KRPs. 
Besides theory and practical 
aspects, the resource persons 
were trained on specific skills and 
strategies for curricular 
transaction of Art of Healthy and 
Productive Living. 

• An eight-day training programme 
on Organisation of Activities for 
Art of Healthy and Productive 
Living at Elementary Stage for 
DIET faculty from Tamil Nadu and 
Pondicherry was organised from 
6 to 13 January, 2004 at Mysore 
involving 27 faculty. The faculty 
was trained to carry out school 
activities that promote healthy 
and productive living within the 
regular school programme and 
within a specific time-schedule. 
Handouts on selected activities 
were also prepared during the 
programme for utilisation by the 
trained faculty. 

• Health and physical education 
forms an important component of 


the holistic approach to education. 
Realising the State needs, 25 KRPs 
from West Bengal were oriented in 
a five-day programme, from 15 to 
19 March, 2004 on the theoretical 
and practical aspects of health 
and physical education activities 
besides development of necessary 
skills. 

a Twenty-two Key Resource Persons 
of North-Eastern States were 
trained on various dimensions of 
continuous-comprehensive 
evaluation, tool development and 
use of evaluation results in 
promoting pupil’s progress at 
the primaiy stage in a five-day 
programme from 8 to 12 March, 
2004 organised at NERIE, 
Shillong. 

• Afour-day Training programme on 
Evaluation Practices in Primary 
Schools was conducted at Mysore 
from 9 to 12 February, 2004 
involving 27 DIET faculty from 
Andhra Pradesh. The programme 
focused on revising the training 
modules on evaluation practices 
theme-wise and training the DIET 
faculty in using this revised 
package. The materials on 
evaluation will be disseminated to 
all the states in the southern 
region for use by the Teacher 
Educators/Key Resource Persons 
in training primary school 
teachers. 

® A training programme was 
organised at RLE, Bhubaneswar 
for 24 Key Resource Persons from 
Orissa from 29 December, 2003 
to 2 January, 2004. Different 
activities pertaining to continuous 
and comprehensive evaluation 
and grading at Primaiy stage were 
organised during the training 
programme. 
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Orientation Programme for Teachers 
and Teacher Educators on use of 
Teaching Learning Material 

The Programme was organised from 26 
to 30 December, 2003. Thirty-six 
participants from four RIEs were 
orientated in the use of new 
instructional material developed 
during 1999-2003. The programme 
laid emphasis on the use of teaching 
learning material in enhancing learning 
levels of children. The package of 
orientation consisted of National 
Curriculum Workshop for School 
Education: Issues and Concerns for 
Primary Education, teaching of mother 
tongue (Hindi), English teaching at 
primary stage, making Mathematics 
learning interesting, teaching-learning 
of environmental studies and the 


AHPL. A brief report has been 
prepared. 

Promoting Experiential Value 
Education among Children 

This programme attempts to bring 
about national integration, living 
together and understanding each 
other’s way of life through participation 
of children from different states. A 
brochure titled Bachcho main Shiksha 
Ke Anubhavatmak Mulyon Ka Vikas: 
Miljul Kar Jeena Seekhain has been 
published. Five Interstate Camps for 
teachers and teacher educators were 
organised at Pune (Maharashtra), Idar 
(Gujarat), Mohali (Punjab), Raipur 
(Chhattisgarh) and Thiruvanthapuram 
(Kerala). Four community singing 
camps for teachers and teacher 
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interstate camp for children and teachers at Shlvalik Public School, Mohali.

educators were organised at Bhinital

community singing programme was 
organised at Dehradun (Uttaranchal). 

Dissemination of ECCE Material 

The NCERT has been disseminating 
the kit of ECCE material to various 
organisations, both government and 
non-government. Nearly 100 kits were 
disseminated to various organisations. 
The kit include prototype and unpriced 
material developed for children, 
parents, teachers and teacher 
educators in the area of ECCE. 

Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan (SSA) 

The NCERT is a nodal agency for 
implementing the national programme 
for Universalisation of Elementary 
Education and improving its quality 
under SSA. The NCERT was actively 
involved in assisting states in appraisal 
of their annual plans and budget 
through visits of faculty members to 
the respective states. The NCERT 
faculty participated in Regional Review 
Meetings organised by the MHRD 
during January-March 2004 to 
monitor the implementation of SSA in 
states and acted as the resource group 
for the states for implementing the SSA 
programme and activities under 
different areas of Annual Plan of Action 
of states/districts. During 2003-04, 
NCERT developed a set of 15 
'Monitoring Formats for Quality 
Dimensions of Elementary Education 
under SSA' through five regional 
workshops. These include three 
formats for school/village level, three 
for cluster level, three for BRC level, 
three for district level, two for state level 
and one for national level. After 
finalisation, copies of the formats for 
monitoring the quality dimensions 


of elementary education were 
disseminated to States for initiating 
work on monitoring and supervision 
in the States. For Capacity building of 
States in the Use of Formats for 
Monitoring the Quality Dimensions of 
Elementary Education, a two-day 
orientation programme was organised 
for orienting the state level teams from 
seven states of the northern zone. 
Various dimensions covered in the 
tools include: children’s attendance, 
community participation, teacher and 
teacher preparation, curriculum and 
TLM, classroom practices and 
processes and learners’ evaluation. 

A document titled Modules on 
Quality Dimensions of Elementary 
Education under SSA has been 
published; The document includes ten 
modules on various dimensions of 
quality of elementary education. These 
are — (i) Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan : An 
Overview, (ii) Understanding Quality of 
Elementary Education, (iii) Planning 
for Quality Elementary Education, 
(iv) Learning Environment, (v) Curriculum 
and Teaching Learning Material, (vi) 
Classroom Processes, (vii) Teacher 
Development and Quality Elementary 
Education, (viii) Monitoring, Supervision 
and Evaluation, (ix) Research Activities 
for Quality Improvement, and 
(x) Community Involvement and 
Management of Quality Education. 
These modules aim at providing 
relevant and useful information on 
various issues of quality education at 
the elementary stage as envisaged 
under SSA. 

Training in Construction of Compe¬ 
tency Based Criterion - Referenced 
Tests in Different Subjects of 
Primary School Curriculum 

A five-day Training programme was 
conducted at Sri Padmavathi Mahila 
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Visvavidhaylaya, Tirupati, A.P. from 13 
to 17 October, 2003 involving 19 DIET 
Lecturers from Andhra Pradesh to 
make them understand the meaning, 
characteristics and scope of criterion' 
referenced testing in assessing 
cognitive competencies in different 
scholastic areas of primary 
education; the procedures/methods 
followed in the development and 
validation of criterion-referenced 
tests; and to construct and validate 
the criterion-referenced tests. A 
three-day programme was conducted 
at Mysore from 12 to 14 February, 
2004 for revising and translating 
the tests. The Tests developed 
and validated will be used as 
exemplar materials in the pre-service 
and in-service programmes of RIEM 
and DIETs. These tests will 
also be used at primary level of 
Demonstration School.

Education of Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and Minorities 

National Curriculum Framework for School 

i 

Education —2000, taking into account the 
multi-culturalism, multi-lingualism and 
pluralistic nature of Indian society affirmed 
the need of culture specific pedagogy. It 
has emphasised on responding to the 
specific educational needs of learners from 
different sections of the society with special 
emphasis on the scheduled castes, the 
scheduled tribes and other socially and 
economically disadvantaged groups. 


Education of Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
and Minorities 

National Curriculum Framework for 
School Education (NCFSE) -2000 has 
emphasised on responding to specific 
educational needs of learners from 
different sections of the society with 
special emphasis on the scheduled 
castes, the scheduled tribes and 
other socially and economically 
disadvantaged groups. The framework 
taking into account the multi- 
culturalism, multi-lingualism and 
pluralistic nature of Indian society 
affirmed the need of culture specific 
pedagogy. Contextualisation of 
education is to be addressed through 
specifically devised methodology and 
providing education to all children in 
a common classroom with a view to 
ensure development of a cohesive 
society. 

Keeping in view the directives of 
National Policy on Education (1986), 
Programme of Action (1992), National 
Curriculum Framework for School 
Education (2000) and recommen¬ 
dations of the Working Group on 
Education of Disadvantaged Sections 
(2002) of tenth Five Year Plan, the 
NCERT focused on the priority areas 
namely identifying approaches and 
strategies adopted for promoting 
education among socially disadvan¬ 
taged sections and suggesting ways 
and means of effective interventions in 
terms of quality education for these 
groups; identifying the reasons of inter- 
district disparities in literacy of 
scheduled castes students and 
suggesting academic interventions for 
removing these disparities; 
determining pedagogy for tribal 
education and identifying issues and 
perspectives; policy perspectives, 


issues and concerns for education of 
minorities; and orienting teachers and 
teacher educators of North-Eastern 
States on preparation and use of local 
specific teaching-learning materials 
and aids for making learning joyful. 

RESEARCH 

A Study of Approaches and 
Strategies for Educating Children 
from Socially Disadvantaged 
Groups 

The study aims to compile the 
approaches and strategies adopted by 
various voluntary organisations for 
promoting education among the 
children of socially disadvantaged 
sections of the society and then 
cull-out effective interventions for 
providing quality education to them. 
Three sets of tools were prepared for 
collecting data regarding the 
strategies used by various voluntary 
organisations for promoting education 
among the children of socially 
disadvantaged groups. The data has 
been collected from seven out of 
proposed sample of ten organisations 
in different states. The data will be 
analysed after it has been collected 
from rest of the three organisations 
during 2004-05. The report prepared 
shall be sent to State Governments for 
their utilisation in formulating policies 
and plans for promoting education 
among the children of socially 
disadvantaged groups. 

A Survey of Problems Related to 
Education of Scheduled Castes 
Children in Himachal Pradesh and 
Strategies for their Solutions 

The study focuses on identification of 
problems related to education of 
children belonging to Scheduled 
Castes in Himachal Pradesh. It aims 
at identifying the reasons for 
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inter-district disparities among 
Scheduled Castes Children, to identify 
the gap areas and develop suitable 
strategies, measures for providing 
quality education to them. Six tools 
were prepared and tried out in the 
sampled area schools and finalised in 
a two-day workshop. Data were 
collected from Solan, Sirmour and 
Mandi districts in Himachal Pradesh. 
Data processing and analysis is in 
progress. 

An Investigation has also been 
carried out into the problems 
Associated with the Enrolment, 
Retention and Achievement of Soliga 
Tribal Children of Mysore District, 
Karnataka. 

DEVELOPMENT 

Development of Video Cassettes on 
JoyM-Learnlng Activities in EVS for 
Primary School Children in Tribal 
Dominated Areas 

Tribal culture provides varieties of 
activities, which are meaningful 
sources for joyful learning. Video 
scripts on various themes for joyful 
learning activities in EVS were 
prepared in a workshop and those are 
being finalised for video recording. 

Instructional Materials in 
Motivational Strategies 

To check the dropouts among tribal girl 
students at upper primary 
level for the states of Rajasthan, 
Himachal Pradesh and Uttaranchal 
instructional materials in motivational 
strategies have been developed and 
tried out. Inspite of the provision of 
various incentives and availability of 
school education facilities for tribal 
communities, school education has not 
succeeded in attracting the tribal 
society. Attempts have been made to 
identify the causes of dropouts of 


schools at upper primary level by girls 
in a tribal region, Suggestions to solve 
some of the problems have also been 
offered. Besides, some relevant 
instructional materials for evolving 
motivational strategies to check 
dropout among them have also been 
developed at the upper primary level 
for the states of Rajasthan, Himachal 
Pradesh and Uttaranchal. Special 
emphasis has been laid on making 
teaching interesting and activity based. 

Policy Perspectives on Education of 
Minorities in India — A Status 
Document 

Education of minorities is a vital 
component of the overall strategies of 
securing equity and social justice in 
the society. Some minorities are 
socially and educationally backward. 
Emphasis has been put on responding 
to the specific educational needs of 
learners from different socially and 
economically disadvantaged groups of 
the society. Thus, to make teachers 
and teacher educators conversant/ 
familiar with schemes, programmes 
and perspectives on education of 
minorities in India, a document titled 
‘‘Policy, Perspectives on Education of 
Minorities in India" was prepared. The 
document contains information on 
educational rights of minorities, 
recommendations of Committees/ 
Commissions and Working Groups 
and an analysis of existing 
programmes and schemes for 
education of minorities. 

TRAINING AND EXTENSION 

Training (for TTI/DIET Faculty on 
Monitoring of Learning Achievement) 

A three-day training programme was 
organised at Mysore from 24 to 26 
February, 2004 to create awareness 
among the DIET/TTI faculty about 




the need for monitoring of learning 
in tribal schools and building 
capacity among the faculty to train 
Heads of schools, Mandal Resource 
Coordinators on monitoring of 
learning involving 20 faculty members 
from Andhra Pradesh. The training 
materials will be disseminated to other 
educational functionaries for effective 
monitoring. 

Orientation programme for State 
KRPs in Effective Transaction of 
Curriculum 

A need based five-day orientation 
programme for state KRPs was 
conducted in March 23-27, 2004 at 
Arunachal University, Itanagar, 
Arunachal Pradesh. The purpose was 
to impart training, in effective 
transaction of curriculum to children 
of socially disadvantaged groups of 
North-Eastern States. The programme 
emphasised on the knowhow and use 
of teaching-learning aids from locally 
available material. Thirty-one teacher 
educators from DIETs, SCERTs/ SIEs 


and officers of SSA functionaries 
from Assam, Meghalaya, Manipur, 
Nagaland and Arunachal Pradesh 
attended the programme. Report of this 
programme is under preparation. 

Orientation of Teachers of Orissa 

An orientation programme for teachers 
of Tribal primary schools run by the 
government of Orissa was organised 
from 22 to 29 October, 2003 at RIE, 
Bhubaneswar. Forty-two teachers 
attended the programme and were 
trained on content, pedagogy and 
school management. 

National Seminar on Tribal 
Pedagogy 

A two-day National Seminar on 
Pedagogy for Tribal Education was 
organised in February 9-10, 2004 with 
an objective to share successful 
approaches adopted for teaching 
children from tribal areas and also 
discuss issues related with tribal 
education in the existing cultural 
perspective of children.

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The participants of the programme 
included teacher educators, teachers 
and researchers from Tribal 
Research Institutes (TRIs), University 
departments, voluntary organisations 
and international agencies who 
presented papers on the different 
issues related with pedagogy of tribal 
education viz., language and pedagogy, 
contextualisation of textbooks, context 
and supplementary learning material, 
contextualising curricular transaction, 
innovations and experiments, 
innovations in education of tribal 
children, and school community 
partnership were discussed. The issues 
raised by different presenters were 
discussed in the context of medium of 
instruction and mother tongue 
education, curriculum and classroom 
transactional strategies and linking 
education to tribal culture. 

The recommendations of the seminar 
will be taken into consideration while 
developing teacher training materials 
and conducting training programmes for 
teachers from tribal areas. 

Training of Post-Graduate Teachers 
of Tribal Schools 

Under the special drive programme and 
at the request of the Tribal Welfare 
Department (TWD), Madhya Pradesh, 
a six-day in-service training 
programme of the PGTs of the Tribal 
Schools of M.P. was organised. These 
PGTs were drawn from specific 
disciplines, viz., Biology, Chemistry, 
Mathematics, Physics, and English. In 
all, 149 teachers were trained in this 
programme. The programme was 
financed by TWD with academic 
support from NCERT faculty. 

National Seminar on Education of 
Minorities 

With a view to discuss various issues 
and concerns related with education 


of minorities, a two-day National 
Seminar on Education of Minorities 
was organised in March 11-12, 2004. 
The seminar focused on sharing of 
successful strategies and experiences 
of researchers and educationists on 
education of minorities. The issues 
requiring special attention in this 
context, were identified such as 
access to education, quality issues, 
organisation of need-based vocational 
training programmes, identification of 
special requirements of education of 
minority children, community 
involvement and participation, 
convergence with minorities’ 
institutions under Sarva Shiksha 
Abhiyan, need for updating data base 
on literacy status of minorities, 
medium of instruction and functioning 
of minority education institutions, 
relevance of curriculum and 
instructional materials, language 
issues, school climate, teacher-pupil 
and school-community relationship, 
behavioural issues and need to study 
adjustment problems of minority 
students.

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Education of Children 
with Special Needs 

NCERT has recommended inclusive 
schools for all, including pupils with 
Special Educational Needs (SEN) as a way 
to provide quality education to all learners. 


Education of Children with 
Special Needs 

To achieve the national target of 
Education for All, the National 
Curriculum Framework for School 
Education (2000), has recommended 
inclusive schools for all including 
pupils with Special Educational Needs 
(SEN) as a way to provide quality 
education to all learners. It also 
emphasised on responding to specific 
educational needs of learners from 
different sections of the society 
including children with special 
needs, It emphasised on identifying 
appropriate instructional objectives, 
content, materials, teaching 
methods and evaluation procedures 
for improved teaching-learning 
experiences. Therefore, the NCERT is 
working towards strengthening of 
inclusive education through research 
projects, material development and 
organisation of training and 
extension activities so that quality 
and need based education to children 
with special needs can be ensured. 
All these activities were focused on 
all round development of children 
with special needs as per policy 
directives. 

RESEARCH 

Emerging Shape of Inclusive 
Classrooms at Pre-primary and 
Primary Levels: A Study 

The study aims at determining the 
extent of inclusion, identification and 
assessment procedures of students 
with special educational needs, the 
support system available for their 
inclusion, attitudinal factors affecting 
inclusion process, management 
strategies applied by teachers to 
handle individual differences and the 
required systemic changes for effective 


inclusion at pre-primaiy and primary 
levels. Four questionnaires and eight 
observation schedules have been 
developed and tried out in a few 
schools in Delhi. The preliminary 
information from different schools was 
collected by post and later intensive 
classroom and school-based data have 
been collected from the selected 
schools where at least five SEN 
students were included in common 
classrooms. So far 245 SEN students 
have been studied with reference to 
their inclusion in common classrooms 
of 43 schools in fourteen states. The 
data collection from the rest of the 
states is in progress. 

A Study of Programmes and 
Practices for Education of Children 
with Special Educational Needs in 
different States 

The major objective of the study was 
to carry out a thorough review of the 
existing provisions and practices for 
implementation of special needs 
education in different states. The data 
so collected is to be analysed in relation 
to the targets and goals set in terms of 
the policies and the external guidelines 
established by researches on special 
needs education. Also, it has been 
visualised that the analysis of the data 
from different states may help in 
culling out the most effective practices 
in the field of special needs education 
and suggest the future areas of 
research. 

Effectiveness of Innovative 
Teaching Strategies for Promoting 
Inclusive Schooling: An Evaluative 
Study 

The present experimental study aims 
to identify successful teaching 
strategies to address individual needs 
of all children in a classroom and to 
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bring out a handbook to acquaint 
teacher educators/teachers with the 
new approach of Special Needs 
Education. A total number of 52 
schools selected from nine States viz. 
Rajasthan, Maharashtra, Uttaranchal, 
Uttar Pradesh, Goa, Himachal 
Pradesh, Orissa, Mizoram and Delhi 
constituted the sample of the study. 
The state level functionaries were 
oriented about the teaching-learning 
strategies viz. peer tutoring, child to 
child approach and cooperative 
learning and also in performing their 
role in implementation of the project. 
The study has two groups — one 
experimental group and the other 
control group. The effectiveness of 
innovative teaching strategies is being 
studied by comparing the entry 
behaviour with pre- and post¬ 
behaviour of children in terms of 
achievements in different subjects and 
other components like regular 
attendance, helping other children, 
working cooperatively in curricular and 


co-curricular activities. The outcome 
of the project would be in the form of a 
handbook, which could be used by 
teachers as help material for teaching 
in an inclusive classroom. 

Emerging Shape of Inclusive 
Classroom at Upper Primary Level: 
A Study 

In order to study the emerging shape 
of inclusive classrooms (VI-VI1I) with 
the support system available for special 
needs students information have been 
collected regarding the influence of 
attitudinal factors on inclusion, 
teachers' management strategies in 
handling wide range of individual 
differences, various attitudinal factors 
hampering or accelerating the process 
of inclusion and the systemic changes 
required in general education 
system for inclusion through six 
questionnaires using ten observation 
schedules and interview schedules. 
Focused group discussions were also 
organised and interviews were 






A Class VIII hearing impaired student replying to a question in the regular Science class 
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recorded. Students’ records were 
collected from schools to know their 
level of achievement both in main 
scholastic areas viz., social studies, 
science, mathematics, and languages, 
and in co-scholastic areas viz., physical 
education, arts and work experience. 
In all 47 variables have been 
considered where 19 are related to 
internal environment and 28 to 
external environment of the school 
provided to students. The impact of 
these variables on the achievement 
levels of students with SEN are to be 
regressed. 

The data have been collected from 
59 Heads of schools, 284 special needs 
children and 810 peers of students 
with SEN. Four subject teachers and 
special educator/Incharge special 
education and special teachers of these 
schools alongwith heads of schools 
were also given questionnaires to rate 
their opinions and highlight the roles 


perceived by them in inclusion and the 
roles performed by them in school. The 
results are being analysed qualitatively 
and quantitatively. 

Strengthening of Teacher 
Education Curriculum of DIETs 
from the Perspective of Children 
with Special Educational Needs 

The study aimed to assess the quality 
of inputs related to the education of 
children with special educational 
needs in the existing in-service or the 
pre-service teacher education 
programmes conducted by DIETs. The 
study identified the features that need 
to be included in these training 
programmes for the inclusion of 
children with special educational 
needs in general schools. A report and 
the guideline to this effect have been 
prepared and disseminated to States. 
The guidelines will assist the States in 
planning their training programmes. 
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DEVELOPMENT 

Role of Parent-teacher Associations 
for Promoting Inclusive Education 

Inclusive education refers to 
acceptance of all children within the 
mainstream education system. In this 
context, the role of parent-teacher 
associations becomes very important 
in changing the attitude of not only 
teachers and parents of children with 
disabilities and children from other 
disadvantaged groups but also the 
non-disabled children and their 
parents. The major areas where 
Parent-teacher Associations can 
contribute include adequacy progra¬ 
mme, community participation, 
cooperative projects, attitudinal 
change and advancement of child 
welfare. A handbook highlighting the 
different modalities of developing 
Parent-teacher Associations for 
promoting inclusive education would 
be developed. 

TRAINING AND EXTENSION 

Orientation for Teacher Educators 
in Inclusive Education and Braille 
Display Terminals 

A three-day orientation programme 
from 16 to 18 September, 2003, was 
conducted at NCERT, New Delhi to 
equip the teacher educators/key 
resource persons from different States 
with knowledge and skills required for 
implementing inclusive education. In 
addition, the trainees from different 
states were also oriented towards the 
use of Braille display terminals for 
children with visual impairments. The 
orientation programme was attended 
by twenty-one participants, from 
various states. Eminent resource 
persons from all over the country 
provided resource support for this 
programme. An orientation package 


both in Hindi and in English was 
distributed to the trainees for holding 
subsequent training programmes for 
teachers/teacher educators at the 
State level. 

Trai ning of KRPs on Methodology of 
Teaching Children with Special 
Needs 

A five-day training programme on 
various aspects related to teaching of 
children with special educational 
needs in inclusive schools was 
organised in December 15-19, 2003 at 
Ajmer for 47 Key Resource Persons 
representing teacher educators of 
DIETs, Principals and senior/resource 
teachers of Senior Secondary Schools 
of Rajasthan and Haryana. 

The participants also had group 
work and discussion in which they 
raised and discussed issues and 
problems related to education of 
children with special needs in their 
respective districts/states. Few 
sessions were devoted to identification 
of specific activities and their trial in 
the field situation. 

Orientation of Teacher Educators 
on Teaching Strategies for Hearing 
Impaired/Challenged 

A five-day Training Programme for 
DIET faculty was conducted at 
SCERT, Hyderabad from 28 November 
to 2 December, 2003 involving 17 
DIET faculty from Andhra 
Pradesh. The teacher educators were 
trained on the teaching strategies for 
inclusion of children with hearing 
disability and to modern trends in 
teaching and research on teaching 
strategies used in the inclusive set 
ups. A training package was also 
developed and disseminated among 
the participants as an input for 
advance training, 



Training on Inclusive Education 

A five-day training programme on 
Inclusive Education for 26 Key 
Resource Persons of the region was 
organised from 8 to 12 December, 
2003 at Bhopal. A team of 4 resource 
persons drawn from RIE, Bhopal 
faculty shared their vision of 
Inclusive Education with the 
participants.

Education of the Girl Child 


NCERT plans and implements its activities 
for promotion of girls’ education and 
women’s empowerment. It develops 
materials like the modules for teachers as 
positive interventionists in girls’ education 
and on gender issues, modules for 
guidance and counselling of girl students 
for career focused education and training, 
policy perspectives on women’s education 
in India and focusses on various other 
related areas. 



Education of the Girl Child 

Education of girls and women has 
been an area of major policy concern 
since independence and is seen 
as central to social, political and 
economic development of the nation. 
Accordingly, the NCERT plans and 
implements its activities for promotion 
of girls’ education and women’s 
empowerment. The major thrust of the 
programmes during 2003-04 was on 
development of materials such as 
modules for teachers as positive 
interventionists in girls’ education and 
on gender issues, modules for guidance 
and counselling of girl students for 
career focused education and training, 
conversion of modules into distance 
mode for reaching the unreached, 
gender sensitisation of educational 
personnel, policy perspectives on 
women’s education in India, reflections 
of eminent Indian thinkers about 
women, women contributors to Indian 
spirituality in Ancient India, 
networking of organisations working on 
girls’ education and capacity building 
for collaboration and information 
dissemination, perceptions of women 
teachers working in rural areas on 
problems confronting them etc. 

RESEARCH 

Career Aspirations for Girls in 
Urban and Rural Societies vis-a-vis 
Vocational Education 

The National Policy on Education 
(1986) has accorded high priority to 
increasing the access of girls to 
Vocational Education and removing 
the gender stereotyping therein. The 
study aims to identify the societal 
aspirations (of parents, teachers and 
girls themselves) for Girls as career 
women and study them in relation to 
participation of Girls in Vocational 


Education. The extent of Awareness in 
the society regarding Vocational 
Education and Career Opportunities 
thereafter is attempted to be gauged. 
Also being studied is the existing 
Vocational Education vis-a-vis career 
aspirations, with an aim to evolve a 
strategy to bridge the gap, if any. This 
is being done through a questionnaire- 
cum-interview method including Girls 
themselves, their parents and teachers 
as respondents. Divided into two parts, 
the study not only focuses on Girls 
already in the Vocational Education 
system (XI and XII) but also X grade 
girls, whose aspirations are gauged 
regarding the choice of stream, future 
career goals, future prospects seen etc. 
The States under study are 
Chandigarh and Goa. 

Study on Perceptions of Women 
Teachers Working in Rural Areas 
on Problems Confronting Them 

The study has been undertaken to have 
a national perspective on the problems 
of women teachers handling Classes 
VI-VIII in rural areas as viewed by 
themselves and to assess as to what 
extent and in which manner these 
problems affect their duties as 
teachers. An attempt has been made 
to work out strategies to tackle the 
existing problems. The information 
was collected through a structured 
schedule, on the parameters such as 
distance to be travelled and transport 
facilities to reach the school; 
accommodation facilities in rural 
areas; infrastructure facilities; 
recruitment, posting, transfer and 
promotional policies; special incentives 
to work in rural areas and 
discrimination / difficulties faced if any 
as a woman teacher working in rural 
areas. Filled-in schedules received 
from teachers are under analysis. 
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The analysis already completed for 
southern region schedules revealed 
that transport, poor infrastructure at 
schools; lack of grievance rederssal 
cells, and non-availability of residential 
accommodation and infrastructure 
facilities etc. are common problems 
faced by women teachers in rural 
areas. Many respondents shown 
interest in staying in rural areas. 
Further, none of the southern state/ 
UT has 50 per cent reservation/ 
quota for women candidates in the 
recruitment policy of upper primary 
school teachers arid any quota for girls 
studied in rural areas. There is no 
relaxation of age with the exception of 
UT of A&N Islands where 5 years of 
age relaxation is permissible for women 
candidates. 

During a three-day seminar for 
the southern region held at Mysore 
from 3 to 5 March, 2004, the 
identification of the issues led to 
discussion of suitable strategies to 
tackle the problems. Some of the 


strategies included provisions of 
toilets; drinking water; boundary 
walls; residential accommodation; 
rural allowance; special provisions for 
women candidates in recruitment, 
posting, transfer and promotional 
policies; and separate forum to 
listen to the grievances of women 
teachers at the block levels. However, 
participants were against relaxation in 
qualification as it may affect quality 
in education adversely. Many 
respondents have indicated that they 
are interested in staying in rural areas 
provided residential accommodation 
with basic amenities is available at the 
block / hobli / taluk / union level. It 
was also suggested that School 
Development and Management 
Committees (SDMCs) should be 
headed by a woman. 

Entrepreneurs Engaged in Cottage 
Industries 

A pilot study of thirty women 
entrepreneurs working in the field of

cottage industry and belonging to ten 
states has been carried out with die 
help of structured interview schedule. 
The study would be extended to girls/ 
women who are vocational passouts 
from 10+2 school system and were 
trained to set up their enterprise. An 
attempt has been made to know the 
socio-economic background and the 
challenges faced by these women 
entrepreneurs and develop a profile. 
The profile of these women who have 
achieved success from the enterprise 
will be the exemplar material for other 
girls who also want to take up 
challenges of entering into non- 
traditional and unconventional 
ventures by setting up their 
enterprises. These women will 
continue to inspire girls and can also 
be their role models. 

Study Into the Causes of Poor 
Participation and Achievement of 
Girl Candidates of Uttar Pradesh at 
National Talent Search Examination 

Tools were developed to know the 
causes of poor participation and low 
achievement of girls in NTSE. In all 
the six questionnaires/checklists 
were prepared for administrators, 
principals, teachers, parents, girls not 
appeared at NTSE and girls appeared 
at NTSE. In all 50 administrators and 
50 principals, 100 teachers and 500 
girls appeared at NTSE and 500 girls 
not appeared at NTSE formed the 
sample from 50 districts of randomly 
selected 10 divisions of the State. Data 
have been collected from Meerut, 
Muzaffarpur, Bareli, Firozabad, 
Lucknow, Kanpur, Jhansi, Agra and 
Chitrakutdham divisions. The 
tentative causes of poor participation 
and achievement of girl candidates of 
Uttar Pradesh in NTSE Exam include: 
lack of sufficient publicity, non¬ 


availability of application forms in time 
to schools/girls, no guidance and 
cooperation from parents, no 
encouragement and motivation from 
teachers, many girls in UP, opting for 
Home Science in place of Mathematics, 
inadequate scholarship amount and 
also difficult to get it, lack of congenial 
academic environment at homes and 
lack of reading materials in schools. 

Dropout among Tribal Girls 

NCERT also identified causes of 
dropout among tribal girl students at 
upper primary level for the states of 
Rajasthan, Himachal Pradesh and 
Uttaranchal and developed relevant 
instructional materials in motivational 
strategies (see Chapter 4). 

DEVELOPMENT 

Policy Perspectives on Women’s 
Education in India 

Education of girls and women has 
been the area of concern among 
thinkers, social reformers, educators, 
development planners and policy 
makers. This issue has been dealt from 
various dimensions in a number of 
reports of well-known Committees and 
Commissions and have found a place 
in Policy Documents. The reports of 
significant Commissions, Committees 
and Policy Documents are being 
documented and analysed from a 
gender perspective. 

Modules for Trainers' Training 
through Distance Mode for Teachers 
as Positive Interventionists in Girls' 
Education and Gender Issues 

In the context of promoting girls’ 
education a teacher plays a very vital 
role to extricate the girls from low self 
concept and low self esteem syndrome 
and also work consciously towards 
correcting unequal gender relations 
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and gender identities already 
developed in the students due to family 
socialisation. The teacher is responsible 
for orienting children towards gender 
sensitivity and integrate gender 
equality into curriculum transaction, 
classroom management and all other 
school activities. The role of a teacher 
is not confined merely to curriculum 
transaction but extends beyond this. 
The aim of the project was to identify 
the multifarious roles a teacher could 
play especially with respect to girls’ 
education and to prepare material that 
would help them in performing these 
roles effectively. The themes of the 
modules were finalised by ten experts 
in a workshop held on 1-2 July, 2003. 
The following modules have been 
prepared 

® Teacher as an agent of social 
change, 

» Teacher as a counsellor, 

• Teacher as a manager of gender 
friendly classroom environment, 
and 

® Teacher as a problem solver. 

The above modules will be 
converted into distance mode for 
reaching the teacher educators and 
teachers located in remote and rural 
areas of India. 

Modules for Guidance and 
Counselling of Girl Students through 
Distance Mode 

Five modules were developed exclusively 
on aspects related to career focused 
education, training, prospects and 
related issues in guiding and 
counselling girls from class VIII 
onwards. The themes of the modules 
were finalised by ten experts in a 
workshop held on 11-12 August, 2003, 
at New Delhi. The following modules 
have been prepared are: Career 
Consciousness, Counseling Girls to 


Combat Gender Bias and Role 
Stereotypes, Career Awareness, Career 
Decision Making and Entrepreneurship 
Development. Planned intervention 
and right guidance at this stage may 
help girl students in enhancing 
their skills in making right career 
related choices. Distance Mode for 
disseminating the modules was 
particularly chosen to facilitate the 
unreached girls who belongs to rural 
and remote areas and where the 
counselling facilities are not 
sufficiently available. 

Reflection of Eminent Indian 
Thinkers about Women 

The project highlights the thoughts 
and sayings of eminent Indians such 
as Raja Ram Mohan Roy, Ishwar 
ChandVidyasagar, Swarni Vivekanand, 
Dayanand Saraswati, Pandita Ramabai 
Saraswati, Ramabai Ranade, Sarojini 
Naidu and many more on the Women 
of India. Their thoughts have been 
classified under several sub-headings 
such as their Perceptions on Women 
of India, Views on Existing Social 
Customs and Practices, Perceptions on 
Education and the Role of Women in 
the freedom Struggle of India. The 
above motivational material would be 
largely used at all stages of school 
education and is meant for enhancing 
the self-esteem and self-confidence of 
the girl child. 

National Consultation on 
Emerging Dimensions of 
Women’s Empowerment 

The National Consultation on 
Emerging Dimensions of Women’s 
Empowerment was held in February 
5-6, 2004 at New Delhi and 
inaugurated by Justice J. S. Verma, 
the former Chief Justice of India. 
Twenty academicians, experts and 



resource persons representing 
women’s studies centres, government 
organisations, universities, free lancers 
and voluntary agencies participated in 
the programme. The consultation 
provided a platform for experts and 
resource persons to discuss and 
deliberate on the concept of women’s 
empowerment. The chosen themes 
were;(l) Conceptualising Empowered 
Girl and Empowered Woman: 
Dimensions and Indicators, 
(2) Functional Empowerment of 
Women: Empowerment Despite 
Challenges, (3) Empowerment from 
Within, (4) Towards Empowerment: 
Bringing Attitudinal Changes in 
Society, and (5) Empowerment as a 
Continuum through Life Cycle. Several 
valuable concepts/ recommendations 
emerged from the discussion. It was 
emphasised that empowerment must 
be recognised as a continuous, on¬ 
going process where each stage of life 
demands distinct strategies. Teaching 
materials, textbooks and other 
instructional materials must 
necessarily portray girls and women in 
a positive manner so as to encourage 
girls to assume non-traditional roles 
in future. The media has an equally 
responsible role to play in emphasising 
the importance of women's 
contribution to society in every aspect. 
Gender sensitive instructional material 
and a gender sensitive media can 
address girls as well as other sections 
of the society to make functional 
Women Empower-ment a reality. 

Intervention Drive for Confidence 
and Capacity Building among Girl 
Students 

A two-day workshop on Intervention 
Drive for Confidence and Capacity 
Building among Girls was organised 
from 26 to 27 February, 2004 at New 


Delhi. Twelve academicians, 
practitioners, educationists and NGOs 
from different places concentrated on 
identifying indicators on confidence 
and capacity building for girls. 
Appropriate themes for preparing 
interventional packages were also 
identified, like enhancing the self- 
concept ability to deal with situation, 
building personal skills and enhancing 
interpersonal skills. During the 
workshop ten indicators of self 
confidence were identified such as 
belief in the self, taking initiative, 
positive attitude, accepting challenges, 
taking risks, recognising barriers, 
interpersonal skills, critical thinking, 
decision making and ability to relate 
to others. It was also deliberated that 
if material is only targeted to girls it 
will not have much impact, the 
material should also be targeted to 
various stake-holders besides girls like 
parents, teachers, community, peers, 
NGOs, policy makers and media. 

National Network for Girls' 
Education, Capacity Building and 
Women’s Empowerment 

The organisations from all over India 
working on issues related to girls-’ 
education, capacity building and 
women’s empowerment were invited to 
a three-days seminar, held at New 
Delhi from 11 to 13 March, 2004 to 
build a network of such organisations 
for exchange of innovative programmes, 
research studies, materials, expertise 
and identification of action areas of 
mutual interest and development of an 
action plan for shared initiatives. 
Modalities were also worked out to 
operationalise the network. In all, 29 
government and non-government 
organisations participated in the 
seminar. The participants agreed that 
this network be called “National 




2003-2004 



Network for Girls’ Education, Capacity 
Building and Women’s Empowerment" 
and the goal of the network to be "every 
girl child gets educated for self reliance 
and is empowered to handle herself 
and surroundings, feelings and 
relationships without being 
intimidated”. The NCERT will act 
as a Nodal Centre and will provide 
all technical/ academic support to 
the partner organisations. Some 
organisations volunteered to act as 
focal centres. It was decided that each 
partner organisation will identify a 
cluster of 1000 families in their 
respective locations; a database with 
respect to girl's education in this 
cluster will be prepared; and efforts 
would be made to promote girls’ 
education to bring out-of-school girls 
in the education system; ensure their 
attendance in the schools regularly and 
to retain them in schools. The network 
will work through correspondence, 
meetings, visits and also be connected 
with one another through electronic 
mail. Initially, the network will be 
floated through NCERT Website. Later 
on, a separate Website will be created. 

TRAINING AND EXTENSION 



Thirteenth Training Course — a 
Methodology of Women's Education 
and Development 

Thirteenth Training Course on 
Methodology of Women's Education 
and Development was organised from 
4 August to 12 September 2003 at New 
Delhi to sensitise the participants on 
issues concerning education and 
status of girls and women in India from 
a comparative perspective, to develop 
skills to collect and analyse data and 
to formulate and implement projects 
in this area. This programme also 
prepared them to act as trainers and 
change agents. Twenty-eight teacher 


educators from SCERTs, SIEs, DIETs, 
Regional Institutes of Education and 
NGOs attended this training course. 

The course was designed and 
modified according to the upcoming 
issues concerning girls and women. 
Certain new themes like women in 
sustainable development, vocational 
and technical education of girls, 
attitudinal changes in society in favour 
of women’s empowerment: strategies 
and assessment, and women’s 
education in developing countries: 
barriers, benefits and policy have 
been introduced in the training 
programme and the data on different 
indicators were updated. The course 
programme included besides seven 
content modules, presentations by 
participants, field visits and 
preparation of action research projects. 
Preparation of projects on various 
issues concerning girls and women was 
a significant feature of this years’ 
training programme. Participants were 
also trained in the evaluation of 
textbooks from the point of view of 
gender bias/stereotyping for which 
already developed NCERT tool was also 
provided. Self-analysis exercise was 
also administered to the participants 
at the beginning and end of the 
programme in order to know if there 
was any change in their perception 
towards gender after undergoing the 
training programmes. The programme 
was a balance of theory and practice. 

Women Contributors to Spirituality 
in Ancient India 

NCERT plans to bring out ‘Women of 
India' series focusing on contribution 
of women in various spheres in 
India. The first in this series is the 
volume on "Women Contributors to 
Spirituality in Ancient India.” An 
Expert Committee meeting was 



organised at NCERT from 15 to 16 
December 2003 to discuss the content 
and form of presentation. The material 
would be organised into three themes 
namely; Indian Spirituality: Away of 
life; Women Contributors to 
Spirituality; and Relevance in modem 
context. This would serve as an 
exemplar material for teacher 
educators and teachers to create a 
positive image of women among 
upcoming generations through putting 
forward what the women gave to the 
society in varied fields.

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Education in Science 
and Mathematics 

The Council has been making continuous 
and sustained efforts in improving the 
quality of Science, Mathematics and 
Environmental Education for all stages of 
school education through experimentation 
with teaching-learning strategies involving 
new methods and technologies, 
development of instructional materials, 
training of teachers and teacher- 
educators, so as to bridge the gap between 
the frontiers of Science, Mathematics and 
Technology and the school community. 



Education in Science and 
Mathematics 

The NCERT has been making 
continuous and sustained efforts in 
improving the quality of Science, 
Mathematics and Environmental 
Education for all stages of school 
education. This effort has been made 
through experimentation with 
teaching-learning strategies involving 
new methods and technologies, 
development of instructional materials, 
training of teachers and teacher- 
educators, so as to bridge the gap 
between the frontiers of Science, 
Mathematics and Technology and the 
school community. Considering the 
role of technology in daily life and in 
industries, agriculture, communication, 
defence, weather, etc. according to 
the National Curriculum Framework for 
School Education — 2000, Science has 
taken the form of ‘Science and 
Technology’ at the upper primary 
and secondary stages. Elements of 
environmental education are woven 
throughout the entire curriculum as 
well. Textbooks developed for the upper 
primary and secondary stages reflect 
the applied role of science and 
technology in different walks-of-life. 
At the Higher Secondary Stage, 
discipline-wise books are developed in 
Physics, Chemistry, Biology and 
Mathematics with adequate emphasis 
on Commercial Mathematics, Books 
of Mathematics at upper primary and 
secondary stages also reflect the 
application of mathematics in 
daily-life. 

In order to strengthen Science and 
Mathematics in schools, other 
important activities have also been 
undertaken. These include teacher- 
orientation programmes; popularising 
science through development of 


popular science reading materials; 
supplementary books; innovative 
laboratory practices in Science and 
Mathematics using low-cost locally 
available materials and environment 
as resource; promotion of out-of¬ 
school activities like Science Exhibitions; 
dissemination of Scientific Innovations, 
concepts, etc. through the quarterly 
journal ‘School Science’. Batch 
production of Science Kits for the 
Primary and Upper Primary Stages 
and Apprenticeship training in 
different trades are also undertaken. 



RESEARCH 


Evaluation of Textbooks in Science 
and Technology, Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistry and Biology 


During the period 2003-04, Rational 
and Empirical Evaluations were 
undertaken for textbooks developed 
by the NCERT in 2001-2003 in Science 
and Technology, and Mathematics for 
Upper Primary and Secondary 
Stages; and in Physics, Chemistry, 
Biology and Mathematics for Higher 
Secondary Stage (Classes XI and XII). 
Tools for rational and empirical 
evaluations were developed as in- 
house activities and finalised in 
collaboration with teachers and 
subject experts. For rational 
evaluation, subject experts were 
identified from various academic 
institutions (including those from 
colleges, university departments and 
IITs). Textbooks along with evaluation 
tools were made available to experts 
and their viewpoints were sought on 
various aspects of the textbooks. 
Rational evaluation reports are now 
ready. For empirical evaluation, 50 
experimental schools at national level 
were identified for each textbook in 
each discipline. Out of these, 10 
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schools for each textbook for each 
subject-area were located in Delhi and 
remaining 40 schools were identified 
by RIEs in four regions of the country. 
Before starting empirical evaluation, 
all teachers in all subject-areas from 
the selected schools were oriented. 
In empirical evaluation, teachers 
supplied their feedbacks unitwise/ 
chapterwise and also gave their overall 
assessment/comments about the 
textbooks. Feedbacks received from the 
teachers throughout the academic 
year 2003-2004 for different textbooks 
are being analysed and reports are 
expected to be available soon. 

An Investigation into the 
Development of Science Knowledge 
and Procedures 



The project was undertaken to study 
the views of pre-service and in-service 
teachers as to what views they hold 
about development of scientific 
knowledge, theories, laws, terminology 
and its methods, besides the role of 
scientists. The areas in which these 
teachers have traditional or 
constructivist or both views have been 
identified. The study will help the 
teachers in designing the metho¬ 
dology courses for teacher training 
programmes so as to impart meaningful 
learning. 


Designing and Development of 
some Experiments at the Senior 
Secondary Level in the Subject of 
Chemistry 

f In this project use of locally available 

waste material such as ‘egg shells’ 
was taken up for quantitative 
estimation of calcium metal present 
T’.- : k in these shells. In Chemistry 

laboratory of RIE, Ajmer estimation 
of calcium metal was determined in 
gg ‘Desi’ egg shells as well as farm egg 


shells. For the estimation of calcium, 
titrimetric method was used. 
Experimental results revealed that 
percentage of calcium by mass in 
farm egg shells is 37.3 and in ‘Desi’ 
egg shells it is 38.4. Results obtained 
experimentally in the Chemistry 
Laboratory of RIE, Ajmer and ISO- 
Certified Institutes are in agreement 
with each other, Therefore, an 
experiment can be introduced in 
Class XII in semester III in the subject 
of Chemistry. For this project a 
workshop was also held in RIE, Ajmer 
during 13 to 15 December, 2003. 

A Study of the Efficacy and 
Appropriateness of the Activities 
of Science Textbook in the Light 
of Skills and Abilities of Students 
of Class VI 

The study aims to identify the specific 
instructional objectives of few of the 
activities given in the Class VI science 
textbook of NCERT. The aim is to 
evaluate the attainment of expected 
behavioural change in the students; 
suggest strategies and tactics to 
enrich the learning of the content and 
to enhance the assimilation of process 
skill of service through the selected 
activities. After checking twenty 
activities from the textbook and 
critically examining the mental 
framework of the students, it was 
found that most of them provide a rich 
and significant learning experience to 
the students although a few of them 
needed redesigning in term of their 
workability and effectiveness since by 
performing the activities students do 
not necessarily get the same concept 
that the teacher wants them to. They 
might build up their knowledge 
around some pre-conceived and faulty 
cognitive structure. Teachers need to 
identify the root of their misconception 


and redesign teaching strategies 
incorporating other parallel approaches 
and related activities. 


(including CD) to generate awareness 
regarding protection and conservation 
of silkworm and mulberry plant. 
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Redesigning of Volumetric Chemistry 
Experiments at the Senior Secondary 
Level in View of Microscaling 

Excessive use of chemicals causes 
environmental pollution. Hence the 
volumetric experiments like acid-base 
titrations, complexonietry etc. are 
designed/performed in such a 
manner which involves minimum use 
of chemicals/reagents without 
affecting the principles of experiment 
and skill of the students. This will also 
help in reducing the chemistry 
laboratory budget keeping in view the 
inflating cost of chemicals and the 
glasswares. 

Tire alternate method of volumetric 
titration i.e., double burette method 
was developed in laboratory. The 
PGT’s (Chemistry) of local senior 
secondary schools of Ajmer City were 
oriented in alternative method of 
volumetric titrations. All of them 
conducted volumetric titrations in 
their respective schools following this 
method. The participants unanimously 
expressed that this alternate 
technique is time-saving, consumes 
less chemicals, is eco-friendly, 
economic and involves less glasswares. 

Some other small-term institut¬ 
ional projects carried out include : 
Development of remedial interventions 
for making up the identified 
deficiencies in lab skills in Biology at 
+2 level; Development of content 
Enrichment Package in Physics for 
teachers at +2 level; Development of 
workbook for guided projects on 
conservation and biodiversity of 
freshwater biota of Mysore city; and 
A Case Study of developmental biology 
of the mulberry silkworm, Bombyx 
moii to develop e-media and materials 


DEVELOPMENT 


Textbooks in Science and Technology 
and Mathematics for Class VIII 

To complete the cycle of development 
of textbooks, as per plan, the 
textbooks were developed both in 
English and in Hindi for Class VIII in 
Science and Technology and in 
Mathematics. These books which were 
developed by NCERT faculty with the 
help of one or two outside experts, 
were published during 2003-04. As in 
the case of the development of textual 
material done earlier during the years 
2001 to 2003, the manuscripts 
developed for the textbooks for 
Class VIII were based on feedback 
received from the school system on 
the previous set of NCERT textbooks 
and on issues and concerns 
expressed in the NCFSE — 2000. The 
manuscripts were reviewed in 
workshops by involving subject 
experts, practicing teachers, teacher 
educators and NCERT faculty. The 
comments received in these 
workshops were duly considered by 
the writing team and necessary 
modification in the draft manuscript 
was made. The manuscripts were 
finally edited by NCERT faculty 
and published. Hindi and English 
versions of these books were made 
available for schools before the 
commencement of the academic 
session of 2004. 

Laboratory Manuals in Physics, 
Chemistry and Biology for Classes 
XI and XII 

To supplement the conceptual 
understanding and to strengthen 
development of subject specific skills 
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in science subjects (Physics, 
Chemistry and Biology], laboratory 
manuals at higher secondary level (for 
Classes XI and XII) have been 
developed, Laboratory manual in each 
subject provides a basis for working 
in the laboratory. For this purpose, 
the format of the laboratory manuals 
was discussed and finalised through 
planning meeting of the concerned 
‘Core-team’. Write-ups on different 
experiments and activities prescribed 
in the concerned subject were 
discussed, and modified according to 
the accepted format. However, before 
preparing the write-up, each experiment, 
activity was triedout in the laboratory. 
The draft material thus prepared in- 
house was reviewed by teams of 
experts, practicing school teachers, 
teacher educators and NCERT faculty. 
The comments and suggestions 
obtained as a result, have been 
incorporated in the manuscripts. The 
laboratory manuals are in final shape 
and will be published soon. 

New Science and Technology Kit 

In view of the new ‘Science and 
Technology' syllabus and textbooks 
developed recently for Classes VI to VIII, 
the existing Integrated Science Kit (ISK) 
has been reviewed. A prototype of new 
science and technology kit incorporating 
technology features along with its 
manual has been designed and 
developed. This prototype kit will replace 
the existing Integrated Science Kit and 
provide necessary material, equipment, 
glassware and chemicals for 
performing activities/experiments at 
upper primaiy level. 

Digital Programmes and Software 
for Real Time Measurement 

NCERT developed digital instruments 
for measuring different quantities in 
Chemistry (Science), This has been 


the veiy first attempt in the Council 
to integrate IT with science 
laboratories in the school. The 
following units and instruments were 
fabricated: 

(a) Power Supply, (b) Programmer, 
(c) E.M.F./pH Meter, (d) Chrono- 
thermometer, (e) Conductometer 
(f) Colorimeter. 

To record digital data in the PC 
from the instrument, a program 
(software) was developed. Now the 
data which can be tabulated with the 
help of MS-Access as well as graphics 
can be generated on the PC. 

Virtual Laboratory (VLJ Module 

VL is an efficient and time-saving tool 
which has the potential to bring in 
disciplined approach as well as the 
right mannerism in the student. VL 
compliments and supplements hands- 
on laboratory activities. It also fosters 
graphical intelligence. With these in 
view, VL module on Reflection and 
Refraction were developed in the year 
2002-03. During 2003-04 four more 
modules have been developed: 

(a) Preparation of a solution of 
common salt/sugar of a given 
percentage composition by mass. 

(b) Measuring the change in 
temperature during a chemical 
reaction and concluding whether 
the reaction is endothermic or 
exothermic. 

(c) Testing different samples of soil for 
acidity and alkalinity. 

(d) Some essential labware for chemistry 
experiments at secondary level. 

Multimedia Package in 
Class XI Chemistry 

Utilising various features of 
information and communication 
technology, the NCERT has designed 
and developed a computer aided 



instructional multimedia package in 
chemistry for Class XI. The 
multimedia package is designed to 
enhance the students' understanding 
of chemistry and covers three topics: 
electronic structure of atoms; periodic 
table and periodicity; chemical 
bonding and molecular structure. 
Interactive learning, simulated 
experiments, animations, computerised 
ready reckoners, continuous 
evaluation, frequently asked questions 
(FAQs) are some of the interesting 
features of this multimedia package. 

POPULARISATION OF SCIENCE AND 
MATHEMATICS 

School Science Journal 

“School Science” a quarterly journal on 
Science and Mathematics education 
covers a wide variety of technical articles 
and reading materials related to recent 
developments, content enrichment and 
innovative practices in teaching- 
learning of science and mathematics 
education. The journal provides a forum 
to teachers, students, and educationists 
in general, for reporting and exchange 
of new ideas. The Journal is published 
under the guidance of the Editorial 
Advisory Board comprising eminent 
scientists and science educationists as 
members, and issues contain apart 
from special articles, the regular 
features: ‘Science News’ and ‘Book 
Reviews’. 

Reading to Learn Series 

Under this well-established project, 
popular science material is produced 
for children of age group 10-16 by 
associating eminent scientists, 
technologists and mathematicians of 
the country, Nearly forty-five books 
have been developed under this 
series, in subjects as various as 
Physical sciences (Physics, 


Chemistry], Biological Sciences 
(Biology, Biochemistry and 
Biotechnology), Mathematics, Applied 
Sciences (Medical Science, Food 
Science, Electronics and 
Oceanography); Nuclear Science; 
Space Science and Cosmology; 
Information and Communication 
Technology, etc. In 2003-04, three 
new books have been added to the 
series, viz. Bhojpatra Se Adhunik 
Kagaaz Tak; Water Harvesting; Daton 
Ka Swasthya. 

Science Park and Energy Park 

Under the project of ‘Centre for 
Popularisation of Science’, the NCERT 
has established at the NIE Campus, 
a Science Park and an Energy 
Park. The Science Park consists of 
interactive models which, with the 
help of the information board provided 
to each model, help children and 
teachers understand the application 
of science and technology in our 
everyday life. The models have been 
mostly fabricated in-house at the 
NCERT. Eight new models have been 
developed/procured for the science 
Park in 2003-04. 

For the Energy Park, started 
through the financial support of the 
Ministry of Non-Conventional Energy 
Sources (MNES), following equipments 
have been procured and installed 
during 2003-04: ten Solar Photo 
Voltaic (SPVj Street Lights, two SPV 
Lanterns and a SPV Television Set. 
Two Solar Cookers and a Solar Still 
have also been procured during the 
year, which are in the process of being 
installed. 

Innovative Methodologies for 
Transaction of Concepts 

• A programme was organised from 
27 to 31 January 2004 at Bhopal 
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to develop innovative methodologies 
for transaction of Biology 
concepts at the higher secondary 
level. Fourteen experts of the 
western region and several 
teachers discussed and finalised 
the methodologies. 

» The innovative methodologies for 
transaction of physics concepts 
at the higher secondary level 
were developed in two phases. In 
the first phase 16 experts of the 
western region and several 
teachers identified the hard spots 
and selected topics for developing 
the details of methodologies for 
transaction. In the second 
phase in addition to the 16 
experts who deliberated in the 
first phase, 7 more experts and 
teachers from Kendriya Vidyalaya 
Sanghatan (KVS) worked together 
to finalise the transactional 
strategies. 

Training Package on Teaching of 
Hardspots in Science at Secondary 
Level 

The programme was held in three 
phases between September to 
December 2003 involving 17 
Secondary school science teachers 
from Tamil Nadu and Pondicherry. 
Hardspots in science were identified, 
appropriate teaching material was 
developed and training of key persons 
was organised. 

TRAINING 

Training of Key Resource Persons 

Some of these programmes were 
carried out in two stages. The first 
stage involved (i) identification of topics 
which teachers considered difficult to 
deal with, and (ii) imparting actual 
training to the Key Resource Persons, 
by the NCERT faculty and outside 


subject experts. For clarifying 
difficulties in the demonstrations/ 
practicals related to the topics, the 
programme also included practical 
sessions. 

The training programmes on 
teaching of Science and Technology 
was conducted in two phases. The 
first phase was conducted for sixteen 
KRPs from the U.P. state from 29 
December, 2003 to 2 January, 2004 
and second for thirty-three KRPs from 
the States of H.P., J&K, Uttaranchal 
and UT of Chandigarh from 12 to 16 
January, 2004. Activity based lectures 
were delivered on the topics relevant 
to teaching of Science and Technology, 
including evaluation in education, 
implications of research for Science 
teaching and increasing pupil 
participation in class etc. Activity 
based material has been prepared on 
a few topics. Training material in the 
form of a report was distributed to 
KRPs at the end of the training 
programme. 

Training Programmes on Hardspots 
in Mathematics, Physics, Biology and 
Chemistry at +2 level’ have been 
organised for the KRPs from the 
States of J&K and Haryana. At first 
as an in-house activity the hardspots 
which teachers might feel difficult 
to transact were identified and 
then the actual training was 
undertaken. Separate five-day 
training programmes were organised 
at RIE, Ajmer for Mathematics from 
22 to 26 August, 2003 for 17 KRPs; 
Physics from 3 to 7 November, 2003 
for 18 KRPs; Biology from 10 to 14 
November and 9 to 13 February, 2004 
for 16 and 10 KRPs and for Chemistry 
from 8 to 12 January, 2004 for 12 
KRPs. Training package/Manual of 
enrichment material or handouts 
were given to participants. 



A training on ‘Methodology of 
Teaching Science with Special 
Emphasis on Physics at Secondary 
Level’ was organised for twenty-four 
KRPs from Himachal Pradesh from 15 
to 19 January, 2004 at RIE, 
Ajmer. Through in-house activity, 
difficult concepts from the curriculum 
were identified and transactional 
methodology for teaching and 
instructional material for dealing with 
the misconceptions were developed. 
Training was imparted in various 
methodologies of teaching and in 
performing practicals/projects. Also 
participants were trained in preparing 
teaching modules on science by 
project method, activity method and 
concept mapping through group work. 
They were also acquainted with new 
system of evaluation and grading and 
tactics of dealing with misconceptions 
and techniques 

A five-day training programme on 
‘Teaching of Selected Hardspots in 
Mathematics at Secondary Level’ was 
conducted at RIE, Mysore from 13 to 
17 October, 2003 in which 26 resource 
persons from Andhra Pradesh, Kerala 
and Pondicherry participated. The 
hardspots in Mathematics IX and X 
were identified and the resource 
persons were trained in the teaching 
of hardspots and also to identify, 
develop and organise project based 
teaching of Mathematics, 

The training programme on 
‘Improvement of Content Competence 
of Mathematics Teachers at Senior 
Secondary Level’ as per new 
generation textbook for Kerala and 
Tamil Nadu was conducted at Mysore 
from 26 to 30 December, 2003. Forty- 
seven KRPs from Kerala and Tamil 
Nadu participated. 

A five-day training programme on 
‘Teaching of Science at Secondary 


Level’ was conducted at Mysore from 
1 to 5 December, 2003 involving 30 
Resource Persons from Andhra 
Pradesh. A report was brought out 
on the programme. 

Orientation of Resource Persons of 
Kerala and Lakshadweep 

A five-day training programme for 
'Content Enrichment in Chemistry’ 
was organised at Mysore from 17 to 
21 November, 2003. The programme 
aimed to provide content knowledge 
in Chemistry, exposure to new 
techniques of teaching, integrate 
laboratory course with content and 
develop problem solving skills. 






Training of Resource Persons of 
Higher Secondary Stage for the 
North-Eastern Region 


A training programme was organised 
at the North East RIE at Shillong, 
specifically for training the KRPs 
of the North Eastern states of: 
Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Manipur, 
Meghalaya, Sikkim and Tripura. 
The programme was arranged to 
strengthen classroom transactions in 
view of the new textbooks introduced 
in Physics, Chemistry, and Biology at 
higher secondary stage. The training 
programme was carried out in three 
groups for Physics, Chemistry, and 
Biology. Each group focussed on 
providing clarifications to doubts of the 
teachers through discussion centerd 
theoretical sessions and activities. 
Deliberations covered strategies for 
effectively carrying out laboratory 
activities. Instructional materials were 
also distributed to each group. Total 
number of KRPs trained was nearly 30. 

Apprenticeship Training 

In order to honour the statutory 
obligation to the Government of India, 
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NCERT had trained nine “apprentices” 
in different trades. Of these trainees, 
seven were trained for a one year 
period and two were trained for a two 
year period. Sixty two candidates 
sponsored by ITI, Kichripur, New 
Delhi and ITI, Pusa, New Delhi, were 
also given training for 15 days. On- 
the-job training for forty-five days was 
imparted to one candidate sponsored 
by MBM Engineering College, 
Jodhpur. Forty-six students of ITI, 
Malviya Nagar, New Delhi were given 
a one-day familiarisation training. 
Also, as in the previous years, the 
infrastructure of the workshop at 
NCERT was utilised by the Council 
for upkeep of various equipments. 

EXTENSION 

State Level Science Exhibitions 

State level Science exhibitions, 
sponsored by NCERT, are the 
culmination of district and regional 


level science exhibitions and are 
organised every year by each state at 
their own convenience, The theme of 
the state level exhibitions in this year 
was ‘Science and Technology in the 
Changing World', with the following 
sub-themes: food and health, energy, 
information technology, industry, 
transport and communication and 
biotechnology. As in the previous 
years, necessary guidelines for 
organising the exhibitions were 
prepared by the NCERT and sent to 
all states and union territories. These 
guidelines and themes and sub¬ 
themes were further disseminated to 
all participating teachers and 
students for developing relevant 
exhibits. The best exhibits from the 
state level exhibitions, as selected by 
the state authorities in each sub¬ 
theme, will be exhibited in the 
Jawaharlal Nehru National Science 
Exhibition for Children (JNNSEC), to 
be organised later in 2004. 
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The 30th JNNSEC for 2003-04 was organised 
in collaboration with the Government of

Uttaranchal from 17 to 22 November, 2003, at 
the ground of the Ordnance Factory, Raipur, 

Dehradun. His Excellency, the President of India

hard work and explained to the children, the 
meaning of leadership quality, He was kind 
enough to answer the queries of the children 
as well. The Governor, the Chief Minister and 
the Education Minister of Uttaranchal also 
addressed the children, and showed 
appreciation to the efforts put up by the 
budding young scientists.

Director, NCERT in his address talked about 
the genesis of the JNNSEC and explained the 
objectives as well as the past achievements of 
the JNNSEC.

Sustainable Development’. One hundred ninety-three exhibits were received, and these 
were displayed according to the six sub-ihemcs: food and agriculture; environmental 
management: health and nutrition; transport and communication; energy sources — 
utilisation and conservation; educational technology. Out of the total of 193 exhibits, 14 
exhibits were from Lhe five countries of the Gulf region and 17 were from the State of 
Uttaranchal. Scientilic organisations in and around Dehradun, vi7... the Forest Research 
Institute, the Uttaranachal Seva Nidhi, the Indian InsliLule of Petroleum, also put up 
separate stalls in the exhibition. The exhibition which was open to all, was attended by 
large number of students and teachers from Dehradun and other parts of Uttaranchal 
and by Interested members of Lhe public. 

Popular lectures on scientific themes and cultural programmes were organised in 
the evenings on all days of the. exhibition. Best 20 exhibits as selected by a panel of 
judges were later sent to the Indian Science Congress ( organised during the Fast 
week of January, 2004 at Chandigarh), for participation under its programme 'Science 
for School Children’. 

On 22nd November 200S, the valedictory function of the Exhibition was graced by 
H.E. the Governor of Uttaranchal, Sri Sudarshan Agganval; the Education Minister of 
Uttaranchal. Shri Narendra Singh Bhandari and the Joint. Director of NCERT, Prof.

H.E. the President of 
India Dr. A.P.J. Abdul Kalam 
addressed the participating 
children on 5th January, 2004, 
and eminent scientists such as 
Prof. M.S. Swaminathan, Prof. Bruce 
Alberts, Dr. Erko Stackebrandt and 
a few others also addressed the 
children.

Education in Social Sciences 
and Humanities 


The major thrust areas for Education in 
Social Sciences and Humanities during 
2003-04 continued to be preparation of 
textbooks and other instructional materials 
for students, Another major area of activity 
has been related to a mega project of the 
Council, the ‘Evaluation of NCERT 
textbooks’, 



Education in Social Sciences 
and Humanities 

Following the National Curriculum 
Framework for School Education — 
2000, the major thrust areas for 
Education in Social Sciences and 
Humanities during 2003-04 continued 
to be preparation of textbooks and 
other instructional materials for 
students. In addition, development of 
teacher-training materials such as 
teachers’ handbooks and training 
packages, have been taken up in a 
systematic manner. Another major 
area of activity has been related to a 
mega project of the Council on 
‘Evaluation of NCEKT textbooks’. 

RESEARCH 

Evaluation of NCERT Textbooks 

All textbooks in languages, social 
sciences and commerce prepared 
during 2001-03 have been evaluated 
both rationally and empirically in 
terms of selection, organisation and 
presentation of content matter e.g. 
coverage of syllabus, appropriateness 
of content and authenticity and 
comprehensibility of language. In order 
to gather data, separate sets of tools 
for languages, and social sciences 
including commerce were developed 
and administered. Both the tools on 
Rational Evaluation and Empirical 
Evaluation contained three parts: 
Part-I: Identification Sheet, Part-II: 
Chapter-wise Evaluation, and Part-Ill: 
Overall Evaluation of the Book. All- 
together 65 titles were included for 
evaluation. Each title was to be 
evaluated by three subject experts (two 
external and one internal), and 50 
practising teachers spread in five 
regions (10 each from Delhi, Ajmer, 
Bhopal, Bhubaneswar and Mysore). 
Collection of empirical data was 


completed by the end of the academic 
year 2003-04. After analysing data, 
complete report will be made available 
within 3 months of the next year, so 
that it may be used for improvement 
of the textbooks. Differential Effect of 
Conventional and Speed Reading 
Strategies was studied on Development 
of Reading Skills. 



DEVELOPMENT 


Instructional Materials 

Based on the new curriculum, 
textbooks and other instructional 
materials in languages, social science, 
commerce and art education have 
been developed during 2001-04 in a 
phased manner. 

During 2003-04, all textbooks in 
languages and social science for Class 
VIII were brought out. In addition, 
Urdu textbooks for Classes IV and V, 
Hindi (Second Language) textbook for 
Class IX, workbooks in Urdu for 
Classes I and II; in Hindi and English 
for Class VIII; supplementary readers 
in Hindi for Classes VI, IX (Second 
Language) and XII (Elective), in English 
for Class VIII, and in Urdu for Classes 
VI-XII; and one Hindi grammar book 
for Classes IX-X (B Course) were also 
developed. A Teacher’s Handbook in 
Art Education for Class VI has also 
been brought out. A textbook in 
Computerised Accountancy for Class 
XII (Optional Course), a book of 
Practical Problems in Accountancy for 
the higher secondary stage, and 
handbooks for art teachers of the 
upper primary stage (VII-VIII) and 
Classes (IX-X) have been prepared and 
are to be brought out during next 
financial year. 

Two volumes of the Source Book of 
Scientific Thoughts in Sanskrit 
Literature titled Medical Science in 
Sanskrit and Agricultural Science in 
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Samskrit have been finalised. A history 
of Urdu literature titled Urdu Adab kl 
Tareekh for higher secondary stage has 
also been developed. Development of 
teacher-training material was initiated 
in a systematic manner. Training 
packages for teachers of Social Science 
(upper primary and secondary stages), 
and Sanskrit (higher secondary .stage) 
are under preparation. Work related to 
preparation of handbooks in different 
subject areas at the higher secondary 
stage has been initiated, 

A training package was developed 
to update J&K KRP's knowledge of 
content and methodology of teaching 
Economics at + 2 level and to train 
them in the use of the developed 
material. The training was imparted on 
the basis of a package already 
developed with the help of four experts 
in a workshop held at RIE, Ajmer from 
18 to 22 August, 2003. The transactional 
mode included the use of interactive 
methodology like concept attainment 
model and discussion. 

In order to develop effective and 
appropriate strategies in language 
teaching (English, Bengali, Hindi and 
Oriya) at upper primary stage for PTTIs 
25 teachers and teacher educators from 
Bengal with other language experts 
analysed the English, Bengali, Oriya 
and Hindi textbooks of West Bengal, 
identified core areas and developed 
instructional strategies through 
discussion and workshop mode. 

The material developed under 
National Sanskrit Project include: two 
reference books titled Pathan Kaushal 
Bodhanam and S amanya Dosha 
Viveechanam, draft Model Sanskrit 
Book-I, two reference books were 
designed namely —Bal Katha 
Shikshanam and Samskrit Shikshaka, 
twelve modules on Sanskrit teachers 
training aspects, draft National 
Seminar Souvenir, Transcription work 


of Grammar Training programme, 
Manuscript of Teacher’s handbook, 21 
days Crash Course, Contents briefs on 
Sanskrit Grammar, Sambhashana 
Shikshan and teaching methodology 
for classroom training and Video 
Production Scheme. 

Training and Extension 

® A training programme for Resource 
Persons in Sanskrit teaching 
was conducted from 28 July to 
1 August 2003 at New Delhi. Nine 
teachers and subject experts 
participated in the programme. 

« A seven-day training programme 
for Resource Persons in Hindi 
teaching was organised from 6 to 
12 January, 2004 at New Delhi. 
Thirty teachers from Kendriya 
Vidyalayas, Navodaya Vidyalayas 
and Delhi Administration 
participated in the programme. 

• Under National Sanskrit Project the 
training/orientation pro-grammes 
conducted include: Six days 
Sanskrit Grammar Training 
Programme, (June 2003); 
Orientation Programme for Sanskrit 
Teachers of Secondary Schools of 
Goa, (October 2003); and ten days 
Orientation Programme for Sanskrit 
Pandits of Andhra Pradesh and 
Sanskrit teachers of SCERT, 
Karnataka, (March 2004). 

® A five-day Training programme on 
Methodology of Teaching Social 
Science at Upper Primary and 
Secondary stage was organised 
from 29 December 2003 to 2 
January 2004 at Ajmer for 14 Key 
Resource Persons from the States 
of J&K, Rajasthan and UT of 
Chandigarh. The emphasis was on 
foundation, application and skill 
part of the methodology. 

• A five-day training programme on 
Methodology of Teaching Learning 



of Hindi Grammar at Secondary 
Stage was organised from 22 to 
26 December, 2003 at SIE 
Chandigarh for 36 Key Resource 
Persons from the States of J&K, 
Haryana and UT of Chandigarh. 
Keeping in view the current status 
of teaching Hindi at Secondary 
Stage an attempt has been made 
to solve the problems of teaching 
Hindi grammar. The need to 
use child centered questioning 
technique and to follow different 
activities to make language 
teaching more interesting and 
original was highlighted. 

9 A five-day training programme in 
Teaching Learning of English at 
Secondary Level was organised 
from 13 to 17 October, 2003 
at Ajmer. Twenty-nine Key 
Resource Persons from U.P. and 
Uttaranchal participated in the 
programme. 

* The participants were acquainted 
with recent methods of teaching 
English. Their knowledge of 
English Grammar and phonetics 
was updated. As planned, special 


attention was laid on newly 
developed textbooks and teaching 
of poetry. The transactional mode 
included lectures, demonstrations, 
discussions, questioning, situatio¬ 
nal and inductive approaches. 

® An orientation programme on new 
trends in language teaching was 
organised from 19 to 23 January, 
2004 at Bhopal for teacher 
educators drawn from IASEs and 
CTEs of the region. Seventeen 
teacher educators benefitted from 
the programme. 

« National Seminar on ‘Sanskrit 
Education: Status and Strategies’ 
was held from 8 to 10 April, 2003 
in NIE Campus. Eighty-seven 
school teachers participated in 
this programme. 

® National Seminar on ‘A Fresh Look 
at History’ was held at RIE, Bhopal 
on 10-11 November, 2003. 

National Population Education 
Project 

The National Population Education 
Project (NPEP), that is being 
implemented during the Tenth Five 
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Year Plan as a Government of India 
Project, focused on two major 
objectives during 2003-04. The Project 
activities aimed at facilitating and 
promoting integration of emerging 
population and development concerns 
in the syllabi, textbooks and other 
aspects of school education. 
Integration of concerns like sustainable 
development, gender equality and 
equity, family: its changing structure 
and roles, health and education: key 
determinants of population change are 
critical for attaining the national goal 
of population stabilisation. 

Since the inception of the project 
in 1980, although project activities in 
the areas of development, training, 
advocacy, co-curricular, evaluation 
and research, monitoring and 
coordination are being undertaken in 
collaboration with the concerned 
institutions related to school education 
in 30 States and UTs. During the year 
2003-04, certain noteworthy tasks 
were accomplished. 

A Project Status Survey (1980- 
2002 ), covering a period of more than 
two decades was conducted. The 
Survey Report not only presents the 
status of the project but also highlights 
its two major success stories. The 
integration strategy which is in 
consonance with the postulates of the 
National Curriculum Framework for 
School Education, has proved to be 
successful and effective. Moreover, it 
also highlights that the co-curricular 
activities as a strategy for creating 
enabling environment and more 
importantly for development of skills 
among learners needs to be replicated 
on a larger scale. Two significant 
materials were developed — Skill 
Development in Adolescence 
Education a Training Material; and 
Reconceptualised Framework of 
Population Education : A Training 


Material. These materials were used in 
the training programme in adolescence 
education for state resource persons 
drawn from State Population Education 
Cells and selected DIETs were trained. 

A major contribution was made by 
providing technical support to all the 
States and UTs in the implementation 
of the project and particularly in the 
organisation of various kinds of 
activities on important events like World 
Population Day, World AIDS Day, 
Population Education Week, Women 
Education Day, Long Distance Run and 
Special Lectures on Population and 
Development, A number of tasks were 
performed for effective monitoring of the 
project, coordinating with national and 
international agencies and sending 
periodic progress reports to concerned 
authority. 

The following activities have also 
been undertaken/completed: 

1. A Study on impact of Adolescent 
Education on Adolescent Repro¬ 
ductive Behaviour—Report writing 
is in progress. 

2. A Study on Awareness and Attitude 
of students from DMS, Mysore on 
Adolescence Education — Report 
writing is in progress. 

3. A three-day training programme in 
HIV Aids Education for Teacher 
Educators for Andhra Pradesh was 
held from 7 to 9 October, 2003. In 
this context an Awareness Training 
package on HIV Aids Education for 
Teacher Educators and RPs has 
been prepared for dissemination. 

4. A five-day training programme 
on Reconceptualised Issues of 
Population Education for SCERT 
and DIET faculty of Uttar Pradesh 
was held from 16 to 20 January, 
2004 at Lucknow, with an objective 
to make trainees aware of 
reconceptualised issues of 
population education, adolescence 



education and also to acquaint 
them with the aspects of National 
Policy on Population-2000 and to 
develop appropriate skills to 
transact this curricular area 
effectively. Twenty-four faculty 
membei's attended the course.

Chapter 



Environmental Education 


Environmental education, an integral 
component of school curriculum, tries to 
create awareness among the young learners 
for protection and preservation of the 
environment in general. Accordingly, 
environmental studies was made an 
independent subject at the primary level 
and topics related to environment were 
suitably infused with different science and 
social science subjects at all the stages of 
school education. 


Environmental Education 

Environmental education is education 
about the environment, through the 
environment, and for the environment. 
Being an integral component of school 
curriculum, it tries to create 
awareness among the young learners 
for protection and preservation of the 
environment in general. A large 
number of organisations both 
governmental and non-governmental 
are engaged in environmental 
education involving school system. 

If the world has to survive and give 
a natural healthy surrounding and a 
stress-free life to the humanity, 
consciousness about environment 
must be generated. It is imperative 
to give a better understanding of 
the way the world functions, the 
unscrupulous assault on the natural 
resources and environment, pollution 
of air, contamination of water, damage 
and disfigurement of land, and how 
human race alters the environment. 
As a result, the world has become 
uninhabitable for the present 
generation with an ominous pointer for 
the future generation. 

Environmental issues attracted 
popular attention and it was felt 
that education had to respond 
appropriately to this crying need of the 
time. The NCERT has well understood 
the prime importance of this fact 
and has incorporated environmental 
development concerns in its Curriculum 
Framework for School Education and 
the corresponding syllabi published in 
1975, 1988 and 2000. The National 
Policy on Education-1986 (reviewed in 
1992) stated: “There is a paramount 
need to create a consciousness of the 
environment. It must permeate all 
ages and all sections of society, 
beginning with the child. Environmental 


consciousness should infonn teaching 
in schools and colleges. This aspect will 
be integrated in the entire educational 
process”. Accordingly, environmental 
studies was made an independent 
subject at the primary level and topics 
related to environment were suitably 
infused with different science and 
social science subjects at all the stages 
of school education. Books under 
‘Reading to Learn’ series were brought 
out to highlight a number of 
environment related subjects and 
concerns. Emphasis was also laid 
on teacher orientation-cum-training 
in the subject and a number of 
training modules were developed by the 
NCERT. 

NCERT has been involved in 
the MHRD sponsored scheme, 
Environmental Orientation to School 
Education, development of suitable 
teaching-learning materials and 
capacity building among the educa¬ 
tional functionaries. Following the 
recommendations of NCFSE-2000, at 
the level of Classes I and II all the three 
subjects—the Art of Healthy and 
Productive Living, Language and 
Mathematics, are to be woven around 
the immediate environment of the 
learner. In Classes III-V, Environ¬ 
mental Studies is treated as a separate 
subject. In Classes VI-X, Environ¬ 
mental Education (EE) has been 
integrated suitably in social science, 
languages and science and 
technology. At the higher secondary 
level, besides integrating topics related 
to environment in various subjects 
appropriately, conservation education 
and disaster management education 
have been included along with the 
traditional subjects. In the Vocational 
Education stream, EE and rural 
development have been suggested as 
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a part of the General Foundation 
Course at this stage. 

Despite these initiatives, it has 
been felt that although a fair amount 
of information about the environment 
is being given through textbooks, it has 
not succeeded to generate a concern 
that may lead to effective action for 
conserving and further improving the 
environment. It is felt that, EE should 
emphasise the emotional and 
attitudinal aspects of the learners 
personality along with the requisite 
cognitive component most of which is 
available in the different subject 
textbooks. A value based, action 
oriented course of Environmental 
Education would provide education 
through direct exposure to the 
environment, learning by doing, 
exploring and problem solving. This 
would lead from knowledge to feeling 
and finally to appropriate action which 
may further lead to meaningful and 
effective environment friendly 
attitudes and corrective action. 

In this regard, the Hon'ble Supreme 
Court of India, in its judgement dated 
18 December, 2003, directed the 
NCERT to prepare model syllabus of 
Environmental Education for all stages 
of school education. To respond to this, 
an Environmental Education Group 
(EEG) was constituted under the 
Chairmanship of Director, NCERT on 
24.12.2003. A strategy to prepare the 
syllabus of Environmental Education 
(EE) was chalked out. The first step 
was to review and analyse the syllabus 
and the textbooks of the NCERT and 
from four states viz., Madhya Pradesh, 
Orissa, Karnataka and Rajasthan 
from the point of view of environmental 
education components. The EEG also 
reviewed the related literature: books, 
awareness and instructional 
materials, research publications and 


various reports as being available on 
EE. The EEG with a view to utilise the 
vast experience, wisdom and expertise 
available in the country invited 
comments and suggestions on the 
issue of EE from the constituent units 
of the NCERT and a large number of 
individuals and institutions actively 
engaged in promotion of environment 
and Environmental Education in the 
country. The entire input received from 
the consultation and discussions, was 
critically analysed internally at the 
NCERT to draft the syllabus of EE for 
different stages/classes of school 
education. 

In order to ensure an extensive and 
thorough discussion on the draft 
syllabus and the major issues crucial 
to the introduction of EE in schools, a 
two-day National Consultation Meeting 
was organised in the NCERT during 
13 to 14 February, 2004. The deliberations 
focussed around the issues like scope 
and dimensions of EE at different levels 
of school education; modalities of 
introducing EE without Increasing 
curriculum load; EE as an instrument 
for inculcating healthy, personal and 
social attitude toward environmental 
development; EE curriculum and 
syllabus; pedagogy and transaction; 
role of community; evaluation 
strategies; implications 

of EE for teacher education etc. 
Eminent experts, environmentalists, 
educationists, teachers, university 
departments, institutions (governmental 
and non-governmental) working in the 
field of environment and EE 
participated in the meeting. Based on 
the recommendations received, the 
draft syllabus of EE prepared by the 
NCERT was revised thoroughly. 

With a view to proposing an effective 
implementation strategy, the second 
National Consultation Meeting for one 


day involving the Directors of SCERTs 
and Chairpersons of Central and State 
of Boards of School Education was 
organised on 13 March, 2004. The 
major issues deliberated upon in this 
meeting were: 

® EE in school curriculum: its place 
in relation to other subjects in 
terms of weightage, time allocation 
and teacher preparation. 

• Strategies of evaluation. 

* Management of implementation: 
provisions and mobilisation of 
resources, monitoring and 
supervision, support system and 
networking. 

The recommendations of this 
group were further utilised to improve 
and finalise the syllabus with the help 


of the internal and external experts 
for the submission to the Hon’ble 
Court. The syllabus aims at 
responding to the nationally felt need 
for educating the future citizens in 
the science and art of knowing and 
loving their environment, protecting 
it from further degradation and 
improving it for better and healthier 
living; and for securing sustainable 
development through judicious 
consumption of energy and natural 
resources.

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Examination Reforms 


NCERT undertakes many programmes 
related to educational measurement and 
evaluation particularly in the area of 
‘examination reforms’. This year the NCERT 
undertook the development of National 
Examination Reform Framework which has 
been visualised to set the guidelines for 
student evaluation at school stage in the 
years to come. 





Examination Reforms 

Examinations are the most vital part 
of any process of education. Keeping 
this in view the NCERT undertakes 
many programmes related to 
educational measurement and 
evaluation particularly in the area of 
‘examination reforms’. The programmes 
and activities in this area are,based 
on the thrust areas, as envisaged in 
the NPE-1986 and NCFSE-2000, like 
continuous and comprehensive 
evaluation, conducting achievement 
surveys, grading and capacity building 
of state personnel. The programmes 
for 2003-04 specially focussed on 
research, development of material 
related to educational evaluation, 
training of key resource persons in the 
area of educational evaluation and 
providing academic and technical 
support to both educational and 
examining agencies in the States/UTs. 
The highlight of this years programmes 
was the development of National 
Examination Reform Framework which 
has been visualised to set the 
guidelines for student evaluation at 
school stage in the years to come. 
Under extension activities a Conference 
of Chairpersons of School Boards of 
Education was organised to discuss 
the Examination Reform Framework 
and other current issues. 

RESEARCH 

A Follow-up Study of 
Implementation of School 
Based Evaluation Scheme 

The study is planned in three phases 
(2003-2006). The first phase (2003-04) 
covers development of a handbook for 
primary teachers to implement the 
school based evaluation scheme. The 
handbook titled ‘What Primary 
Teachers Need to Know about School 


Based Evaluation’ has been 
developed. The book contains five 
chapters namely Scheme and its 
Implementation Strategy, Concept of 
Evaluation, Evaluation in Scholastic 
Areas, Evaluation in Co-scholastic 
Areas, Diagnostic Tests and 
Remediation. This handbook is 
intended to be used by the master 
trainers to orient the teachers and 
educational administrators involved in 
implementing the scheme in selected 
Kendriya Vidyalayas and state run 
government schools in the states of 
Rajasthan, Orissa, Mysore and 
Madhya Pradesh. This handbook is 
prepared in English and has been 
planned to translate it in regional 
languages to reach a large number of 
primary teachers. 
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Factors Influencing Effectiveness 
of Secondary Schools of Delhi 

The study aims to find out the factors 
which influence the effectiveness of 
secondary schools of Delhi and to 
suggest ways and means to bring 
about qualitative improvement in the 
government schools. The data was 
collected from 83 schools comprising 
government schools, aided schools and 
private unaided schools. Physical 
facilities were found to be the most 
important factor for effectiveness of a 
school. The other factors that 
influence the outcomes of schools are 
school hours, school management and 
its support to the school, evaluation 
practices, teacher’s attitude and 
expectations, teacher qualifications 
and their efforts for professional 
development, school climate and 
leadership by the principal and 
teaching strategies coupled with 
the students’ socio-economic status' 
and their parents, occupation and 
involvement in schooling. The findings 
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will prove useful to the educational 
planners and administrators in 
working out inputs and interventions 
for the qualitative improvement of 
Delhi State schools. 

Achievement Survey at the end of 
Upper Primary Stage 

The Achievement Survey aims to study 
the achievement level of students of 
Classes Vll/VIH; to study the difference 
in achievement with regards to gender 
and social group, and to study the 
influence of home, school and teacher 
variables on student’s achievement in 
language, mathematics, social science 
and science subjects in all the states 
and UTs. 

In the current year achievement 
tests in language, science and social 
science and mathematics and 
questionnaires were provided to 
participating states/UTs. Achievement 
Survey was conducted in sampled 
schools of selected districts as per 
plan. The data entry was done mostly 
at state level on computers. The 
tabulation work was also carried out 
by the States. Framework of State 
Report was discussed with state 
coordinators along with analysis plan. 
Besides the analysis plan, framework 
for tables to be generated have been 
finalised.

meeting and tests in both subjects 
i.e,, Language and Mathematics were 
finalised. Besides this, three 
questionnaires i.e., school question¬ 
naire, teacher questionnaire and pupil 
questionnaire were also finalised. The 
procedure for the administration 
of tests and questionnaires was 
also discussed. Final tests and 
questionnaires were printed in 18 
languages to be administered in 30 
states and UTs. 

Achievement Survey at the end of 
Class V 

The final data received from 88,271 
students, 10,796 teachers and 4,787 
schools from 105 districts of 30 States/ 
UTs was analysed and the final report 
was prepared which is under print. The 
mimeographed report has also been 
sent to MHRD for further use in the 
conduct of SSA programme/project. 

Evaluation Practices across the 
States 

A ‘Study of Evaluation Practices at all 
Stages of School Education across the 
States’ was undertaken. A question¬ 
naire was developed to collect the 
information regarding existing 
evaluation practices in different 
States/UTs in the country. Out of the 
35 States, information was received 
from 32 States/UTs. The data was 
processed, analysed and categorised 
stage-wise presenting the evaluation 
at primary, upper primary, secondary 
and senior secondary level. 

DEVELOPMENT 

National Examination Reform 
Framework for School Education 

A draft document of National 
Examination Reform Framework for 
School Education was developed, The 
document was presented in the 13th 


Conference of Chairpersons of Boards 
of School Education. Observations/ 
suggestions received were 
incorporated in the document before 
presenting it in the consultation 
meeting of Directors of SCERTs/SIEs 
and Directorates of Education looking 
after elementary education in the 
states/UTs. In this way the document 
was discussed at all levels and was 
then finalised. 

Document on ‘Policy Perspectives 
in Educational Evaluation' 

The need for a document consisting of 
critical analysis of trends in 
educational evaluation at school stage 
in the country during the past five 
decades including the recommendations 
of various committees, commissions 
and policy statements reflecting on 
educational evaluation was visualised. 
Accordingly, this document was 
prepared. The document has two 
parts. The first part deals with the 
concept of educational evaluation, the 
trends of educational evaluation from 
ancient India till date and a critical 
analysis of efforts and their impact on 
evaluation practices in the country. 
Part two of the document consists of 
salient recommendations of various 
committees, commissions, policy 
declaration specially on examinations 
and evaluation procedures arranged 
chronologically. The document may 
serve as a source book for persons 
interested in the area of educational 
evaluation. 

Resource Material in Grading 
System 

Resource material regarding grading 
system was developed to orient Key 
Resource Persons to understand the 
importance of introducing grading 
system in school education. In all forty- 


one Key Resource Persons were 
oriented on 25-27 February, 2004 at 
Bhopal. 



Training Package in Evaluation of 
Fine Arts 

A Training package was developed in 
the Evaluation of Fine Arts subjects 
at Secondary level in the areas of 
Drawing and Painting, 

Bharathnatyam, Hindustani and 
Carnatic music. Training programme 
for 27 Key Resource Persons from eight 
educational districts of Karnataka in 
three areas was organised at DIET, 
Yeraierus, Raichur in new techniques 
of Evaluation of Fine Arts subjects and 
developed model for Evaluation based 
on new trends and techniques. 






Monograph on Evaluation 
Practices in Different Countries 


A monograph was developed on 
Evaluation Practices in different 
countries to have a wider perspective 
of educational evaluation that is being 
practised in various countries of the 
world. In order to formulate meaningful 
evaluation practices which can be 
applied to our educational system 
a comprehensive study of different 
areas of educational evaluation was 
made. These areas were grading, 
semesterisation, continuous and 
comprehensive evaluation, computer 
testing and performance based 
evaluation of laboratory work etc. In 
all fifteen countries i.e., USA, Canada, 

U.K., Germany, France, Australia, 

New Zealand, Japan, China, Malaysia, 
Portugal, Sweden, Egypt and Turkey 
were covered under the monograph. 

Another document titled "Grading: ' 

An International Perspective” has also 
been developed. The document covers % f 
grading practices followed in 40 
countries at school level. 
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Implementation Strategies for 
Introduction of Grades in Public 
Examinations

Development of implementation 
strategies for introduction of grades in 
public examinations was taken up with 
a view to motivate the state boards of 
school education to initiate action 
towards the introduction of grades 
both in the school based as well as 
public examinations. For this, a 
meeting of chairpersons of receptive 
boards i.e., Assam, Haryana, Kerala, 
Goa, Manipur and Madhya Pradesh 
was held to discuss the modalities. 
Subsequently, orientation and climate 
building programmes were held for 
Assam, Goa and Manipur boards. The 
Goa and Manipur boards have 
prepared an action plan for the 
introduction of grades in their states. 


TRAINING 


Interlinkages with Different 
Educational Agencies through 
Capacity Building in Paper Setting, 
CCE and Grading 



A number of training programmes 
were organised to build the capacity 
of key resource persons in educational 
evaluation, paper setting, continuous 
and comprehensive evaluation, error 
analysis and grading. These 
programmes are as follows — 

• One hundred eighty four paper 
setters of three boards i.e., 
Manipur Council of Higher 
Secondary Education, Gujarat 
Board of Secondary Education, 
Andhra Pradesh Board of 
Intermediate Education were 
trained in the development of 
balanced question papers in five 
days workshops held at Imphal, 
Vadodara and Hyderabad. During 
the training, sample question 


papers in different subjects were 
also prepared using new 
techniques. 

• Altogether , twenty-eight tribal 
teachers of tribal schools of 
Chhattisgarh were trained in a 
special programme organised for 
them on educational evaluation. 
The ti'ibal teachers were given 
grounding in the concept of 
continuous and comprehensive 
evaluation, preparing unit tests in 
different subjects and grading. The 
training material and the report 
of the programme were developed 
in Hindi. 

• A workshop on error analysis of 
pupils in the Board examinations 
was organised for 55 key persons 
of Manipur Board of Secondary 
Education. During the five 
days workshop common errors 
committed by students were 
identified for providing feedback to 
schools. The suggestions for the 
remediation were also provided. 
Four booklets containing the 
qualitative analysis of pupil errors 
in Class X Board Examination 
2003 in the subjects of 
Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry 
and Biology were brought out by 
the Manipur Board. 

• A three-day training programme 
in Grading was organised for key 
resource persons and the officials 
of the Assam Board of Secondary 
Education. The participants were 
trained in the concept of grading 
and how to award grades in 
examinations. 

• The head examiners of the 
Haryana Board of Education were 
oriented in using marking 
schemes appropriately for fair 
marking in examinations. A three- 
day training programme was 


organised in collaboration with the 
Board. 

• A series of one-day orientation 
programmes for Head Examiners, 
controllers of spot evaluation and 
other educational administrators 
were organised by the Haryana 
Board of School Education 
wherein the NCERT provided 
expertise by sending resource 
persons. 

• A five-day training programme 
was organised from 10 to 14 
November, 2003 at Mohali, Punjab 
on evaluation techniques in 
Science at+2 level. Thirty-six 
participants participated in the 
programme. They were given 
training in evaluation techniques, 
grading system, and preparation 
of blueprint and a question paper 
on the subject. The participants 
also prepared a question bank on 
the prescribed syllabus in 
Science. 

• A five-day Training Programme on 
Continuous and Comprehensive 
Evaluation (CCE) (Classes VI - Adi) 
was organised in 18 to 23 October, 
2003 at Ajmer. Twenty-eight Key 
Resource Persons from the states 
of J&K, Rajasthan, Himachal 
Pradesh and UT of Chandigarh 
attended the programme. Various 
dimensions of CCE, its need and 
scope, existing system, 
construction and preparation of 
achievement and diagnostic 
tests, non-scholastic evaluation, 
preparation of records, report 
cards etc. and their maintenance 
were discussed. The participants 
were also exposed to grading in 
evaluation and its strategy for 
implementation in their states. 

® A five-day training programme 
was organised at Bhubaneswar 


and prospective paper setters 
were oriented about the 
principles, format and design of 
different test items. The purpose 
was to develop competencies in 
ideal paper setting. 

• A five-day training programme in 
School Based Evaluation was 
organised for the KRPs of 
the Western Region. Eighteen 
participants of the region attended 
the programme. 


Conference of Chairpersons of 
Boards of School Education 


A two-day Conference of Chairpersons 
of Boards of School Education was 
organised from 20-21 November, 2003 
at NIE Campus, NCERT, New Delhi. 
Chairpersons or their representatives 
from 21 boards and COBSE officials 
participated in the Conference. 
Prof. R.H. Dave, an eminent 
educationist also made contributions 
in the deliberations of the Conference. 

Three main presentations were 
made in the Conference. These 
were: National Examination Reform 
Framework, Introduction of Grading 
System in Schools and Implementation 
of Continuous and Comprehensive 
Evaluation Scheme. Various reco¬ 
mmendations that emerged in the 
conference for implementation of above 
reforms were formulated.

Educational Psychology 

Qualitative improvement in school 
education through the application 
of the disciplines of Educational 
Psychology, Guidance and Counselling 
is one of the major concerns of 
the NCERT. The NCERT has been 
conducting training of school teachers, 
teacher educators and counsellors in 
these areas.lt is also offering Post 
Graduate Diploma Course in Guidance 
and Counselling in the four Regional 
Institutes of Education of NCERT and 
an International Diploma Course in 
Guidance and Counselling at the 
Headquarters. As a nodal agency for 
guidance and counselling in the 
country, the NCERT has been assisting 
the state level guidance agencies in 
providing these services to schools. 

RESEARCH 

Evaluation of NCERT Psychology 
Textbooks for Classes XI and Xfl 

The NCERT conducted rational and 
empirical evaluation of the textbooks of 
psychology entitled : (1) Introduction to 
Psychology Part - I (Textbook for Class 
XI) and (2) Introduction to Psychology 
Part - II (Textbook for Class XII).The 
rational evaluation was based on 
thecontent evaluation of the textbooks 
by two external experts as well as by 
the project coordinator related to 
different aspects of the textbooks. The 
content evaluation was analysed both 
qualitatively and quantitatively. The 
report of the rational evaluation entitled 
“Rational Evaluation of Textbooks in 
Psychology at Higher Secondary Stage” 
was prepared. In order to undertake 
empirical evaluation, a sample of 
teachers drawn from schools using 
NCERT’s psychology textbooks was 
identified. They were oriented about 


the tool to be used for empirical 
evaluation in a meeting held on 18 
August, 2003 and a set of guidelines 
were provided to them. The reports of 
both empirical and rational evaluation 
will be used to provide needed inputs 
for further improvement in the quality 
of the textbooks. 

TRAINING 

International Diploma Course in 
Guidance and Counselling through 
dlstance/Online Mode In 
Collaboration with COL 

A Memorandum of Agreement (MOA) 
has been signed between NCERT and 
Commonwealth of Learning (COL) 
Vancouver, Canadain November, 2003 
to launch an International Post 
Graduate Diploma Course in Guidance 
and Counselling through distance/ 
online mode. The course has been 
designed to train in-service teachers/ 
teacher educators from countries in 
South East Asia and Africa who would 
work as teacher counsellors in schools 
and teach guidance and counselling 
in teacher training colleges respectively. 
An Advisoiy Committee comprising 
experts drawn from 

the fields of psychology/guidance/ 
counselling/distance education was 
constituted for formulating course rules 
and undertaking activities for 
implementation of the course. A 
syllabus of the course has been 
developed and reviewed by experts 
drawn from within the country and 
abroad.The syllabus consists of a 
detailed course content of theory and 
practice as well as the course 
requirements in the form of eligibility 
conditions, course rules, procedure of 
evaluation etc. The process of material 
preparation in print form has been 
initiated and themes and topics for 
preparing print modules have been 



identified. A workshop for training of 
module writers in principles and 
elements of instructional design for 
preparing self-learning materials was 
conducted by an international expert - 
Mr. Bruce Thompson from British 
Columbia, Canada. The format and 
guidelines for preparing modules were 
also finalised in the workshop.Steps 
have been initiated for development of 
audio/video and web based materials 
on selected themes. 



EXTENSION 

National Library of Educational and 
Psychological Tests {NLEPT} 

The National Library of Educational and 
Psychological Tests (NLEPT) continues 
to serve as a resource centre for 
educational and psychological tests, 
thereby offering assistance to the 
researchers working in the area of 
psychology, education and guidance 
counse-lling. At present, NLEPT houses 
more than two thousand Indian and 
foreign tests/scales/inventories. A large 
number of researchers, teachers and 
other professionals use the NLEPT for 
reference purposes. During the year 
latest tests in the area of intelligence, 
aptitude, achievement, adjustment, 
creativity, attitude, interest, values, self- 
concept, personality, socio-economic 
status, child development, etc. have 
been procured.

Post-Graduate Diploma in Guidance 
and Counselling 

Post-Graduate Diploma Course in 
Guidance and Counselling (PGDGC) 
continues to be organised by the four 
Regional Institutes of Education 
(RIEs) located at Ajmer, Bhopal, 
Bhubaneswar and Mysore .The PGDGC 
aims at preparing professional 
counsellors to work in educational 
institutions at central and state levels 
including schools.The course involved 
intensive theory and practical work 
besides field visits, guest lectures, 
educational tours and practical 
demonstrations, etc. During 2003-04 
about 70 students participated in 
these courses. 


Guidance and Counselling 
Laboratory 


Guidance and Counselling Laboratory 
is being updated and enriched by 
procuring and developing materials in 
the area of guidance and counselling. 
The laboratory consists of guidance 
and counselling related literature, tests 
and other materials including 
audio-video materials. The guidance 
laboratory caters to the needs of the 
guidance/counselling practitioners/ 
teachers/trainee counsellors for 
use in their guidance/counselling 
work, and provides support to the 
guidance related prog-rammes of the 
department. A monograph entitled 
‘Setting up a Guidance Centre in 
Schools’ has been developed which 
would serve as resource material for 
the guidance functionaries across 
the country. 
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National Seminar on Psychology In 
the Indian Traditions: Conceptual 
and Methodological Issues for 
Indian Schools 

A three-day National Seminar on 
Psychology in the Indian Traditions: 
Conceptual and Methodological Issues 
for Indian Schools was organised 
from 22 to 24 December, 2003 at New 
Delhi.The programme was visualised 
as a national level initiative to 
plan a course of action to bring 
Indian psychological traditions in 
proper perspective, particularly the 
conceptual and methodological issues 
relevant for schooling. The seminar 
addressed to a wide range of issues 
and themes, both conceptual and 
practical, such as : Perspectives on 
Indian Psychology; Cognition and 
Consciousness; Indian Psychological 
Traditions - Implications for Pedagogy; 
Self and Personality; Perspectives on 
Mental Health; Development of Values, 
Virtues and Attitudes; and Spirituality 
and Well-being etc. Approximately 
eighty participants comprising eminent 
psychologists, teacher educators, 
representatives from NGOs and 
professionals from different 
disciplinesparticipated in the seminar 
and presented papers on different 
themes. Dr. Vallabbhai Kathiria, 
Honourable Union Minister of State for 


Human Resource Development 
inaugurated the Seminar. The key 
note address was delivered by 
Prof. K. Ramakrishna Rao, Former 
Vice-Chancellor, Andhra University. 
Prof. Kireet Joshi, Chairman, Indian 
Council of Philosophical Research, New 
Delhi delivered a special address on 
Indian Psychology and Education. 

Maladjustment of Students at 
Residential Schools 

NCERT provided academic support to 
the Navodaya Vidyalaya Samiti’s 
two-day workshop for the teachers 
of Navodaya Vidyalayas on 
“Maladjustment of students at 
residential schools” from 19 to 20 
March, 2004.Teachers drawn from 50 
Navodaya Vidyalayas participated in the 
workshop held at Jawahar Navodaya 
Vidyalaya, Shyampuf, Sihore (Bhopal).

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Value Education 

NCERT, under the aegis of its National 
Resource Centre for Value Education 
(NRCVE), has undertaken various 
programmes to realise the objectives 
of value based education at school 
stage in the countiy. The goals and 
functions of the centre are to : (i) 
develop plans, programmes and 
activities for value orientation of school 
education, (ii) design strategies for 
implementing the plans and 
programmes, (iii) develop educational 
materials and other aids, and (iv) serve 
as a treasure house-cum-reference 
library of books, journals, training 
packages, audio and video materials 
related to value education. 

RESEARCH 

Promoting Research and 
Innovations in Value Education 

The research proposals received from 
University Education Departments, 
Teacher Training Institutes and NGOs 
in response to NCERT brochure 
entitled ‘Promoting Research and 
Innovations in Value Education’ 
highlighting research themes were 
scrutinised by the Screening 
Committee and eight research 
proposals were approved for funding 
during 2003-04. These mainly relate 
to the study of value orientation, value 
preferences, values in Indian tradition, 
development of values through co~ 
curricular programmes, and case 
studies of the value education 
programmes of institutions. 

DEVELOPMENT 

Monograph on Values of Science 
and Scientific Temper 

The monograph has been developed for 
the teachers to help them understand 


the essence of scientific method, the 
concept and characteristics of 
scientific temper, the methods of 
developing scientific temper amongst 
students, the application of scientific 
method to all aspects of everyday life 
including spiritual pursuits etc. The 
monograph provides guidelines and 
practical strategies for inculcation of 
scientific temper not only among the 
teachers and students but also in the 
masses to change the mindset of the 
people so that they could adapt to the 
changing science and technology 
world. The monograph will be used in 
pre-service and in-service teacher 
education programmes in general and 
value education programmes in 
particular. 

Monograph on Integration of Values 
in Teaching of Social Sciences and 
Languages in Schools 

The monograph consists of guidelines 
and exemplar ideas for teachers and 
teacher educators for integrating value 
components in the textual material 
for teaching of Social Sciences and 
Languages (English and Hindi) 
covering primary to secondary school 
stages. The specific contents include 
the need and concept of integrated 
approach in the context of values; 
curriculum and textbook as source of 
values; understanding values inherent 
in social sciences and languages; 
teacher as the role model; pedagogical 
considerations and strategies for 
integration of values; exemplar lesson 
ideas for integration of values etc. The 
monograph is intended to be used in 
the teacher training programmes on 
value education. 

Monograph on Values in the Context 
of Inclusive School 

A monograph has been developed for 
teachers and teacher educators to help 


them understand and inculcate values 
in the context of inclusive school. The 
monograph includes the concept of 
inclusion, values to be inculcated, 
the existing practices, the role of 
teachers/teacher educators/parents 
and administrators for inculcation of 
values in inclusive school, and 
strategies for inculcating values. 

Monograph on Values of Integrated 
Personality 

The monograph includes meaning of 
integrated personality and its 
implications, western and Indian 
perspectives, role of family/school/ 
community in promotion of integrated 
and balanced personality and 
harmonious life. The monograph has 
been written for the teachers in view 
but parents and general public may 
also be benefited by it. 

Integration of Values in Pre-service 
Teacher Education Programmes at 
Secondary Level: An Exemplar 
Training Design 

An exemplar training design has been 
prepared suggesting guidelines for 
integration of values in the pre-service 
secondary teacher educators. The 
training design includes the framework 
of values to be transacted, the potential 
areas in the B.Ed. curriculum where 
values can be incorporated, the 
methods of transaction and evaluation, 
the activities and exemplar lesson 
plans etc. using different components 
of the curriculum i.e. theory, practical 
and practice teaching. The document 
will be disseminated to the key teacher 
training institutions in the country for 
use by the teacher educators. 

Strategies for the Integration of 
Values with Teaching-Learning of 
Science and Technology at Secondary 
level are also being developed. The 


strategies were discussed in an in- 
house meeting at RIE, Bhopal during 
September, 2003. 

Data Base in Value Education 

Development of data base in value 
education is a continuing activity of the 
NRCVE. It includes information about 
the organisations, both NGOs and 
Government level organisations, 
working in the area of value education. 
The data collected through the 
questionnaire included information 
about the organisations and their value 
education activities such as teaching¬ 
learning material developed and 
published, training imparted, research 
studies undertaken, their national and 
international affiliations and the 
number of primary, secondary, senior 
secondary schools, colleges, teacher 
training institutions, and other 
welfare organisations run by these 
organisations. The information 
obtained from these organisations is 
being compiled. The data will be 
classified and computerised for easy 
retrieval by the users. 

Training Design on Yoga for School 
Teachers 

On recommendation of the Core 
Committee on Value Education, 
MHRD, a training design on yoga for 
teachers in schools has been developed 
with a view to improve the quality of 
training for yoga teachers in the 
country. The document includes: 
Concept of yoga. Importance of yoga 
for school children. Status of yoga in 
school curriculum - Elementary, 
Secondary and Senior Secondary, 
Place of yoga in pre-service teacher 
education curriculum - Elementary 
and Secondary, Place of yoga in in- 
service teacher education programme, 
Proposed syllabus (content) on yoga for 
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pre-service teacher education 
- Elementary level and Secondary 
level, Training transaction modality at 
Elementary level and Secondary level, 
Evaluation of training programme on 
yoga, and Proposed in- service training 
design on yoga for Elementary teachers 
and Secondary teachers. 

Value Based Plays 

In order to orient teacher trainees to 
organise value based drama/plays, 
teacher trainees of RIE, Bhubaneswar 
were provided experiential activities of 
writing value based plays which were 
staged by students. Fifty-five teacher 
trainees participated in the activity and 
also documented their experiences. 

Case Studies of NGOs: Bhartiya 
Vldya Bhawan, Sankalp, Auroville 
Ashram and Interfaith 

Case studies of four NGOs such as 
Bhartiya Vidya Bhawan, Sankalp, 
Auroville Ashram and Interfaith were 
undertaken on the request of MHRD. 
The case studies include the critical 
appraisal of the programmes and 
activities being organised by NGOs for 
pupils and teachers, and the materials 
developed in print, audio-video form 
for inculcation of values. 

TRAINING AND EXTENSION 

Reference Library of the National 
Resource Centre for Value 
Education 

The reference library of the National 
Resource Centre for Value Education 
serves as a treasure house of a wide 
variety of educational materials related 
to value education. The reference 
library is being enriched continuously. 
The collection includes over 3500 
books on Indian concept of values, 
values enshrined in different religions, 


literature for children, training 
and instructional packages, journals, 
reports of various seminars conferences/ 
workshops, video cassettes and CDs 
related to value education. The material 
are used by students, researchers and 
professionals. 

Journal of Value Education 

The Journal of Value Education (JVE) 
provides a forum for a comprehensive 
exchange of ideas on issues related to 
universal, socio-cultural, moral, 
environmental and constitutional 
values and sound pedagogical 
strategies to inculcate relevant values 
in students, teachers, teacher 
educators, parents, educational 
administrators and policy makers. The 
journal provides multi-disciplinary 
forum for critical examination of issues 
such as science and technology, 
environmental conservation, 
sustainable development, human 
rights, health, sanitation, welfare of 
special groups like women, physically 
and mentally challenged, and special 
concerns like HIV/AIDS, crime, 
violence, etc. It contains philosophical 
discourses, reports of innovations, 
empirical and evaluative studies, 
surveys, critiques, book reviews on 
value education and critical evaluation 
of strategies, methods and processes 
of value education relevant to 
schooling. The journal also invites 
research notes, accounts of personal 
experiences and news about activities 
and programmes conducted by 
different government departments, 
universities, NGOs and other 
institutions in the area of value 
education, having relevance to school 
education. The January, 2003 issue 
(Volume 3, Number 1) and Special 
Issue of the journal on “Environmental 
Values" (Volume 3, Number 2, July 
2003) were released.

The lecture was attended by the faculty 
and staff of the NCERT and is also 
being published by the Council for 
wider dissemination. 

An extension lecture on the theme 
entitled “Environmental Concerns in 
School Education” was delivered 
by Prof.R.H.Dave, an eminent 
educationist and former Director, 
International Institute of Education, 
Hamburg, Germany on 7 January 
2004 at NIE Campus, NCERT. The 
lecture was attended by the faculty and 
staff of the NCERT. 

Evaluation of Programmes 
Implemented by the NGOs 

NCERT has evaluated the value 
education programmes implemented 
by 18 NGOs with grants received from 
MHRD under the scheme of 
strengthening culture and values in 
education. An evaluation proforma was 
developed for the purpose. The 
evaluation report is based on collection 
and documentation of the work of the 
NGOs, observation of on-going 
activities/ programmes and the 
discussion with the concerned NGOs. 

Orientation on Value Based

PGTs of Navodaya Vidyalayas and 
Lecturers of tribal schools of M.P. and 
Ch'hattisgarh have been oriented on 
Value Based Education.

Teacher Education 

Teacher education is the most crucial 
input in the field of school education. 
The policies prepared for schools are 
to be implemented by the teachers and 
teachers have to be prepared 
accordingly. The NCERT, therefore, 
addresses itself to the task of 
formulation and organisation of 
teacher education programmes both 
pre-service and in-service. The 
programmes and activities in this area 
focus on research, development of 
materials, teacher preparation at pre¬ 
service level, capacity building of 
teachers and teacher, academic 
support to the centrally sponsored 
institutes of teacher education like 
DIETs, SCERTs, CTEs and IASEs and 
Extension. 

RESEARCH 

Profiles of Heads of Elementary 
Teacher Education Institutions 

The NCERT studied the profiles of 
heads of elementary teacher education 
institutions with the aim to highlight 
the professional qualifications, work 
profile, commitment to job, socio¬ 
economic background, management 
style, difficulties faced and their future 
vision. A questionnaire was prepared 
comprising 48 items most of them 
being of the selection and supply type. 
There were some items of the rating 
scale and some open-ended type. The 
sample consisted of 208 heads of 
elementary teacher education 
institutions drawn from 20 states in 
the country. Findings of the study 
indicate that majority of the heads of 
elementary teacher education 
institutions did not have any published 
paper/article to their credit. The study 
suggests the need for special course 
for the preparation of teacher 


educators before their placement in 
teacher education institutions; 
improvement in the procedure of 
admission of student teachers and 
upgradation of the library facilities in 
the teacher education institutions. 

Professional Support System and 
Classroom Performance of Para 
Teachers 

Towards the last decade of twentieth 
century a new category of contract 
teachers has emerged on the horizon 
of elementary education in India. 
Popularly known as para teachers, the 
scheme in different states of the 
country encompasses both formal and 
alternative education system. The cost 
effectiveness of para teacher scheme 
is an attraction for the State 
Governments in their effort to expand 
the reach of primary education to 
hitherto unserved habitations. 
However, the professional competence 
of these teachers in providing quality 
education to primary children is a 
matter of concern and debate. 

The sample of the study was drawn 
from three districts of Uttar Pradesh, 
i.e. Lucknow, Hapur and Allahabad. 
The total sample constituted 373 para 
teachers. The quantitative data was 
collected through field visits to training 
centres of para teachers, i.e. the DIETs 
when the training programme was in 
progress; classroom observation of 45 
para teachers of these three districts; 
focus group discussions and personal 
interviews with para teachers. Besides, 
quantitative data on perception of para 
teachers regarding various aspects of 
training programme organised by 
DIETs had been collected with the help 
of a questionnaire developed for this 
purpose. 

Findings of the study reveal that 
the present duration of 30 days 



training for para teachers is not 
adequate to prepare these teachers 
professionally. 

The training programmes have not 
been able to address the real 
academic needs of these teachers. 
Majority of these teachers were found 
engaged in teaching Classes I to V 
while training programmes organised 
by DIETs for these teachers remained 
confined to teaching at Classes I and 
II. The effect of lack of proper training 
was visible in the performance of 
these teachers. Many important 
issues and concerns were not given 
proper attention during training 
programme. 

Classroom transaction of these 
teachers remained dull and ineffective, 
though para teachers were found to be 
ready to understand and learn. 

Non-payment of honorarium in 
time; non-payment of honorarium 
directly to para teachers; and 
uncertainty about future had been 
reported to be major area of grievance 
of para teachers. 

The study has been completed and 
the report is available. 

Appraisal of the Functioning and 
Performance of IASEs 

The study is being conducted to 
evaluate the existing functioning of 
IASEs with regard to roles and 
expectations envisaged in Teacher 
Education Scheme and to assess their 
quality and quantity outputs. The 
study is essentially a field study using 
both quantitative and qualitative 
research techniques. Questionnaires, 
Institutions Observation Schedule and 
Guidelines for Case Study have been 
prepared to collect the data. Study 
constitutes all the 38 IASEs of the 
country. Questionnaire survey is being 
carried out to assess their functioning. 


Four IASEs, i.e. R.V. College, 
Bangalore, Radhanath Institute of 
Advanced Study in Education, 
Cuttack, Jamia Millia Islamia, New 
Delhi and Gandhi Vidya Mandir, 
Sardarshahar, Rajasthan have been 
selected for in-depth case study on the 
basis of input-output of the 
institutional activities and records 
available. The preliminary findings of 
the study reveal that by and large, 
IASEs have not shown sizeable value 
addition to the in-service teacher 
education or to the professional 
development of teacher educators in 
the country. The findings also reveal 
that the faculty members lack the 
professional competence and 
motivation and they do not have 
adequate academic and technical 
support to undertake research and 
innovations. 

Comparative Analysis of Two-year 
B.Ed. Programme of RIE, Ajmer 
with the One-year B.Ed. of MDS 
University, Ajmer 

This study has been undertaken with 
an objective to compare both the 
courses having different duration in 
relation to their syllabus, different 
methods/procedure adopted for 
intemship/practice teaching and time 
spend and number of lessons assigned 
for practice teaching and to know the 
reactions of the B.Ed. students 
about both the B.Ed, programmes. A 
workshop was organised to analyse the 
syllabus and to develop questionnaires 
for the B.Ed. students and teacher 
educators. The data was collected from 
the 60 students of one year B.Ed., 60 
students of two year B.Ed,, and 30 
teacher educators — 15 related to each 
programme. The item-wise inter¬ 
pretation was done. The report is still 
in process. 
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Evaluation of In-service Teacher 
Training Programmes of SCERT, 
Orissa 

Recognising the state need, a study 
was undertaken to evaluate the in- 
service teacher training programmes 
organised by SCERT, Orissa for its 
secondary teachers. The data were 
collected through observation of 
training programmes, interactions 
with programme coordinators, 
participating teachers, and resource 
persons to map out the realities of 
training needs, objectives, inputs 
provided, resource persons, cost 
effectiveness, follow-up action etc. 

Analysis of B.Ed Curriculum at 
Secondary Level of the Eastern 
Region 

Prevailing secondary level B.Ed. 
curricula of different universities in the 
eastern states were critically analysed 
to identify the existing training inputs. 
The analysis provides insights into the 
existing curricula in the region and 
suggests critical changes that are 
needed if the concern is to develop 
professionalism among the beginning 
teachers. 

DEVELOPMENT 

Curriculum Framework for Teacher 
Education 

National Curriculum Framework for 
School Education - 2000, time and 
again referred to the role of teachers 
and teacher education programmes as 
key factors in education. Thus, the 
Curriculum Framework for Teacher 
Education-2004 was developed to 
focus on new concerns of teacher 
education at different stages. The 
framework comprises eight chapters, 
which include context and concerns of 
teacher education for pre-primary, 


elementary, secondary and higher 
secondary stages. It addresses special 
educational needs of learners and also 
deals with in-service education of 
teachers and the management of 
teacher education system. The draft 
document was discussed with eminent 
educationists in various group 
discussions and national level 
meetings. 

Some of the major thrust areas of 
the framework are to prepare teachers 
to integrate indigenous knowledge in 
the theoiy and practice of holistic 
approach in the teaching of social 
sciences and science and technology; 
empower teachers to evolve culture 
specific pedagogy for the learners; 
develop teachers’ understanding of the 
impact of liberalisation, privatisation, 
globalisation and ICT. The curriculum 
also highlights the importance for 
enabling teachers to integrate values 
in all subjects/activities; appreciate 
and acquaint them with life skills; 
sensitising themselves towards 
environmental concerns, teaching 
effectively in an inclusive classroom; 
and developing competencies for an 
error free, responsive and transparent 
evaluation. 

Handbook for Teachers of 
Secondary Stage on Constructivist 
Approaches to Teaching and 
Learning 

The National Curriculum Framework for 
School Education (NCFSE - 2000) 
emphasises that curriculum content 
and its transaction must be relevant 
to the learners. It should help them to 
become independent thinkers, 
constructors of new knowledge and 
life-long learners. Social and cultural 
constructivists (Vygotsky, Windschitl) 
believe that learners actively create, 
interpret and reorganise knowledge 



when they reconcile formal 
instructional experiences with their 
existing knowledge, with the cultural 
and social knowledge and contexts in 
which ideas occur and with a host of 
other influences that serve to mediate 
understanding. Constructivism 
requires a pedagogical shift from 
, objectivist , to ‘constructivist’, ‘teacher 
centred’ to ‘learner centred’ teaching 
and from examination oriented to 
learning oriented evaluation. 
Understanding of these concepts and 
new teaching learning approaches 
must be provided to the teacher who 
is responsible for bringing about such 
reforms in the school system. Against 
this background, the Department of 
Teacher Education and Extension 
developed a handbook for teachers of 
secondary stage on ‘Constructivist 
Approaches to Teaching and Learning’. 
The handbook discusses philosophical 
assumptions and psychological basis 
underlying each of the teaching 
methods and illustrates the use of 
these teaching methods across the 
curriculum. An attempt has been made 
to integrate philosophical basis, 
psychological theories, methods of 
teaching and content of teaching. 
There are eight chapters in the 
handbook namely, Constructivism, 
Learner-Centred Approaches, Experi¬ 
ential Learning, Concept Mapping, 
Problem Solving, Investigatory 
Approach and Social Enquiry 
Approach, Each chapter contains a 
number of illustrations from different 
school subjects. 

Teaching Science and Technology 
at Secondary Stage - Self-Learning 
Material for Teachers 

The teaching of science and technology 
has undergone tremendous changes 
during past decades. The emphasis 


has shifted from teacher centred to 
learner centred instructions, 
individual subjects to integrated 
science to science and technology and 
abstract science to socially relevant 
science. All these changes call for a 
paradigm shift in science education. 
Teachers need to acquire new 
knowledge and skills and learn 
processes of acquiring new knowledge 
to meet the changing needs of the 
learners. The availability of resource 
material for teachers is an essential 
input for professional development of 
teachers. 

With the objectives of providing 
resource learning material to teachers 
to enhance their knowledge base of 
content and pedagogy, the Department 
of Teacher Education and Extension 
has developed Self-Learning Material 
for teachers of secondary stage on 
Teaching Science and Technology’. 

Self-Learning Material for 
Secondary Teacher Educators 

The role of secondary teacher 
education institutions is not limited to 
pre-service teacher education but also 
to impart quality in-service education 
to teachers and teacher educators. 
These institutions are supposed to 
work as, ‘think tank’ and to provide 
‘resource support’ to secondary 
schools through research; innovation 
and extension. Keeping the above role 
in view, NCERT has developed self¬ 
learning instructional material for 
secondary teacher educators. The 
material contains the self-learning 
modules like Policy Perspective of 
Colleges of Teacher Education, 
Developing Training Design, 
Identification of Professional Needs of 
Secondary Teachers, Organisation of 
In-service Teacher Training 
Programmes, Changing Thrust of 
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Secondary Teacher Education, 
Professional Growth of Teachers, 
Fundamental Duties and Human 
Rights Education, Inclusive Education 
and Culture Specific Pedagogy. 

Self-Learning Material for 
Elementary Teacher Educators 

The District Institutes of Education 
and Training (DIETs) are established 
as a sequel of NPE, 1986 to improve 
the quality of elementary education. 
These institutions are functioning as 
resource institutions and catering to 
the needs of respective district. But 
these institutions also need updating 
from time to time to meet new 
challenges. Therefore, the department 
has developed self-learning material 
for teacher educators of DIETs on the 
basis of emerging issues and new 
changes in a modular form. The 
modules on Changing Functions and 
Perspective of DIETs, Organisation of 
In-service Education, Inclusive 
Education, Integrating Environment 
Education with Language and 
Mathematics for Classes I and II, 
Mechanism of Innovation, Co¬ 
ordination, Community Participation, 
Lab Area of DIETs, Universalisation of 
Elementary Education, Information 
and Communication Technology, 
Culture Specific Pedagogy, Art of 
Healthy and Productive Living and 
Integrated Approach of Teaching Social 
Sciences at Upper-Primary Stage have 
been developed for the elementary 
teacher educators. 

Development of Instructional 
Materials on School Management 
for Newly Recruited Headmasters of 
West Bengal 

To empower the newly recruited 
headmasters of West Bengal with skills 
and strategies of school management, 


20 educational administrators and 
educators of West Bengal with the 
academic support of eight experts 
through a five-day workshop identified 
major areas and developed materials 
on various dimensions of school 
management such as school discipline, 
multi-grade teaching, use of 1CT, 
examination reforms etc. 

Restructuring of Teacher Education 
Curriculum for JBT Courses of 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands 

The existing Teacher Education 
Curriculum of Junior Basic Training 
(JBT) Courses of Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands was analysed and restructured 
with inputs following the guidelines of 
NCTE and National Curriculum 
Framework for School Education - 2000. 
The task was completed involving the 
teacher educators of Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands. 

TRAINING 

(A) Pre-service Teacher Education 
Programmes 

One of the major concerns of the 
NCERT is the development and 
operationalisation of innovative pre¬ 
service teacher education courses, viz. 
four-year integrated B.Sc., B.Ed./ 
B.Sc.Ed. teacher education course in 
science education, two year B. Ed. 
Secondary Course in Science and 
Humanities, one year M. Ed. Course 
in elementary education and a one 
year Post-Graduate Diploma in 
Guidance and Counselling in RIEs at 
Ajmer, Bhopal, Bhubaneswar and 
Mysore, The RIEs also have the 
facilities for Ph.D. programme. A total 
of 2033 students were on roll in 
various pre-service courses in the 
RIEs. The main emphasis of four-year 
Integrated B.Sc., B.Ed./B.Sc.Ed. 
Course is on quality, i.e. producing

Demonstration Schools 

The Demonstration Schools are 
integral parts of the RIEs and act as 
laboratories for trying out innovative 
practices in school education and 
teacher education. The teacher 
trainees enrolled in the various pre¬ 
service teacher education courses 
offered by the RIEs also undergo 
practical training in these schools. The 
primary teachers of D.M. Schools have 
been practising competency-based 
instructions in action research mode. 
They plan the instructions based on 
classroom data reflecting on the 
learning needs of children and 
remedial strategies. The Demon¬ 
stration Schools are affiliated to the 
Central Board of Secondary Education 
(CBSE), New Delhi and impart 
education from Classes I to XII through 
English medium. These schools also 


offer guidance and counselling 
facilities and have the unique 
distinction of having vocational 
courses at the + 2 level. 

The Scheme of School Based 
Assessment has been experimented in 
all four D.M. Schools’ primary sections. 
The main features of this evaluation 
scheme include continuous 
assessment of children in scholastic, 
co-scholastic (non-cognitive), personal 
as well as social aspects and use of 
Grading instead of marking scheme. 

(B) In-service Teacher Education 
Programmes 

Workshop on Content Methodology and 
Supervision of Student Teaching for 
Cooperating Teachers 

This workshop was conducted at 
Mysore from 30 June to 4 July 2003 
involving 58 secondary school teachers 




from Cooperating schools in the 
southern region. The workshop helped 
cooperating teachers and headmasters 
to understand various aspects of 
B.Sc.Ed. and B.Ed. internship in 
teaching programme. The lesson plan 
format, evaluation profile and the 
supervision of lessons by student- 
teachers were thoroughly discussed. 
This will help in developing confidence 
among cooperating teachers in 
monitoring and supervising the classes 
of B.Sc.Ed. and B.Ed. teacher trainees. 

Training Programmes in AIDS 
Education for Teacher Educators 

A three-day training programme was 
conducted at Mysore from 7 to 9 
October 2003 comprising 27 
participants representing DIETs, 
IASEs, CTEs and SCERT from Andhra 
Pradesh. The training programme 
aimed at creating an awareness and 
understanding among the participants 
about the complex inter-relationship 
between HIV/AIDS education and 
other critical variables like prevention 
and control of HIV/AIDS, drug abuse 
and sexually transmitted diseases. An 
awareness package in AIDS education 
was prepared keeping in view all 
aspects of HIV/AIDS. 

Training Programme on 
Organisation of Guidance 
Activities in Secondary Schools 

A five-day training programme was 
organised for teacher educators and 
heads of secondary schools of Andhra 
Pradesh from 3 to 7 November 2003 
at RIE, Mysore. Awareness was created 
on the importance of guidance in 
secondary schools. Twenty-seven 
teacher educators participated in the 
programme. They were trained in 
identifying the required resources for 
organising guidance activities and to 


organise and monitor guidance 
activities in schools. 

Training Programme on 
Supervisory Skills for Heads of 
Schools in Tamil Nadu 

A four-day training programme was 
organised by RIE Mysore at Chennai, 
Tamil Nadu from 26-29 February 2004 
for 25 Headmasters of Secondary 
Schools to improve the supervisory 
skills for effective monitoring, The 
training package will be disseminated 
through the Directorate of School 
Education, Government of Tamil Nadu 
which will be utilised for training the 
head masters with the help of master 
trainers. 

Orientation of Resource Persons 
(SSA Training Coordinators) in 
Contextual Adaptation and Use of 
Self-Learning Material 

For effective implementation of NCFSE 
- 2000 and the textbooks based on it, 
teachers need support material and 
training. Keeping in view this 
requirement of the teachers, the 
NCERT developed self-learning 
Material (SLM) for Teachers of Upper 
Primary Stage, Three self-learning 
packages have been developed and 
printed under the headings: 

» Teaching Science and Technology 
(self-learning material for teachers 
of upper primary stage). 

■ Self Instructional Package in Social 
Sciences for Upper Primary 
Teachers. 

« Awareness Package for Upper 
Primary Teachers. 

The objective of these SLMs is to 
enhance the knowledge base of 
teachers and to develop the desired 
teaching competencies among them. 

The Self-Learning Materials 
developed need to be tailored according 
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to the contextual requirements of the 
teachers. The context is of paramount 
importance as teachers teach in a 
variety of contexts and bring with them 
different kinds and levels of teaching- 
learning experiences. In contextual 
adaptation, socio-cultural environ¬ 
ment of learners is also important 
besides the resources available in the 
school and community. For contextual 
adaptation and effective use of SLMs, 
the resource persons from different 
states were provided orientation 
during a five-day programme (3-7 
November 2003) organised at NCERT, 
New Delhi. Twenty-nine Saiva Shiksha 
Abhiyan training co-ordinators 
from twenty-four states and union 
territories participated in the 
orientation programme and worked out 
strategies to adapt SLMs. 

School based In-service Education 
for Teachers (SBINSET): 
Organisation, Evaluation and 
Development of Training 
Methodology 

Research studies have very often 
emphasised the importance of link 
between the quality of education and 
adequacy of opportunities for 
professional development. In-service 
education and training of teachers is 
a planned activity practised both 
within and outside school primarily to 
develop the professional knowledge, 
skills and attitudes. School based 
INSET is a strategy of teacher 
development originated from the felt 
needs and real problem faced by the 
teachers in their everyday school life. 
Realising the importance and 
relevance of INSET, school based in- 
service training programme was 
proposed in order to develop a training 
methodology for wider replication. The 
major objectives of this project are to 


assess the contextual needs of the 
teachers, to develop training guideline 
and curriculum based on contextual 
problem and discuss, to organise 
school-based training and to evaluate 
its efficacy on teachers professional 
growth and school improvement. 
Sample of the present study comprised 
four primary schools of Municipal 
Corporation of Delhi (MCD) having 
children from slum, resettlement 
colonies and semi-rural belt. Both 
qualitative and quantitative research 
techniques were used to study the 
ethos of the schools, profile of teachers 
and students and identifying the 
training needs of the teachers. 
Based on teachers feed back, analysis 
of questionnaire (content areas), 
classroom observations - the training 
needs were identified both on 
contextual pedagogical issues and 
content areas (Maths, Hindi, English, 
Science and Social Studies). Multi 
mode approaches like self-study, 
assignment, on-site training were used 
for the organisation of SBINSET. Seven 
days on site training was organised on 
different identified content areas and 
pedagogical issues, The constructivist 
and collaborative training approaches 
were followed taking into consideration 
of the knowledge base of teachers and 
pedagogical content knowledge and 
identified hard spots in the content 
areas. The SBINSET was evaluated by 
the teachers in order to ascertain its 
efficacy in their professional growth and 
resolving contextual problems. The 
evaluation of the programme reveals its 
efficacy as most appropriate strategies for 
teacher development. The methodology 
of SBINSET evolved through this study 
can be replicated, modified and adopted 
by districts, clusters, block level or by 
school itself for continuing professional 
growth of teachers. 




Capacity Building of State Level 
Key Resource Persons 

In order to achieve the goal of quality 
improvement in school education, a 
number of in-service training/ 
orientation programmes have been

As a resource 
institution for vocational education 
and work education programmes, 
PSSCIVE develops curricula and 
instructional material and undertakes 
training, extension, research, and 
evaluation related activities and 
dissemination of information. It strives 
to ensure the uniformity of patterns 
in the context of national system of 
vocational education and to maintain 
quality and standard, including those 
of teaching profession and to promote 
excellence at all levels for various types 
of vocational education. 

RESEARCH 

Development of Vocational 
Education Programme for the 
State of Nagaland 

In order to develop Vocational 
Education Programme for the State of 
Nagaland, two faculty members from 
the Institute visited Kohima, Nagaland 
and held discussion with officers of 
thirty departments. The meeting was 
attended by the senior officers from 
SCERT, NBSE, State Project 
Implementation Unit, etc. The team 


members also had a meeting with the 
honourable Misnister of School 
Education, Government of Nagaland to 
apprise him about the need, aims and 
objectives of vocational education 
programme, Measures to overcome the 
difficulties likely to face during 
administering questionnaires were 
also discussed, The state government 
has agreed to collect the relevant 
information/data using these 
questionnaires. The filled in 
questionnaires will be returned to 
PSSCIVE by the Directorate for further 
action. 

Case Studies of NGOs 

The three NGOs selected for the 
case studies were: Don - Bosco Self 
Employment Research Institute, 
Kolkata; Vigyan Ashram, Pabal, 
Pune; and Mitraniketan, Thiruvanan- 
thapuram. PSSCIVE faculty members 
visited these NGOs, stayed there and 
observed the activities of students and 
teachers. They discussed the problems 
faced and the strategies adopted to 
overcome them with the key 
functionaries of the organisations. 
Information collected will be presented 
in the form of case studies and 
disseminated for wider circulation. The 
case studies of these reputed 
institutions are expected to set very 
good examples for other NGOs in the 
field of vocational education. 

Occupational and Manpower Need 
Assessment Survey 

The occupational and manpower need 
assessment of Ananthapur District of 
Andhra Pradesh was undertaken 
jointly by PSSCIVE and RIE, Mysore. 
Meetings with the concerned officials 
were held and secondary data collected 
from the Collectorate of Ananthapur 
District, Directorate of Economics and 



Statistics, Census Operations, NSSO, 
NABARD, Lead Bank, RDT 
Employment Exchange, DEO, DVEO, 
Department of Agriculture, Rural 
Development, Industries etc, from 
Hyderabad. Fifteen Mandals of 
Ananthapur District were visited and 
primary data collected from the target 
groups regarding employment 
opportunities and vocational education 
needs of the district. On the basis of 
the primary and secondary data 
collected by the project team, the 
report is being prepared.

The 
team members also had an 
opportunity to meet Hon’ble Chief 
Minister, Education Minister, 
Chairman, Jharkhand Academic 
Council and representatives of NGOs 
and Industry and apprised the 
dignitaries and officials about the 
activities of PSSCIVE; background and 
findings of techno-economic survey; 
and the need for promotion of 
vocational education programme in 
Jharkhand for socio-economic 
empowerment of its people particularly 
tire youth. 

NCERT Awards for Best Practices in 
Vocational Education 

Every year, the Institute organises a 
programme to give NCERT Awards for 
Best Practices in Vocational Education 
state-wise, with an objective to 
enhancing tire morale of the dedicated 
persons and to set examples for 
emulation by others to contribute 
towards qualitative growth of the 
vocational education programme in the 
country. The award giving ceremony 
was attended by educationists, 
administrators and vocational 
teachers, besides award recipients. 
Eighty nominations were received from 
19 States out of which 60 awardees 
from 18 States received awards in 
person. The recipients were vocational 
students, vocational teachers, 
principals of vocational institutions, 
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and representatives from collaborating 
industries, etc. The NCERT awards 
were given State-wise in five categories:

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Educational Techno logy 


Educational technology related tasks are 
largely undertaken by the Central Institute 
of Educational Technology (CIET) which 
functions at the headquarters. In addition, 
related tasks are also undertaken by other 
departments of National Institute of 
Education (NIE) and Regional Institutes of 
Education (RIEs). 
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Educational Technology 

Educational Technology constitutes a 
major area of activities of the NCERT. 
It involves utilisation of mass media 
for improving access, promoting equity 
and quality of education and 
management at the school level. 
Educational technology related tasks 
are largely undertaken by the Central 
Institute of Educational Technology 
(CIET) which functions at the 
headquarter. In addition, related tasks 
are also undertaken by other 
departments of National Institute of 
Education (NIE) and Regional 
Institutes of Education (RIEs). The 
activities undertaken include: 
assessment of needs, preparation of 
audio profiles of various target groups, 
designing of briefs and scripts, 
undertaking production of electronic 
media materials viz. audio, video, films, 
multimedia programmes and other 
teaching aids, training of state level 
personnel in the processes and skills 
of educational technology including 
operations concerned with installation 
and operation of audio and TV studios 
and post production activities; 
activities related to research 
and evaluation of the materials, 
programmes and systems, documen¬ 
tation and dissemination of materials 
and providing consultancy to the 
various organisations; experimen¬ 
tation with the emerging technologies 
for development of multimedia 
modules, computerised databases and 
animations. 

The CIET has a major responsibility 
of feeding telecast and broadcast 
services titled “Tarang” from DD 
national channel, dedicated cable 
channel "Gyan Darshan" and FM 
Radio network “Gyan Vani”. It is 
coordinating transmission of ETV 
programmes for school sector in 


collaboration with National Institute of 
Open Schooling (NIOS) and State 
Institutes of Educational Technology 
(SIETs) of Uttar Pradesh, Bihar and 
Maharashtra. Another important area 
includes coordination of activities of 
seven State Institutes of Educational 
Technology (SIETs) through guidance 
in academic, production, and technical 
matters and helping them develop 
capacities in various areas, i.e. 
assessment of needs, production and 
utilisation of educational media 
programmes. 

RESEARCH 

Monitoring and Evaluation of 
Viewers’ Responses 

The NCERT continued with its regular 
activities of monitoring and 
transmission of ETV programmes on 
DD-I and Gyan Darshan channels. 
Reports were prepared and discussed 
in .the weekly preview meetings. An 
annual report based on responses from 
the children and teachers on the 
various programmes has also been 
developed. In addition, responses from 
the viewers of “Tarang” received 
through their letters were analysed. A 
comprehensive report based on these 
responses is under preparation. 
Monthly programmes titled “Pattron Ke 
Uttar” based on letters received from 
viewers were developed and telecast. 

Impact Study of Scheme of 
Educational Technology 

Report of the research study titled 
"Impact Evaluation Study of Centrally 
Sponsored Scheme of Educational 
Technology” of the Government of 
India was completed. The study 
involved assessment of audio and 
video programmes of SIETs and CIET 
for their effect on learning achievement 
of the children in Classes III and V from 



the States of Uttar Pradesh, Orissa, 
Andhra Pradesh, Maharashtra and 
Rajasthan. The findings revealed that 
for all States except Andhra Pradesh 
the media programmes had significant 
effect on the learning achievements, in 
curricular as well as co-curricular 
areas, of children for both the classes. 
Perceptions of the teachers and 
parents were also obtained and 
suggestions for improvement of various 
transmission and non-transmission 
services given for enhancement of 
utilisation and improvement of the 
quality of the programmes. 

Studies on Effectiveness of 
Educational Video Programmes 

Research and evaluation studies 
completed included: (i) A study to 
assess the Effectiveness of ETV 
Programmes of CIET transmitted 
through Doordarshan/Gyan Darshan 
Channels, (ii) A study into the effective 
utilisation of Educational Television 
programmes in Delhi schools, (iii) A 
survey to elicit information from the 
headmasters and obtain views of the 
teachers on the utilisation and 
effectiveness of ETV programmes, and 
(iv) two studies to field test the video 
programme on “Aao Pahada Seekhen” 
for Class IV children and for testing 
efficacy of audio programmes on model 
reading based on lessons of Bal Bharati 
Class III. In addition, collection and 
analysis of data on achievement test, 
observation schedules and 
questionnaires were undertaken for 
obtaining perceptions of the teachers 
in Mathematics, Environmental 
Studies and Hindi from the children 
of Class V of 50 MCD primary schools. 

DEVELOPMENT 

Audio and Video Programmes 

Development of audio and video 
programmes for supporting curricular 


and co-curricular activities at the 
school level involves assessment of 
needs, designing of programme briefs 
and scripts, conduct of formative 
evaluation during the design 
and production of programmes, 
undertaking production and post¬ 
production work and their preview to 
develop good quality media 
programmes for different target groups 
of children, teachers, teacher- 
educators, parents and public at large. 
The process of selecting and 
prioritising themes is carried out 
through discussions in the script 
committee of the NCERT. Various 
production related activities 
undertaken were as under: 

Preparation of Programme Briefs 

Two hundred themes were selected in 
different content areas including 
language teaching, environmental 
studies, fundamental duties, 
value education, in Science and 
Mathematics etc. Briefs on 48 themes 
for teacher education programmes 
were prepared and edited. These 
pertained to diverse areas of 
curriculum development, elementary 
education, social studies and 
humanities, evaluation procedures 
and methodologies for transactions 
of instructions. 

Script Designing 

Scripts for video programmes were 
developed in the areas of 
Environmental Studies, Fundamental 
Duties for secondary level students 
and teachers, Art of Healthy and 
Productive Living (AHPL) and Plant 
Life, etc. Audio scripts were also 
developed in the areas of curricular 
concerns. Scripts were prepared on 
such themes as Municipal Committee, 
for spots on value education, "how to 
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look into the shabdkosh" etc. In 
addition scripts were also prepared on 
National Talent Search Scheme and 
River Ganga, Protecting Public 
Property, cultivation of scientific 
attitude and related to health series 
viz. typhoid and other diseases caused 
by polluted water and food, inoculation 
programme for various diseases. 
Moreover, a script for Pattron Ke Uttar 
was designed each month and sent for 
production on regular basis. 

ETV Productions 

During the year, 114 Educational TV 
programmes and two films were 
produced, In addition, 17 coverages of 
various events in the NCERT have been 
undertaken. Different series included 
programmes on Science and 
Mathematics (in Hindi), Value 
Education, Environmental Education, 
Grading, Semestrisation, National 
Talent Search Scheme, Hindi 
Literature, Art of Healthy and 


Productive Living (AHPL) for different 
levels of school education, 

Audio Productions 

The number of audio programmes 
produced during the year was 159. 
Break-up of the programmes in various 
series produced for children was: 
25 under Umang series for children 
in age-group of 5-14 years, 10 
under Bahurup Gandhi series, 14 
Programmes in Prarambhik Kahaniyan 
for children in age-group of 12-16 
years, 14 Programmes under Bal Geet 
and 9 Programmes under Katha Geet 
series for children in age-group of 3-8 
and 8-14 years respectively. Modem 
English Class VI (14 programmes) and 
Learning English (10). Programmes for 
teachers (34) included series of 
programmes on National Curriculum 
Framework 2000 and six audio spots 
for parents/teachers on value 
education were developed. Thirty-one 
programmes in Geography for senior 
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Production of an ETV Programme in CIET 


secondary classes and one programme 
on Hindi Sahitya Ka Itihas - Bhakti Kal 
for Class X students were also 
produced. 

Handbook on Educational 
Technology 

Two workshops on development of 
handbook on Educational Technology 
for teacher-educators of DIETs 
were organised to finalise the training 
handbook to enable the States to 
undertake training of ET branch 
personnel on their own. 

Training 

The CIET/NCERT provides profe¬ 
ssional training in various aspects of 
educational technology viz. designing 
of scripts, techniques of production 
and post production work (editing, 
animation and graphics), camera work 
and other studio operations. The 
training is also imparted to the 
teacher-educators at elementary and 
secondary level of school education. 
This covers basic concepts, skills 
related to production of media 
materials and their utilisation. The 


orientation and training programmes 
oi'ganised during the year were as 
follows: 

+ Two programmes on training in 
Multimedia Script Writing for SIETs 
and NCERT faculty. 

+ Training Course on Educational 
Media Script Writing and 
Programme Production for North- 
Eastern States. 

+ Orientation Course in Educational 
Technology for teacher-educators 
of North-Eastern States.

EXTENSION 

Transmission 

ETV programmes are telecast on DD-1 
and Gyan Darshan channels under the 
services titled Tarang. The Institute 



CIET TV studio-Prof. J.S. Rajput, Director, NCERTwith 
school children during an ETV programme 
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sent number of capsules of half an 
hour duration each per week for 
transmission on these channels. 
The duration of transmission of 
programmes on Gyan Darshan is 3 
hours and 40 minutes and on 
Doordarshan for 55 minutes each day 
from Monday to Friday. Further direct 
telecast of programmes from CIET 
premises was undertaken making use 
of microwave link for a duration of 4 
hours on each of these days. A large 
number of 250 audio programmes 
were foiwarded to IGNOU for broadcast 
on Gyan Vani FM Channels at 
Lucknow, Bhopal, Allahabad, and 
Delhi. These comprised 83 episodes of 
28 minutes each and addressed to the 
requirements of various age groups in 
different subject areas.

The CIET continued to serve South- 
East Asia’s Centre for Japan’s Video 
Library and received Betacam 
cassettes of all NHK award-winning 
programmes. These were made 


available to producers within the CIET 
and SIETs and other media 
organisations for reference. 

Video coverage was provided to 
30th Jawaharlal Nehru National 
Science Exhibition for Children held 
at Dehradun in November 2003. 
Exhibits prepared for the occasion and 
media programmes were displayed/ 
played back. Other extension activities 
included (i) updation and printing of 
catalogue of audio and video 
programmes till October 2003 and 
its distribution among various 
academic and media organisations; 

(ii) development of animated graphics 
to enrich the ETV productions; 

(iii) initiating work on updating and 
maintenance of archival material in the 
Central Film Library. 

Academic, and technical support to 
the activities of the SIETs also 
continued and included participation 
in the meetings of their governing 
bodies, executive committees and 
programme advisory committees. Four 
meetings of the Central Preview 
Committee were organised at tire CIET. 
The experts from media organisations 
viz, Doordarshan, All India Radio (AIR), 
National Institute of Open Schooling 
(NIOS), Indira Gandhi National Open 
University (IGNOU) and CIET 
previewed Educational TV and Audio 
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Gyan Darshan

Besides, the promotion of use of ICT in the 
day-to-day functioning in the Council, 
NCERT develops syllabus and instructional 
materials for computer education, develops 
interactive learning materials based on the 
new curriculum for different grade levels 
and different subject areas using 
multimedia technology. NCERFs website 
is an electronic resource on school 
education accessible globally. 



Computer Education 

The emergence of information 
technology and its possible role in 
schooling and education was 
highlighted by the National Policy on 
Education of 1986, the Programmes of 
Action (PoAs) documents brought out 
in 1986 and 1992 and the National 
Curriculum Framework for School 
Education - 2000. 

Therefore, integration of 
Information and Communication 
Technology (ICT) into the schooling 
process has been a major concern of 
NCERT. Development of syllabus and 
instructional materials for computer 
education, development of interactive 
learning materials, based on the new 
curriculum for different grade levels 
and for different subject areas across 
the school curriculum, using 
multimedia technology, enriching 
NCERT’s website as an electronic 
resource on school education 
accessible globally, developing training 
materials and imparting training to the 
teacher educators/key resource 
persons in Information Technology are 
the main areas of activity of the 
NCERT. The NCERT also provides 
guidance and facilities to students 
from various institutes/universities for 
partial fulfilment of their degree/ 
dissertations for MCA and allied 
courses. Besides, promotion of use of 
ICT in the day-to-day functioning in 
the Council was an area in which 
considerable input has been made. 

Development 

Development of multimedia learning 
materials based on the new curricula 
continued. The first outcome of this 
programme has been the software 
titled Milestones in Genetics. It is a 
multimedia compilation of important 


milestones in the science of heredity 
ever since its inception in 1850s till 
2003 when the full report of human 
genome project was available. Fifty 
and odd milestones have been 
identified; some of the important 
experiments and techniques have 
been assimilated. An extensive 
glossary makes the program accessible 
to ordinary readers as well as students 
of biology at the plus two stage. The 
program is available on CD. 

Development of other multimedia 
learning materials have resulted in 
the Beta versions of five pieces of 
interactive courseware on CDs meant 
for secondary and senior secondary 
students and their teachers. The titles 
include: 

+ Ray Optics 
+ Wave Optics 
+ Photosynthesis 

+ Hierarchy of Biological Diversity 

and Organisation 

+ Chemical Bonding and Molecular 

Structure. 

Locus, a multimedia program on 
mathematics for secondary schools is 
in the process of finalisation. It would 
help children comprehend some 
difficult concepts of mathematics. The 
program is at the final stage of coding. 

Training 




Six orientation programmes for 
teacher-educators from different 
States and UTs in the use of IT 
tools and IT- based learning resources 
were conducted. Duration of each 
programme was 12 days. Five 
programmes were held at the 
National Centre for Computer 
Education, NCERT, New Delhi. One of 
these programmes was conducted 
exclusively for teacher educators 
belonging to scheduled castes/ 
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scheduled tribes. The sixth programme 
was organised exclusively for teacher 
educators from north-eastern States 
at St. Anthony’s College, Shillong, 
Meghalaya. The total number of 
teacher educators trained during the 
year was 105. 

Out of these 105 beneficiaries, 19 
were from north-eastern States, 35 
belonged to schedules castes/ 
scheduled tribes and 29 were female 
participants. The participants were 
introduced to computer hardware, 
software and peripherals. There were 
extensive sessions on the use of 
various IT tools like word processor, 
data base management program, 
spreadsheet, presentation program, 
scanning/video capturing, inserting 
images, audio and video clippings, 
acquaintance with the Internet and 
e-mail and using regional languages. 
The programmes also included 
exposure to multimedia educational 
packages; evaluation of educational 
software; design and development of 
computer-based learning materials 
and computer viruses and vaccines. 
The emphasis of the orientation 
programmes was on hands-on 
experience. About 60 per cent of the 
total time was devoted to practical 
activities. Participants developed 
lesson plans in their areas of 
specialisation integrating ICT tools. 

It was expected that similar 
programmes would be organised by the 
participants in their own organisations 
for teachers of their own States. 

For in-house training of NCERT 
staff six week-long programmes were 
conducted on the use of computers in 
their work related situations. Seventy- 
five staff members of the NIE campus 
benefited from these six training 
programmes. 


The number of beneficiaries 
included 13 members of the academic 
staff, 24 of adminish-ative/ministerial 
staff and 38 Group D employees of 
NIE. These programmes were aimed 
at capacity building within the 
organisation. 

Fifty-five primary school children 
from the NIE campus, who were wards 
of the Council staff belonging to Group 
D, were trained in basic computer 
operation through two 5-day 
programmes. 

Training Programme in Computer 
Basics of DIETs and IASE Personnel 
of Rajasthan 

The programme was undertaken to 
train the Principals/Vice Principals of 
DIETs and Lecturers of IASE for the 
state of Rajasthan in computer basics, 
so that these personnel can effectively 
utilise the computer facilities available 
at their places. The modules prepared 
for the purpose of training in 
fundamentals of computer, MS office, 
MS power point, MS excel and window 
utilities were used. The participants 
were trained on the computers 
independently. They were also exposed 
to internet and e-mail facilities. 

Extension 

The bilingual website of NCERT has 
been updated regularly. Among other 
things, the NCERT website makes 
available detailed information about 
the Council’s publications. Presently 
the site is being overhauled with 
dynamic features. The new site will be 
put up shortly. 

Other Activities 

In addition to the above activities 
related to the PAC approved 
programmes, other activities in which 


the faculty of the DCETA was involved 
were the following: 

® Computer training programmes 
and sessions with international and 
national delegations and 
interaction with them to discuss 
about recent trends in ICT in the 
country. 

e Guidance to two students from L.N. 
Mishra Institute of Economic 
Development and Social Change, 
Patna (Bihar) on the projects to be 
submitted as partial fulfilment of 
the award of MA degrees.

After a two-stage selection procedure for 
the NTS, the NCERT not only awards 
scholarships to the selected candidates but 
also intends to organise suitable summer 
courses to nurture the candidate’s talent 
with the help and cooperation of reputed 
institutions of the country. 



Identification and 
Nurturance of Talent 

Hie NCERT, under the National Talent 
Search (NTS) Scheme, awards 
1000 scholarships including 150 
scholarships for SC and 75 for ST 
candidates each year. The purpose of 
this scheme is to identify brilliant 
students at the end of Class X and give 
them financial assistance towards 
getting good education so that their 
talent may develop further and they 
may excel in the discipline of their 
choice as well as serve the nation 
meaningfully. 

The selection of the awardee under 
this scheme is done at two stages. The 
first stage selection is done by the 
States and Union Territories through 
a written examination usually between 
October and December every year. On 
the basis of this examination, a 
stipulated number of candidates are 
recommended to the NCERT for the 
second level examination. The second 
stage selection involves both written 
examination and an interview for 
selecting the requisite number of 
awardees. The NCERT not only awards 
scholarships to these selected 
candidates but also intends to organise 
suitable summer courses to nurture 
candidates’ talent with the help and 
cooperation of reputed institutions of 
the country. 

RESEARCH 

An Appraisal of NTS Test ~ 2003 

Both Mental Ability (MAT) and 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) used for 
National Talent Search Examination - 
2003 were analysed for different 
parameters such as item difficulty, 
discrimination index and reliability of 
tests. The analysis reveals that some 
of the items, which do not discriminate 


between awardees and non-awardees, 
need to be replaced. Items in social 
sciences need to be set for higher 
difficulty level, The findings will be 
discussed with the moderators with a 
view to refine the test items to be 
developed in future for the selection 
of awardees. 

Poor Participation and Achievement 
of Girls In NTSE 

The causes of poor participation and 
low achievement of girl candidates of 
Uttar Pradesh in NTSE were studied 
(see Chapter 6). 

EXrENSION 

Nurturance Programmes of NTS 
Awardees with Eminent Scientists 

A one-day nurturance programme of 
NTS awardees with two eminent 
scientists - Prof. Yashpal and Dr. R.A. 
Mashelkar - was conducted in July, 
2003 at NCERT, New Delhi. They 
interacted with 74 NTS awardees 
from Delhi and neighbouring towns. 
Prof. Yashpal shared his past 
experiences with the students, 
especially on physics related 
problems and Dr. Mashelkar shared 
his experiences on chemistry related 
problems. 

A five-day nurturance programme 
was organised at the Homi Bhabha 
Centre for Science Education in 
October, 2003. Fifty-eight NTS 
awardees from Maharashtra interacted 
with the faculty of Homi Bhabha 
Centre for Science Education. The 
interaction involved guest lectures, 
expositional lectures, and lectures on 
historical development in Science 
and Mathematics apart from 
demonstrations and laboratory 
sessions in chemistry, physics, 
biology, mathematics and computer 
application.

II. Database activities for Policy 
and Programme 

All India School Education VII 
Survey (AISES) 

The NCERT plays an important role of 
providing basic inputs for formulation 
of educational plan and review 
of government policies through 
educational surveys and thematic 
studies. All India Educational Surveys, 
conducted from time to time in census 
mode, have been providing a very- 
broad spectrum of status and growth 
of school education. The Seventh All 
India School Education Survey 
was designed after in-house 
discussions, discussions with the 
MHRD, educationists, etc. Its date of 
reference is 30 September 2002. This 
survey is being jointly conducted by 
the NCERT, the National Informatics 
Centre and all the 35 State 
Governments/UT administrations. 
In this survey, for the first time, 
unrecognised schools, oriental 
schools, schools/centers under EGS 
and AIE Scheme have also been 
included. Besides these, enrolment of 


children with disabilities, enrolment of 
minority community, stagnation and 
dropout are some other new features 
of this survey. The survey is being 
conducted in two phases. In the first 
phase, the main survey is undertaken 
in census mode covering all rural 
habitations, towns and schools in the 
country. In the second phase of the 
survey, called Post Enumeration 
Survey (PES) data on important 
variables are being recollected to check 
the authenticity of first phase data 
from a sample of, (on an average) 50 
schools per district. Besides, data are 
also being collected to estimate the 
magnitude of stagnation and dropout, 
the gap between enrolment and 
attendance, and estimate of single age- 
wise enrolment. Training for collection 
and scrutiny of PES data have been 
imparted in 20 States/UTs during the 
year. 

Tools being used in the VII 
AISES are: (i) Village Information 
Form, (ii) Urban Information Form, 

(iii) School Information Form-1, 

(iv) School Information Form-2, (v) 
College Information Form, (vi) Special 
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School Information Form, and (vii) 
State Policies and Practices in School 
Education, A separate document 
‘Guidelines for Survey Officers' in 
English as well Hindi was also 
prepared and got printed. For Post- 
Enumeration Survey a separate 
questionnaire along with guidelines are 
prepared and printed in Hindi 
and English. 

The data have been collected from 
all the 35 States/UTs except part of 
data from few districts in the States of 
Bihar, Jammu & Kashmir and Orissa, 
The data of Provisional/Flash 
Statistics have been tabulated in 26 
States/UTs. Further, the data entry of 
main schedules of the Survey has been 
completed in 7 States/UTs. 

State Studies in School 
Education: Status, Issues and 
Future Perspectives 

Though NCERThas actively participated 
in evolving a national system of 
education in the country, the states have 
wide variations in educational structure, 
policies, initiatives, access, quality and 
resources. While some States have 
several success stories some other 
States are in the process of reaching 
national norms. The Education for All 
still remains to be achieved. In view of 
the above, to help States to develop 
their future education plans, to cope 
up with the new emerging challenges, 
to benefit from the successes of other 
States, etc., studies were launched to 
map the status, issues and future 
perspectives of school education. The 
projects are based in SCERTs/SIEs in 
the States. The Director SCERT/SIE 
is the Nodal Officer to conduct the 
study with the help of a project 
implementation team, under the 
overall supervision of a State 
Advisory Committee, having Education 


Commissioner/Secretary as its 
Chairman. At the National level, a 
National Advisory Group under the 
chairmanship of Director, NCERT is 
periodically reviewing the progress of 
the project, and take necessary 
steps for effective and speedily 
implementation of the project, The 
tools of data collection included two 
Questionnaires and an Interview 
Schedule, developed and finalised 
by National Advisory Group in 
consultation with Project Directors. 
The studies have been completed in 
the following States/UTs: Andhra 
Pradesh, Assam, Goa, Gujarat, 
Haryana, Himachal Pradesh, J & K, 
Karnataka, Kerala, Maharashtra, 
Meghalaya, Mizoram, Rajasthan, 
West Bengal, Bihar, Manipur. The 
report of Uttar Pradesh has been 
published. 

Follow-up study of PAC approved 
Training Programmes 

The Follow-up study was taken up to 
study the PAC approved training 
programmes conducted by RIE, Mysore 
during 1997-2002. Around 30 training 
programmes were taken as samples 
and documents, questionnaire 
for programme coordinators and 
participants and informal interview 
were used as tools for the study. The 
study identified and analysed the 
factors acting either as promoters or 
constraints in the implementation 
of PAC training programmes and 
recommended measures to improve 
the PAC training programmes. 
Suggestions made in the study will be 
given to state Educational Authorities 
in the southern States for evaluation 
and follow-up of PAC programmes and 
their commitment to do follow up 
programmes making use of the trained 
Key Resource Persons. 



DEVELOPMENT 

Collaborative Multi-centric Studies 

The NCERT has launched multi- 
centric studies in collaboration 
with university and research 
institutions in the country on teacher 
preparation in the changing context 
and decentralisation of elementary 
education. At present 13 studies are 
being conducted in teacher 
preparation and 6 in decentralisation 
of elementary education, Two five-day 
workshops were organised to develop 
common tools for collection of data in 
these studies. The Workshop to 
Develop Tools on Teacher Preparation 
was held from 4 to 8 August. 2003 and 
Workshop for Development of Tools 
under Multi-centric Studies on 
Decentralised Governance was held 
from 13 to 17 October, 2003. 
Seventeen and nine participants 
attended these workshops 
respectively. The Pis are collecting data 
in these studies after which the 
common method of analysis will be 
worked out in two workshops next 
year. These multi-centric studies will 
help in drawing the overall picture of 
the issues to give national scenario. 

Criteria and Research Strategy to 
assess the Quality of M.Phil and 
Ph.D Research Work 

To promote quality researches in 
education, a workshop was conducted 
to evolve the criteria and develop 
research strategy to assess the quality 
of M.Phil and Ph.D research work in 
education in Indian Universities from 
9 to 11 February, 2004 at NCERT, New 
Delhi. This was attended by 12 experts 
from different university departments 
and NCERT faculty. A criteria was 
evolved for further discussion in 
the area. 


Management Information System 

The Council quite often needs to have 
information about programmes 
completed by the various constituents 
of NCERT. For this purpose a 
Management Information System for 
completed PAC approved programmes 
of NCERT during 1999-2000, 2000- 
2001, 2001-2002 and 2002-2003 has 
been developed. This is an ongoing 
exercise to provide database on the 
various completed programmes of 
different constituents of NCERT. It 
provides computerised database 
containing the information about the 
completed projects of NCERT, and the 
software for storage, updation and 
retrieval of information. 

TRAINING AND EXTENSION 

Capacity Building for Conducting 
Action Research among Secondary 
Teachers of Karnataka 

The NCERT guided action research 
initiative in collaboration with KSSTA 
(Karnataka State Secondary Teacher 
Association) in which the teachers 
have completed action researches and 
submitted their reports to the NCERT. 

Capacity Building about 
Conducting action Research among 
Primary School Teachers of 
Uttranchal and Himachal Pradesh 

The NCERT has collaborated with All 
India Primary Teachers Federation 
(AIPTF), New Delhi, to develop capacity 
among primary school teachers for 
conducting action research. In 
this context a five-day workshop 
on action research was organised 
from 22 to 26 March , 2004 at All 
India Primary Teacher Federation, 
Janakpuri, New Delhi in which 30 
teachers participated. In the workshop 
the participating teachers identified a 
problem for their action research and 
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worked out the modalities of action 
research in their respective cases. All 
India Primary Teachers Federation has 
agreed to guide the teachers in the 
process along with NCERT faculty. 

Training of Teacher Educators on 
Research Methodology 

Through workshop mode 21 teacher 
educators of elementary teacher 
training institutions of West Bengal 
were trained on the concept, need and 
process of action research. Teacher 
educators in turn will train primary 
school teachers and encourage them 
to take up action research projects to 
solve the teaching-learning problems 
at their level. 

Research Methodology Course 
Level I for DIET/SCERT Faculty of 
Maharashtra 

The NCERT in collaboration with 
Maharashtra State Council of 
Educational Research and Training, 
Pune organised a 12-day Research 
Methodology Course Level I at 
MSCERT, Pune from 12 to 23 January, 
2004. It was attended by 30 teacher 
educators from various DIETs 
and SCERT of Maharashtra. The 
participants developed research 
proposals, draft research tools, which 
were presented by them, discussed 
and finalised during the workshop. 

DISSEMINATION 

Indian Educational Review (IER) is a 
refereed journal published by NCERT 
almost from the early decades of its 
existence. The journal provides forum 


for researchers to publish study of art 
papers and research studies. The issue 
of July 2002 (Volume 38 No. 2) has 
been published. The manuscript of 
January 2003 and July 2003 issues 
are in press. 

Journal of Indian Education 
provides a forum for teachers, teacher 
educators, educational administration 
and research workers for presenting * 
novel ideas, critical appraisal of 
contemporary educational problems 
and views of the experience in 
improved educational practices. 
During this period issue of January 
2003, Volume 3, No. 1 has been 
published. 

Sixth Survey of Research in 
Education is in process of publication. 
Out of 20 areas identified for the 
survey, first volume of the survey 
containing 12 areas has been sent for 
printing. The trend reports in the 
remaining areas are under the 
process of review and will be sent 
for publication in second volume 
very soon. 

The issue of Indian Educational 
Abstracts January 2003 (Volume 3, No. 
1) has been published and issue of 
July 2003 as well as January, 2004 
are under editing.

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International Relations 

NCERT acts as an implementing 
agency for the bilateral Cultural/ 
Educational Exchange Programme 
(CEEP) in the area of school education 
for the Government of India. NCERT 
exchanges educational information 
about school education system, 
curriculum and experts in school 
education with other countries 
and international agencies, Besides 
carrying out the activities in school 
education sponsored and supported by 
UNESCO, UNICEF, UNDP, COL and 
other international agencies, it also 
organises programmes for foreign 
delegates, experts, teachers, teacher 
educators in the field of school 
education and sponsors its faculty 
members for participation in the 
international seminars, meetings, 
symposia and training programmes 
under the aegis of UNESCO, UNICEF, 
UNDP, etc. NCERT also undertakes 
short term on-the-job training 
programmes for foreign nationals in 
the field of school and teacher 
education. PSSCIVE is a Centre of 
UNESCO’s International Project on 
Technical and Vocational Education 
(UNEVOC) in India. It maintains 
continuous contact with UNESCO’s 
International Centre for Technical and 
Vocational Education and Training, 
Bonn, Germany and updates itself with 
the development in the field of 
Vocational and Technical Education 
around the globe. 

Cultural/Educational Exchange 
Programme 

Under the bilateral cultural exchange 
programmes executed by the 
Government of India material and 
information in education such as 
textbooks, teachers’ handbook, and 
the exemplary books are sent to 


various countries, and visits of the 
experts and exchange of audio-visual 
materials on all areas agreed upon in 
the cultural exchange programme. 
During the year 2003-04 NCERT has 
accepted proposals for cultural/ 
educational exchange programme 
in the field of school education 
with Armenia, Suriname, Cyprus, 
Luxemburg, Italy, Afghanistan, 
Mozambique, Sweden, Chile, German, 
Guana and Israel. 

UNESCO Sponsored Programmes 

NCERT is a member of Asian Network 
of Training Institutions in Educational 
Planning (ANTRIEP). The International 
IEP, UNESCO, Paris called upon the 
institutions of ANTRIEP to take up a 
research study of Successful School 
Management. NCERT took up the case 
study of three successful schools of 
Jawahar Navodaya Vidyalayas of the 
Navodaya Vidyalaya Samiti. The major 
aim of the study was to find out the 
management practices of successful 
schools and to disseminate it to other 
systems and schools. The JNVs located 
at Gadchiroli, Kolhapur (both in the 
state of Maharashtra) and Emakulum 
(Kerala) were taken for the study. The 
research team visited the schools for 
in-depth study and completed the 
research. The finding of the study will 
be presented in the workshop to be 
organised by ANTRIEP in July 2004.
